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THE  EXPEDITION  TO  CANADA  IN 
UNDER  SIR  WILLIAM  PHIPS.

INTRODUCTORY. 

Having  made  some  notes  in  the  past  on  this  early 
expedition  of  Massachusetts  against  the  French,  I  was 
requested  by  my  fellow-members  of  the  Publication  Com¬ 
mittee  to  present  it  to  the  Massachusetts  Society  in  its 
Year  Book  for  1898. 

Thinking  it  might  assist  members  in  obtaining  data,  I 
have  consented,  and  offer  it,  not  as  a  complete  work,  but 
as,  perhaps,  the  most  complete  collection  of  material, 
showing  who  participated  in  this  celebrated  though  un¬ 
successful  attempt  of  the  colonists,  yet  gathered. 

Owing  *to  the  non-existence  of  the  most  of  the  company 
rolls  one  is  forced  to  have  recourse  to  the  list  of  grantees 
of  the  townships,  received  as  a  recompense  by  a  portion 
of  the  participants  or  their  heirs. 

Unfortunately  these  lists  are  not  all  in  existence,  or 
there  may  be  examples  still  in  private  hands  and  un¬ 
known  to  the  writer. 

If  the  results  obtained  by  their  publication,  in  supply¬ 
ing  data,  equal  those  obtained  from  the  publication  in 
the  1897  Year  Book  of  the  accounts  of  the  1710  and 
1711  expeditions,  the  compiler  will  feel  repaid  for  his 
labor.

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An  interesting  presentation  of  the  French  accounts  of 
the  Expedition  is  given  in  “  Sir  William  Phips  devant 
Quebec,”  by  Ernest  Myrand,  published  in  Quebec  in 
1893.  An  attempt  to  present  a  list  of  those  participating 
among  the  English  troops  is  very  faulty,  from  a  lack  of 
knowledge  of  the  formation  of  the  militia  in  Massachu¬ 
setts,  and  of  the  service  also  performed  by  them  at  Port 
Royal  early  in  1690;  and  also  from  the  lack  of  knowl¬ 
edge  that  a  detail  of  a  portion  of  the  Massachusetts 
troops  was  made  against  the  Indians  in  New  England  in 
1690.  The  names  of  the  English  soldiers  are  in  many 
cases  wrongly  transcribed. 


SIR  WILLIAM  PHIPS’S  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  EXPEDITION  INTO  ACCADY, 
AND  THAT  UPON  QUEBECK  IN  CANADA. 

The  present  governors  together  with  the  inhabitants  of  New 
England,  out  of  a  true  sence  of  their  gratitude,  did  think  they 
could  do  no  better,  or  more  manifestly  express  their  loyalty  to 
Their  Majesties  than  by  venturing  their  lives  and  estates  toward 
the  enlarging  of  Their  Majesties  Dominions  in  America,  and 
particularly  for  the  reducing  of  Canada  unto  Their  obedience. 
According  to  that  Resolution  they  did  raise  about  seaven  hundred 
men,  and  fitted  out  seaven  saile  of  ships  at  their  own  expense 
and  did  give  the  command  thereof  to  me. 

With  these  ships  and  men  I  set  saile  from  New  England  in 
March,  1689-90,  and  reduced  that  part  of  it  called  Accady,  and 
then  I  returned  to  New  England. 

And  for  the  more  effectual  prosecution  of  the  main  under¬ 
taking  concerning  Canada,  the  said  governors,  with  severall  of 
the  chief  inhabitants  of  the  colony,  resolved  to  be  at  the  further 
charge  of  so  many  more  men  and  ships  as  might  be  sufficient  to 
take  Quebeck  (being  assured  by  ye  conquering  of  that  city  all 
the  other  parts  of  Canada  must  submit)  and  accordingly  two 
thousand  and  three  hundred  men  were  raised,  and  about  thirty 
saile  of  ships  fitted  out,  and  the  command  of  them  was  also  given 
to  me.  With  these  forces  I  departed  from  New  England  011  the 
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tenth  day  of  August,  1690.  But,  by  bad  weather  and  contrary 
winds,  I  did  not  reach  Quebeck  till  October,  that  the  frost  was 
already  fallen  in,  and  so  sharp  that  it  made  two  inches  ice  in  a 
night. 

This  notwithstanding,  I  summoned  the  Comte  De  Frontenack, 
the  governor,  to  surrender  the  town,  and  after  a  reviling  answer 
(that  I  and  those  with  me  were  traitors,  for  having  taken  up  with 
an  Usurper  and  have  seized  upon  our  governor  that  good  Christian 
Sir  Edmund  Andros,  who,  if  he  had  continued  in  his  government, 
the  French  an  English  had  been  all  one)  I  brought  my  ships  up 
within  musquett  shott  of  their  cannon  and  fired  upon  the  towne 
with  that  success,  that  I  dismounted  severall  of  their  best  cannon, 
and  within  less  than  twenty-four  hours  beat  the  French  from  their 
works. 

At  the  same  time  fourteen  hundred  men  that  I  had  landed 
defeated  a  great  part  of  the  enemy,  and  by  the  account  of  the 
prisoners,  the  city  in  all  probability  must  have  been  taken  in  two 
or  three  daies,  but  the  small-pox  and  the  feavour  increased  so 
fast  among  the  men  that  it  delayed  the  pushing  on  the  siege  till 
the  weather  grew  so  extream  cold  that  no  further  progress  could 
be  made  therein.  So  I  returned  to  New  England.  At  my  going 
off  from  before  Quebeck  I  received  several  messuages  from 
French  merchants  of  ye  best  note  and  reputation  to  let  me  know 
how  uneasie  they  were  under  the  ffrench  administration,  and  to 
assure  ipe  of  their  great  willingness  to  submit  to  Their  Majesties 
government. 

In  this  expedition,  the  enemy  suffered  great  damage  and  had 
a  great  number  of  their  men  killed,  and  many  taken  Prisoners, 
yet  the  loss  on  the  English  side  (notwithstanding  what  the  French 
have  falsely  given  out  of  severall  hundreds)  was  not  more  than 
thirty  men. 

The  above  written  is  a  true  account.  Witness  my  hand.

SIR  WILLIAM  PHIPS. 

We  are  indebted  to  Rev.  Cotton  Mather,  a  contemporary  of 
Phips,  for  many  facts  in  the  life  of  the  leader  of  the  expedition. 
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He  published  his  “  History  of  Sir  William  Phips  ”  in  London 
in  1697,  dedicating  it  to  his  successor,  Earl  Bellomont. 

The  matter  was  reprinted  in  a  folio  volume  of  788  pages,  in 
1702,  entitled  “  Magnalia  Christi  Americana.” 

Phips  was  born  2  Feb.,  1650,  “at  a  despicable  plantation  on 
the  river  of  Kennebeck,  and  almost  the  furthest  village  of  the 
eastern  settlement  of  New  England.”  His  father  was  a  gun¬ 
smith,  one  James  Phips,  formerly  of  Bristol,  England,  and  the 
mother,  who  survived  her  distinguished  son,  had  no  less  than 
twenty-six  children,  of  which  twenty-one  were  sons. 

The  father  dying,  the  son  dwelt  with  the  mother  until  he 
reached  eighteen,  when  he  became  apprenticed  to  a  ship- car¬ 
penter  for  four  years. 

His  next  advance  in  life  was  his  removal  to  Boston,  where  he 
espoused  the  widow  of  a  merchant  of  the  town,  John  Hull,  who 
was  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Roger  Spencer. 

He  first  ventured  in  building  a  ship  at  Sheepscot  River  to 
load  with  lumber,  but  the  latter  undertaking  was  prevented  by 
an  Indian  uprising  which  embarrassed  him  financially.  He 
then  took  to  the  sea,  and  attempted  to  recover  treasure  from  a 
Spanish  wreck  at  the  Bahamas,  but  unsuccessfully. 

In  1683  he  became  captain  of  a  king’s  ship,  and  arrived  in 
New  England  commander  of  the  “Algier  Rose,”  a  frigate  of 
eighteen  guns  and  ninety-five  men,  with  which  he  sailed  for  the 
West  Indies  in  search  of  lost  treasures,  to  return  unsuccessful 
and  after  experiencing  an  attempt  of  his  crew  to  mutiny. 

His  next  venture  in  search  of  treasure  was  through  the  finan¬ 
cial  aid  of  the  Duke  of  Albemarle  and  others,  and  resulted  in 
unloading  a  Spanish  wreck  of  ^300,000  of  treasure,  the  tenth 
of  which  going  to  the  king  well  paid  him  for  the  grant  of  knight¬ 
hood  to  the  fortunate  searcher. 

Returning  to  Boston  in  1688,  Phips  built  on  Green  lane, 
which  he  afterward  called  Charter  street,  in  memory  of  the  char¬ 
ter  which  he  was  instrumental  in  obtaining  a  few  years  later. 

Phips  returned  to  England  again  in  1688,  and  came  again  to 
Boston  in  the  spring  of  1689. 

At  this  period  he  was  captain  of  the  “  Six  Friends,”  of  forty 
guns,  which  became  his  flagship  in  the  Quebec  expedition.

INVITATION  TO  FUNERAL  OF  SIR  WILLIAM  PHIPS. 
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He  sailed  on  28  Apr.,  1690,  for  Port  Royal,  N.S.,  with  seven 
hundred  men  in  eight  small  vessels,  which  surrendered  to  him. 

8  Aug.,  1690,  he  sailed  on  the  disastrous  Quebec  expedition, 
and  a  few  weeks  after  his  return  sailed  for  England,  in  the  depth 
of  winter,  to  interest  William  and  Mary  in  another  attempt. 
During  1691  he,  with  Mather  and  Ashurst,  labored  for  a  new 
charter,  and  Phips  returned  to  Boston  14  May,  1692,  in  the 
“  Nonesuch  ”  frigate,  with  the  coveted  document  and  commis¬ 
sioned  as  governor. 

During  his  term  occurred  the  notorious  witchcraft  excitement 
and  its  sad  results. 

Trouble  was  experienced  by  him  with  Jahleel  Brenton,  the 
royal  commissioner  of  customs,  and  Joseph  Dudley,  which 
resulted  in  his  recall  to  England,  sailing  17  Nov.,  1694,  from 
Boston.  Shortly  after  his  arrival  in  England  he  contracted  a 
cold  which  developed  “  a  malignant  fever,”  and  he  died  on  the 
1 8th  Feb.,  1694-5,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Mary 
Woolnoth,  in  a  vault  under  the  organ  gallery  of  the  church  then 
standing,  which  was  altered  and  rebuilt  1716-1719. 

The  “New  View  of  London,”  1708,  has  the  following,  Vol.  IV.,  p.  290; 
“At  the  east  end  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary’s  Woolnoth,  near  the  north¬ 
east  angle,  is  a  pretty  white  marble  monument,  adorned  with  an  urn 
between  two  cupids,  the  figure  of  a  ship,  and  also  a  boat  at  sea  with  persons 
in  the  water  ;  these  beheld  by  a  winged  eye,  all  done  in  basso  relievo  ;  also 
seven  medals,  as  that  of  King  William  and  Queen  Mary  ;  some  with  Spanish 
impressions,  as  the  castle  cross-potent,  etc.,  and  likewise  the  figures  of  a 
sea-quadrant,  cross-staff,  etc.,  and  this  inscription:  ‘Near  this  place  is 
interred  the  body  of  Sir  William  Phips,  Knight,  who  in  the  year  1687, 
by  his  great  industry  discovered  among  the  rocks  near  the  banks  of 
Bahama,  on  the  north  side  of  Hispaniola,  a  Spanish  plate-ship,  which  had 
been  under  water  fourty-four  years,  out  of  which  he  took  in  gold  and  silver 
to  the  value  of  ,£300,000  sterling  ;  and  with  a  fidelity  equal  to  his  conduct, 
brought  it  all  to  London,  where  it  was  divided  between  himself  and  the  rest 
of  the  adventurers.  For  which  great  service  he  was  knighted  by  his  then 
majesty,  King  James  the  2d  ;  and  afterward  by  the  command  of  his  present 
majesty,  and  at  the  request  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  New  England,  he 
accepted  the  government  of  the  Massachusetts,  in  which  he  continued  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  discharged  his  trust  with  that  zeal  for  the  interest  of 
his  country,  and  with  so  little  regard  to  his  own  private  advantage,  that  he 
gained  the  good  esteem  and  affections  of  the  greatest  and  best  part  fo 
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inhabitants  of  the  colony.  He  died  on  the  18th  of  February,  1694,  and  his 
lady,  to  perpetuate  his  memory,  hath  caused  this  monument  to  be  erected.’ 

“  His  arms  were  sable,  a  trefoil  slipt,  within  an  orle  of  eight  Mullets, 
argent."

ABSTRACT  OF  SIR  WILLIAM  PHIPS’S  WILL.

Sir  William  Phips,  Knight,  of  Boston,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  Province 
of  Massachusetts  Bay,  in  New  England,  18  December,  1693,  sworn  to 
by  Dame  Mary  Phips,  10  September,  1696  ;  proved  29  January,  1696.  To 
brother  James  Phips  or  his  heirs,  the  sum  of  five  shillings.  To  my  dear 
and  entirely  beloved  consort  Mary  Phips,  and  to  her  heirs  forever,  all  my 
estate,  real  and  personal,  &c.,  &c.,  with  power  to  alienate  by  deed  of 
gift,  will  or  codicil.  If  she  should  die  without  having,  by  will,  disposed  of 
my  estate,  &c.,  it  shall  all  descend  and  fall  to  my  adopted  son,  Spencer 
Phips  als  Bennett  and  the  heirs  of  his  body.  If  he  should  die  without  issue 
surviving,  what  is  left  shall  be  equally  divided  and  shared,  one  half  thereof 
by  my  sisters  Mary,  Margaret,  and  the  heirs  of  my  sister  Anne  deceased,  or 
their  heirs  forever,  and  the  other  half  in  like  manner,  to  the  relations  of  my 
beloved  consort,  reserving  only  out  of  the  whole  estate  one  hundred  pounds 
current  money  of  New  England,  which  my  said  relations,  and  the  relations 
of  my  said  wife,  shall  cause  to  be  paid  unto  John  Phipps,  son  to  my  brother 
John  Phipps  deceased,  or  to  his  heirs,  if  this  clause  be  not  repealed  by  my 
wife  aforesaid.  If  my  dear  consort  should  die  before  my  said  son  is  come 
to  age  or  is  married,  then  I  do  nominate  and  appoint  my  friends  Capt.  John 
Foster,  Esq.,  and  Capt.  Andrew  Belcher  of  Boston,  merchants,  to  be  trus¬ 
tees  of  my  estate  and  guardians  to  my  said  son,  until  he  shall  be  of  full  age 
or  married. 

The  witnesses  were  John  Phillips,  John  White,  John  Hiskett,  Josiah 
Stone,  and  John  Greenough.  Pyne,  15.' 


MAJOR  WALLEY’S  JOURNAL  IN  THE  EXPEDITION  AGAINST  CANADA  IN 
1692.  A  NARRATIVE  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  TO  CANADA,  SOE 
FAR  AS  CONCERNED  THE  LAND  ARMY. 

Having  passed  the  isle  of  Percey,  and  being  put  back  by  a 
contrary  wind,  it  was  designed  there  to  have  landed  our  souldiers, 
to  have  settled  our  companys,  to  have  called  a  council  of  warr, 
to  have  made  and  declared  such  orders  as  was  necessary  for  reg¬ 
ulating  our  forces,  but  by  several  of  our  ships  and  vessels  being 
drove  out  of  the  harbour  by  a  storm,  they  came  not  in  again 
seasonably,  and  soe  what  was  intended  was  prevented. 

•This  will  was  recorded  in  England  and  also  in  Suffolk  County,  Mass.  Probate 
Files  No.  2245. 
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Upon  the  23d  of  Sept,  wee  came  to  an  anchor  at  Tarrasack, 
a  council  of  warr  was  called,  such  orders  and  ordinances  made 
as  was  judged  necessary,  and  ordered  to  be  published  in  every 
vessel,  and  at  the  head  of  each  company,  which  orders  are  upon 
record  and  may  be  seen. 

Orders:  i.  That  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  war  passed  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  of  the  Massachusetts,  for  the  better  regulating  their  forces  ; 
together  with  all  such  additional  laws  and  orders  as  shall  now  be  made  and 
ordained  by  this  Council  at  their  present  session  ;  be  forthwith  read  and 
published  at  the  head  of  each  regiment  or  company  of  souldiers,  and  on 
board  each  and  every  ship  and  vessel  in  their  Majesties  Service  for  this  pres¬ 
ent  expedition  to  Canada ,  etc.  And  that  the  same  be  put  in  execution 
according  to  the  true  intend  and  meaning  thereof. 

2.  That  each  and  every  of  the  aforesaid  laws  and  ordinances  of  war,  and 
all  such  other  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  made  and  ordain’d  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  War,  shall  be  declared  and  published  by  beat  of  drum  or  sound  of 
trumpet,  or  otherwise  at  discretion,  at  the  head  of  each  regiment  or  company 
of  souldiers,  and  on  board  each  and  every  ship  and  vessel  in  their  Majesties 
fleet ;  and  that  they  be  so  read  and  published  once  a  fortnight,  or  oftener, 
that  so  none  may  pretend  to  be  ignorant  thereof. 

3.  That  whatsoever  person  that  is  engaged  in  this  present  service,  shall 
by  words  or  otherwise,  reproach,  slight,  or  show  disrespect  to  any  of  his 
Superior  officers,  shall  be  punished  as  the  Council  of  War  shall  see  cause  ; 
respect  being  had  unto  the  circumstances  of  place,  office,  person  injuring, 
and  injured  ;  as  also  the  evil  tendency  thereof. 

4.  That  no  commander  or  other  person,  presume  to  send  or  suffer  any 
boat  whatsoever  to  be  sent  to  the  shoar,  or  any  ship  or  vessel  to  land  any 
men  after  the  first  anchoring  of  the  fleet,  otherwise  than  as  they  shall  receive 
orders  from  the  General  or  council  of  war. 

5.  That  whensoever  any  men  shall  be  sent  on  shoar,  suitable  officers 
shall  be  sent  with  them,  to  command  ,and  order  them,  which  officers  are  to 
be  accountable  for  their  actions  and  behaviours  ;  and  also  are  required,  to 
attend  the  commands  and  directions  of  their  superior  officers. 

6.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  officer  to  shoot  any  person 
that  shall  first  run  away  from  under  his  command  in  time  of  actual  service, 
if  he  cannot  be  otherwise  brought  to  attend  his  duty. 

7.  That  if  any  regiment,  company  of  souldiers,  or  other  person  under 
command,  shall  refuse  to  advance  forward  to  charge  the  enemy,  or  such  other 
service  as  shall  be  orderly  and  reasonably  required  of  him  or  them,  especially 
if  through  fear  or  cowardise,  they  shall  refuse  or  stay  behind,  he  or  they 
shall  loose  their  pay,  and  whole  share  of  plunder,  and  be  otherwise  disgraced, 
and  the  principal  punished  according  as  a  council  of  war  shall  determine. 

8.  That  no  person  whatsoever  shall  give  intelligence,  or  hold  any  corre¬ 
spondence  with  the  enemy  on  pain  of  death. 
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9.  That  whosoever  shall  causelesly  make  an  alarm,  or  needlesly,  or  wil¬ 
fully  fire  a  gun  in  the  night,  shall  be  put  to  death,  or  suffer  such  grievous 
punishment  as  a  council  of  war  shall  inflict. 

10.  That  no  man  force  himself  upon  a  sentinel,  being  called  unto  three 
times  to  stand,  upon  the  peril  of  his  life. 

11.  That  if  any  souldier  or  other  person,  be  found  drunk  on  duty,  or  in 
time  of  actual  service,  he  shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  grievous  punish¬ 
ment  as  the  council  of  war  shall  determine  ;  consideration  being  had  unto 
the  ill  consequences  that  hath  or  might  have  been  by  reason  thereof. 

12.  That  all  officers  of  what  degree  soever,  take  special  care,  that  no 
souldiers  or  other  person  under  his  command,  drink  any  brandy ,  wine,  or 
other  strong-liquour,  at  any  time  to  excess,  especially  in  time  of  service,  and 
whilst  we  are  in  danger  from  the  enemy :  they  are  also  duly  authorized  to 
seize  and  secure  in  order  to  try  all  such  as  shall  offend. 

13.  That  present  quarter  be  given  to  those  of  the  enemy  that  shall  ask 
it,  according  to  the  laws  of  arms  and  nations,  if  it  can  be  done  without 
hazard. 

14.  That  all  persons  whatsoever  carry  themselves  as  men  and  Christians 
towards  all  prisoners,  especially  such  as  have  been  men  of  place,  aged  per¬ 
sons,  women  and  children  ;  and  that  they  presume  not  to  offer  any  rudeness 
or  uncivility  to  any  woman  or  other  person,  on  pain  of  such  punishment  as 
the  council  of  war  shall  order,  according  to  the  circumstances  thereof. 

15.  That  whatsoever  souldiers  or  others,  that  shall  fight  or  quarrel  one 
with  the  other  in  time  of  service,  shall  loose  a  month’s  pay,  and  be  otherwise 
punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council  of  war  ;  and  whosever  shall  so  fight 
or  quarrel  at  other  times,  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  commis¬ 
sion-officers  of  that  company. 

16.  That  no  man  shall  pawn  or  exchange  his  arms,  either  in  field  or 
elsewhere  without  leave  of  his  captain,  or  dispose  of  any  arms  of  others,  or 
any  ammunition,  hatchets,  spades,  shovels,  or  other  stores  or  instruments  of 
war,  on  such  penalties  and  punishments  as  a  council  war  shall  order. 

17.  That  whosoever,  without  consent  as  aforesaid,  shall  buy,  receive,  ex¬ 
change,  or  take  to  pawn,  any  arms,  ammunition,  or  instruments  of  war,  shall 
return  such  arms,  ammunition,  and  instruments  without  satisfaction,  or  forfeit 
twice  the  value  thereof,  and  suffer  such  other  punishment  as  a  council  of  war 
shall  appoint. 

18.  That  no  man,  without  consent  as  aforesaid,  being  under  command 
presume  to  fire  his  gun  without  order,  on  pain  of  such  punishment  as  the 
captain  or  commission-officers  of  that  company  shall  appoint ;  and  that  no 
man  presume  at  any  time  needlesly  to  fire  his  gun  without  order,  on  penalty 
of  two-shilling  six  pence,  to  be  deducted  out  of  his  wages  or  plunder. 

19.  That  whosoever  shall  at  any  time  seize  or  take  any  plunder,  of  what 
kind  or  nature,  soever  from  the  enemy,  shall  forthwith  give  notice  thereof  at 
the  General,  Lieutenant-General,  or  chief-officer  present,  with  an  account 
thereof,  that  the  same  may  be  disposed  and  secured  according  to  further 
order.  And  whosoever  shall  refuse  or  neglect  so  to  do,  shall  forfeit  his  share 
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of  plunder,  and  make  restitution  of  what  they  shall  so  conceal,  withhold,  or 
imbezil,  and  also  suffer  such  further  punishment  as  a  council  of  war  shal  1 
determine. 

20.  That  no  person  whatsoever  presume  to  rifle  any  ship,  boat,  or  any 
other  vessel,  or  to  break  open,  unlock,  unty,  or  otherwise  undoe,  or  make 
loose  any  chest,  trunck,  box,  bale,  bundle,  or  any  other  vessel  wherein 
plunder  of  the  enemy  may  be,  whether  on  board,  or  on  shore,  in  any  house 
or  otherwise,  but  shall  secure  the  same  whole  and  undivided,  as  the  same 
shall  be  found,  and  bring  the  same  to  the  chief-officer  then  and  there  present, 
who  is  to  take  such  further  order  therein,  as  shall  be  necessary  upon  pain  of 
forfeiting  his  whole  share  of  plunder,  and  suffering  such  further  punishment 
as  a  council  of  war  shall  inflict. 

21.  That  no  person  whatsoever  presume  to  set  fire  unto,  burn,  waste, 
deface,  or  otherwise  spoile  any  fort,  church,  colledgc,  house ,  barn,  ship, 
vessel  or  any  other  goods,  provisions,  wares,  merchandizes,  or  estates  whatso¬ 
ever,  or  kill  or  destroy  any  hogs,  cattle,  or  any  other  tame  creature  belonging 
to  the  enemy,  without  order  from  their  captain.  Which  captains  are  required 
not  to  give  order  for  so  doing  without  necessity  require,  (which  necessity  is  to 
appear  such  to  the  council  of  war  if  questioned.)  But  as  they  shall  from 
time  to  time  receive  directions  from  the  General,  Lieutenant-General,  major 
of  the  regiment,  or  Council  of  war. 

22.  That  no  souldier,  seaman,  or  other  person  under  command  in  this 
present  expedition,  presume  to  plunder  the  enemy  in  time  of  fight  nor  whilst 
we  are  in  any  danger  from  the  enemy  ;  nor  whilst  they  chase  or  pursue  the 
enemy,  nor  before  they  have  secured  themselves  from  the  enemy,  nor  until 
they  have  orders  from  the  chief-officers  in  that  present  expedition,  or  at  any 
other  time  or  place  then  ordered,  or  contrary  to  articles  made  with  the 
enemy,  and  declared  on  pain  of  death,  or  such  other  penalties  and  punish¬ 
ment  as  a  council  of  war  shall  inflict. 

23.  That  the  commission-officers  of  each  company,  do  punish  all  persons 
within  their  several  companies  respectively,  which  after  publication  hereof, 
shall  be  found  guilty  of  drunkenness,  swearing,  cursing,  and  neglect  of  the 
worship  of  God,  petty-thefts,  quarreling  when  not  in  service,  unnecessary 
firing  when  under  command  without  order,  not  doing  duty,  doing  duty 
negligently. 

Upon  the  27th  of  Sept,  being  about  25  leagues  from  Cabeck, 
I  went  aboard  each  vessel  in  the  fleet,  that  had  souldiers,  to  take 
care  that  they  might  be  all  ready  and  fixt  for  the  service,  not 
knowing  how  soon  there  might  be  occasion ;  and  whereas  there 
had  been  complaints,  that,  aboard  several  of  the  vessels,  the 
souldiers  and  others  had  near  a  third  part  of  their  allowance 
taken  off  without  order,  I  then  gave  orders  that  their  full  allow¬ 
ance  might  be  given  them. 
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Upon  the  5  th  Oct.  wee  came  up  with  the  Isle  of  Orleans,  the 
whole  fleet  together,  and  having  promised  our  men  that  they 
should  with  the  first  convenience  be  landed  to  refresh  them¬ 
selves,  and  not  having  opportunity  before,  thought  it  might  doe 
well  to  doe  it  then,  proposing  to  the  council  that  wee  might 
then  settle  the  companys,  that  wee  might  then  secure  the  island, 
game  intelligence,  and  upon  our  informations  to  draw  up  such 
conclusions  as  were  necessary,  and  not  to  have  appeared  in 
sight  of  the  town  until  wee  were  fully  ready  to  fall  upon  them  ; 
but  it  was  over- ruled  by  the  council,  and  agreed  we  should  take 
the  advantage  of  the  tide  and  be  in  sight  of  the  town  by  day 
light,  which  was  accordingly  done. 

Upon  the  6th  Oct.  it  was  concluded  that  a  summons  should 
be  sent  ashore,  and,  while  the  answer  was  coming,  to  put  our¬ 
selves  in  the  best  posture  wee  could  for  landing,  but  by  that 
time  the  messenger  was  returned  wee  found  the  tides  did  not 
sute,  and  that  it  would  be  too  late  to  land  that  night.  It  was 
alsoe  then  agreed  upon,  that  the  army  should  land  at  the  north 
shore,  at  the  place  wee  after  landed  at ;  that  the  small  vessels, 
that  had  guns,  should  take  in  the  ammunition,  provision,  field 
pieces,  spades  and  other  necessarys  for  the  souldiers  (that  tide  or 
the  next  they  were  to  come  up  to  Charles  river,  that  lyes  by  the 
town)  that  the  ships  boat  should  come  into  the  river  to  be  help- 
full  to  carry  the  souldiers  over,  and  the  souldiers  to  be  ready  by 
the  river  when  they  came,  that  so  they  might  be  helpful  each  to 
other,  as  there  had  been  occasion ;  that  the  field  pieces  should 
come  in  those  vessels  to  be  landed  on  the  other  side  of  the 
river ;  it  was  alsoe  agreed  that,  when  we  were  over  the  river,  the 
men  of  warr  were  to  sail  up  with  the  town,  and  when  they  per¬ 
ceived  we  were  upon  the  hill,  especially  if  we  then  fired  a 
house,  they  were  then  to  land  200  men  under  their  guns,  and 
were  to  make  a  brisk  and  resolute  charge  to  enter  the  town ; 
alsoe  agreed  that  Shute  and  others  of  the  larger  vessels  that  were 
not  men  of  warr,  were  to  go  beyond  the  town,  that  the  enemy 
might  think  we  had  another  army  to  land  there ;  alsoe  agreed 
that  we  should  have  two  ministers  and  three  chirurgeons  ashore. 

These  things  being  thus  agreed  on,  on  the  next  morning 
being  the  7th  Oct.  wee  attempted  to  land  our  men,  but  by  a 
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storm  were  prevented,  few  of  the  boats  being  able  to  row  a 
head,  and  found  it  would  endanger  our  men  and  wett  our  armes, 
at  which  time  the  vessel  Capt.  Savage  was  in  went  ashore,  the 
tide  fell,  left  they  dry,  the  enemy  came  upon  them,  they  man¬ 
fully  defended  themselves.  I  went  aboard  several  vessels,  and, 
though  with  some  difficulty  caused  some  small  vessels  that  had 
guns  to  weigh,  and  sent  some  boats  that  endeavoured  to  help 

them,  or  if  in  no  other  way  to  bring  off  the  men,  but  the  weather 
and  shoals  were  such  they  could  doe  them  no  good ;  the  enemy 
were  awed  by  some  guns  from  Sir  William,  that  the  shott  flew 
among  the  thickest  of  them,  alsoe  by  some  guns  from  Capt. 
Eldridge.  At  the  tides  coming  in  they  floated  and  all  got  off 
safe.  That  night,  aboard  Sir  William’s  ship,  the  Freeh  prisoners 
informed  us  of  a  place  about  two  miles  beyond  the  town,  that 
would  be  more  commodious  for  landing  the  army,  which  I  then 
thought  might  be  best  (but  Capt.  Davis  saith  since,  wee  should 
not  amended  ourselves)  but  it  was  said  the  council  of  warr  had 
determined  the  place,  and  wee  had  not  time  to  call  them  together 

then,  and  it  would  be  safest  to  attend  order. 

The  next  day,  being  the  8th  of  Oct.  as  soon  as  the  bad 
weather  was  over,  and  the  tides  suited,  wee  landed  our  men, 
which  considering  how  farr  many  of  our  vessels  were  from  the 
shoar,  and  the  helps  wee  had,  never  more  men  were  landed  in 
less  time ;  but  the  flats  lay  off  soe  we  were  forced  to  go  into  the 
water,  some  up  to  the  knees,  and  some  near  as  high  as  their 
wasts  upon  the  flatts.  I  drew  up  the  whole  army,  which  con¬ 
sisted  of  between  12  and  1,300  men,  caused  four  companys  to 
be  drawn  out  as  forlorns,  though  the  ground  would  not  admitt 
the  forlorn  and  main  battle  to  be  far  the  one  one  from  the 
other ;  this  being  done,  I  ordered  the  forlorns  to  advance  and 
to  march,  at  their  open  order,  towards  the  upland,  and  by  this 
time  the  tide  was  upon  the  ground  we  stood  on :  The  forlorn 
were  no  sooner  advanced  a  few  rods,  before  there  was  firing 
from  both  sides ;  upon  one  wing  some  of  our  men  saw  the 
enemy  in  the  bushes  and  fired  first,  but  upon  the  other  wing, 
and  in  most  places,  the  enemy  had  the  first  shot  at  us ;  and 
from  a  village  over  a  creek  on  our  right  wing,  there  was  a  party 
gauled  us  considerably ;  upon  the  charge  our  officers  and  soul- 
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diers  shewed  courage  and  resolution  enough,  yet  some  having 
given  an  order  to  fire  and  fall  off,  but  judging  under  the  present 
circumstances,  ordered  the  whole  body  to  shoot  and  run  up  at 
once,  which  they  did  with  one  consent,  that  it  was  hard  to  say 
which  company  went  up  first  or  fastest ;  upon  which  the  enemy 
having  generally  made  a  second  shott,  they  gave  way  at  once, 
and  by  the  convenience  of  swamps  and  bushes,  they  had  an 
opportunity  to  run  away  and  secure  themselves,  but  yet  in 
partys  out  of  every  corner  of  a  swamp  or  thicket  they  kept 
firing  upon  us ;  wee  continued  our  chase  and  march  towards  the 
town,  and  killed  some  of  the  enemy  as  wee  went.  Being  in¬ 
formed  that  the  enemy  had  fired  at  our  men  out  of  a  bam,  and 
judging  there  were  some  in  it,  I  ordered  it  to  be  fired ;  we 
come  up  with  a  house  where  was  a  hogshead  of  claret  sett  at 
the  door,  and  seeing  our  souldiers  gather  about  it,  least  it  were 
poisoned,  or  might  otherwise  harm  our  men  or  hinder  our 
march,  I  ordered  the  head  to  be  knocked  out ;  drawing  nearer 
the  town  and  finding  the  army  too  much  featured,  and  not 
knowing  but  wee  might  be  met  withall  by  a  force  from  the 
town,  I  drew  up  a  good  part  of  our  forces  and  marcht  on ;  wee 
continued  our  march  until  it  was  dark,  two-thirds  of  the  army 
took  up  their  stand  by  a  creek,  where  was  a  house  and  some 
other  shelts ;  with  the  other  part  I  advanced  about  a  quarter  of 
a  mile,  that  we  might  the  better  secure  the  shoar  and  to  see  our 
vessels  that  were  to  come  into  the  river ;  there  we  took  up  our 
quarters,  placed  our  guards  and  sentinals,  and  did  what  was 
necessary  for  securing  ourselves  and  taking  notice  of  the  motion 
of  the  enemy ;  wee  then  took  the  advantage  of  the  house,  bam, 
hay  and  straw,  that  those  that  were  not  upon  duty  might  keep 
themselves  as  warm  as  they  could.  Making  inquiry  what  dam¬ 
age  wee  had  received  from  the  enemy,  or  done  to  them,  found 
wee  had  not  above  4  killed  outright  at  our  landing,  nor  less 
than  60  officers  and  souldiers  wounded,  and  it  was  judged  wee 
had  killed  20,  some  say  30  of  the  enemy,  and  since,  have  been 
informed  their  hospital  is  full  of  wounded  men,  and  it  is  said 
they  had  not  less  than  7  or  800  men  that  lay  undiscovered  to 
take  the  advantage  at  our  landing ;  all  things  considered,  it  was 
a  great  mercy  wee  had  no  more  damage  done  to  us.  The  same 
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evening,  having  information  of  a  Frenchman  that  had  surren¬ 
dered  himself,  and  was  with  the  other  part  of  the  army,  I  sent 
for  him  and  strictly  examined  him,  severely  threatened  him  if  I 
caught  him  in  a  lye,  told  him  wee  had  taken  other  French 
prisoners,  and  if  he  told  us  anything  that  was  false,  wee  should 
soon  find  it.  He  told  us  wee  should  cut  him  in  pieces  if  he  told 
us  anything  but  what  was  truth ;  he  informed  that  there  were 
about  600  men  that  were  in  the  swamp  at  our  coming  ashore, 
that  there  was  a  Captain  and  other  officers  killed,  besides  others 
that  he  saw,  that  the  French  had  900  men  from  the  town  more, 
upon  their  march  towards  us,  that  they  were  over  the  river,  but 
seeing  wee  had  landed  our  men  soe  suddainly,  and  beaten  the 
French  off  the  ground,  and  were  marching  towards  the  town, 
that  they  retreated,  marcht  back  to  the  town,  or  at  least  to  the 
other  side  of  the  river :  He  said  the  Earl  of  Frontenack  was 
come  down,  the  governor  of  Mount  Royal  and  the  intendant ; 
that  a  great  many  souldiers  came  into  Cabeck  on  the  Thursday 
before,  a  great  many  with  the  governor  upon  Fryday,  and  more 
with  the  governor  of  Mount  Royal  on  Saturday,  and  many 
since :  he  alsoe  said  he  was  a  souldier  of  Mount  Royal  that  had 
run  away,  and  that  they  were  seeking  after  him  (which  we  after 
found  true).  He  alsoe  said  he  came  by  the  information  by  a 
Mount  Royal  souldier,  that  he  had  mett  withall,  which  acquainted 
him  they  had  left  but  50  souldiers  at  Mount  Royal,  and  added 
that  he  had  heard  some  French  officers,  at  the  next  house  to 
that  wee  then  were  at,  say  that  they  had  not  less  than  3,000 
men  in  the  town :  he  alsoe  said,  that  at  the  most  convenient 
place  of  the  souldiers  goeing  over  they  had  planted  8  guns. 
All  which  afterwards  we  had  confirmed.  That  others  might  not 
be  discouraged,  wee  told  him  he  was  sent  by  the  enemy  to  tell 
us  a  parcel  of  lies,  but  he  said  he  told  us  nothing  but  what  we 
should  find  true. 

After  this,  I  sent  for  the  rest  of  the  forces  to  come  over,  that 
wee  might  not  be  too  much  scattered,  and  sent  for  the  majors 
and  captains,  and  such  as  belonged  to  the  council  of  warr,  to 
consider  and  conclude  what  was  farther  to  be  done ;  after  some 
discourse,  it  was  concluded  by  the  whole,  that,  for  as  much  as 
the  vessels  were  not  come  up  the  river  with  our  supplyes  of  pro- 
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vision,  ammunition,  and  other  necessaries,  neither  the  boats  for 
transporting  our  men,  that,  as  matters  were  thus  circumstanced, 
wee  were  not  in  a  capacity  to  advance,  but  hoped  the  vessels 
would  be  in  with  the  tide,  that  was  before  day,  and  that  if  they 
came,  wee  would  be  ready  to  be  helpfull  to  defend  them,  as  we 
expected  help  from  them ;  but  the  winds  prevented  their 
coming,  as  the  masters  after  said.  Before  day,  contrary  to 
order,  and  without  my  knowledge,  they  landed  the  six  field 
pieces,  at  the  point  near  which  the  army  lay,  which  greatly 
clogg’d  us,  and  would  a  made  our  passidge  over  the  river  very 
difficult.  In  the  evening,  wee  see  Capt.  Gilbert  weigh  anchor, 
and  the  ships  of  warr  sail  up  to  the  town,  and  the  several  ships 
plying  their  guns  upon  the  town,  and  the  town  upon  them,  with 
utmost  diligence  ;  but  the  reason  of  their  going  before  the  land 
army  were  over  the  river,  wee  understood  not  till  afterwards. 
The  cold  of  the  night,  and  our  souldiers  not  having  opportunity 
to  dry  themselves  until  the  next  day,  proved  very  prejuditiall  to 
them.  Upon  the  9th  of  October,  Sir  William’s  ship  returned 
from  the  town  being,  as  wee  were  informed,  very  much  disin- 
abled,  having  been  very  smartly  engaged  with  the  town ;  alsoe 
were  informed,  that  the  men  of  warr  had  not  powder  enough 
left  for  two  rounds  apiece ;  but,  however,  supposing  they  had 
secured  and  would  supply  us  with  what  was  promised,  and  reck- 
ning  it  was  aboard  the  small  vessels  that  were  to  come  into  the 
river,  we  still  expected  their  coming  in,  and  that  day  advanced 
nearer  the  town,  where  wee  had  better  shelter  for  the  men,  and 
a  better  place  for  our  defence,  where  we  placed  out  our  guards, 
and  put  ourselves  in  the  best  posture  we  could  to  defend  our¬ 
selves  and  offend  our  enemies,  if  they  had  come  upon  us ;  sent 
out  partys  to  gain  intelligence  and  make  discovery,  and  what 
provision  came  within  our  reach  was  killed  for  the  use  of  the 
army :  our  provisions  being  so  much  in  the  masters  of  the 
vessels  power,  and  not  in  the  commissary-generals  order  and 
dispose,  proved  a  great  damidge,  for,  by  reason  hereof,  some 
souldiers  were  provided  for  and  others  wanted,  and  all  the  rum 
that  could  be  procured,  to  refresh  the  souldiers,  was  only  about 
60  gallons,  which  was  spared  from  Sir  William’s  ship,  the  rest 
either  had  it  not,  or  would  not  own  they  had. 
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Our  souldiers  dried  themselves,  gott  what  refreshment  they 
could,  and  hoped  the  vessels  might  come  in  the  evening  tide, 
wee  seeing  more  and  more  need  of  them,  being  more  and  more 
sensible  of  the  enemies  strength,  and  our  own  men,  many,  grow¬ 
ing,  sick  and  unfitt  for  service.  But  the  vessels  not  coming,  we 
stood  upon  our  guard  that  night,  but  found  it  exceedingly  cold, 
it  freezing  that  night  soe  that  the  next  morning  the  ice  would 
bear  a  man.  That  night  I  called  a  council,  demanded  their 
opinion  what  was  to  be  done,  for  it  would  be  to  no  purpose  to 
lye  there ;  one  in  behalf  of  sundries  others  said,  they  had  been 
together  considering  thereof,  and  that  for  as  much  as  we  had 
not  suitable  supplys  of  provisions  ashore,  little  or  no  ammuni¬ 
tion  to  recruit  if  there  should  be  occasion,  that  our  men  were, 
many,  sick  and  wearied,  that  they  had  the  difficultys  of  the  river 
to  deal  with,  neither  boats  nor  vessels  to  help  us  in  our  going 
over,  that  we  had  8  great  guns  and  1000  men  at  the  river  side 
that  were  ready  for  us,  after  that,  a  steep  bank  and  narrow 
passage  to  win,  up  or  through  which  wee  should  not  a  been  able 
to  have  carried  our  great  guns,  neither  could  wee  have  carried 
them  over,  where  wee  might  have  had  them  for  use,  without  the 
help  of  our  boats  or  vessels,  after  all  this,  a  well  fortified  town 
with  three  times  our  number  of  men  within  to  encounter  with, 
having  but  one  chirurgeon  ashore,  though  three  were  ordered, 
the  increasing  cold  weather,  the  enemy  being  capable  and  had  a 
fair  opportunity,  had  we  gone  over,  by  reason  of  their  men  on 
our  backs  and  guns  by  Charles  river,  to  cut  off  all  supplys  and 
preventing  our  sending  off  soe  much  as  a  wounded  man ;  after 
some  discourse  on  these  matters  it  was  concluded,  as  I  under¬ 
stood,  by  the  whole,  that  I  should  goe  on  board  that  morning  to 
Sir  William,  and  acquaint  him  with  our  difficultys  and  disappoint¬ 
ments,  and  that  it  was  their  agreement,  if  he  were  willing,  that 
the  army  should  get  aboard  that  night  or  before  day,  and  that 
they  should  rest  and  refresh  themselves  a  day  or  two,  and  if  they 
found  they  had  ammunition  suitable,  they  were  ready  to  land  at 
any  other  place,  or  under  the  guns  at  the  town,  if  the  counsel 
should  soe  conclude ;  there  was  that  day  two  men  to  each  gun 
sent  ashore,  a  barrel  of  powder  for  the  great  guns,  and  half  a 
barrel  besides,  and  100  wt.  of  bullets  or  something  more. 
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The  ioth,  before  noon,  I  went  aboard  to  Sir  William, 
acquainted  him  how  matters  went  ashore,  and  of  the  desire  and 
conclusion  of  the  officers ;  he  said  he  could  a  been  glad  we  had 
been  capable  to  have  proceeded,  but  consented  to  their  coming 
aboard,  and  said  the  boats  should  be  sent  ashore  before  day ; 
after  I  had  been  aboard  a  while,  wee  heard  guns  goe  off  ashore 
and  perceived  our  out  guards  were  charged  by  the  enemy ;  I 
was  going  off,  but,  perceiving  it  was  soon  over,  staid  a  while, 
and  in  the  afternoon  went  ashore  again,  found  our  guards  and 
some  scouts  had  been  engaged  by  the  enemy ;  Major  Savage 
sent  reliefs  as  was  necessary,  but  being  informed  that  the  enemy 
might  be  1000  men  over  the  river,  he  sent  Capt.  Corwin  with 
orders  that  the  souldiers  should  make  an  orderly  retreat,  for  if 
the  enemy  were  numerous  it  were  better  to  prepare  to  meet 
them  in  the  plain  fields  than  among  the  swamps ;  wee  had  4 
men  wounded,  one  died  of  his  wounds,  and,  through  hast  in  the 
retreat,  a  small  drummer  left  his  drum  behind  him :  they  did 
considerable  damage  to  the  enemy,  but  could  not  give  a  certain 
and  particular  account  thereof,  they  fired  several  houses  and 
barns  and  returned,  but  the  enemy  see  no  cause  to  follow  them. 
That  night  wee  kept  a  very  strong  and  strict  watch,  I  acquainted 
the  souldiers  of  their  coming  aboard ;  after  midnight  several  of 
the  commanders  desired  we  might  remove  our  army  nearer  to 
the  place  where  we  were  to  goe  off,  accordingly  wee  silently 
marched  off  the  ground,  carryed  back  our  guns;  when  I  had 
taken  care  that  wee  had  left  none  behind,  I  went  to  the  place 
where  they  were  ordered  to  march,  found  our  souldiers  too 
many  of  them  upon  the  beach  ready  to  goe  off  if  there  had  been 
an  opportunity ;  I  caused  them  to  be  drawn  up  upon  the  upland 
adjoining,  and  put  them  in  a  posture  for  service  if  they  had  been 
attacked  by  the  enemy,  for  wee  were  within  sight  and  hearing  of 
the  town.  Before  day  the  boats  began  to  row  ashore,  but  soe 
many  of  our  men  drew  off  without  orders,  that  they  might  be 
ready  to  get  in  with  the  first,  I  foreseeing  the  confusion  that 
was  like  to  be,  and  perceiving  there  would  not  be  time  before 
it  was  light  to  get  all  off,  I  sent  the  boats  all  away  and  would  not 
let  any  goe  off  at  that  time. 

The  nth  day,  being  soe  near  as  to  heare  them  calling  one  to 
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another  at  the  town,  their  drumming  and  ringing  before  day,  and 
other  noises  in  the  woods,  that  wee  had  reason  to  thinke  they 
intended  that  day  to  come  out  against  us  with  their  whole 
strength ;  in  the  morning  they  fired  several  great  guns  at  us  but 
did  us  no  harm,  our  men  all  that  day  standing  to  their  arms, 
drums  beating,  coulors  flying,  fair  in  sight  of  the  town ;  we  saw 
several  of  the  enemy  not  far  from  us,  and  many  on  the  other 
side  of  the  river,  besides  what  was  in  the  town ;  it  is  said  that 
Capt.  Davis  reckoned,  what  they  had  in  the  town  and  that 
alarmed  us  and  guarded  their  shoars,  they  were  more  than  4000 
men ;  they  sent  out  7  or  800  fresh  men  dayly  to  alarm  us  and 
to  watch  our  motions.  Designing  to  goe  off"  that  night,  and 
there  being  like  to  be  a  good  opportunity,  I  called  several  of 
the  officers  and  acquainted  them  that  I  was  designed  to  send 
three  parties  of  souldiers  to  beat  up  the  swamps  that  were  round 
us,  and  beat  off  these  spies  that  we  had  reason  to  judge  lay  near 
us,  accordingly  ordered  three  16  files  to  be  detached  out  of  the 
several  companies,  and  sent  them  out  commanded  by  Capt. 
Barnet,  and  Capt.  Minot,  and  that  party  that  was  sent  out  upon 
our  right  wing  were  soon  engaged  ;  sent  Capt.  March  forthwith, 
who  had  a  good  company,  and  they  then  soon  made  the  enemy 
give  back,  but  they  continued  firing  briskly  at  each  other ;  I 
sent  out  several  companys  to  relieve  them ;  in  the  mean  time 
not  knowing  but  this  party  might  have  been  sent  to  occasion  the 
drawing  off  a  great  part  of  our  forces,  and  they  might  have  a 
greater  strength  near  us,  wherefore  I  sent  out  to  make  discovery, 
and  stood  ready  with  the  rest  of  the  army  to  fight  them  if  they 
had  come  up  with  us.  The  souldiers  were  ordered  to  keep 
firing  at  the  enemy,  in  and  about  the  swamps  near  us,  and  where 
they  saw  the  enemy,  until  it  was  dark ;  which  accordingly  they 
did. 

It  then  growing  near  night,  I  ordered  the  sick  men  to  be  car¬ 
ried  aboard,  which  might  be  done  by  daylight,  because  two  or 
three  boats  might  goe  off  well  enough  unsuspected.  That  day, 
Alexander  Smart  came  ashore  with  a  commission  to  be  master 
gunner,  and  had  52  seamen  under  his  command  for  to  attend 
the  guns.  A  little  before  night,  I  called  him  and  acquainted 
him  that  the  army  was  to  goe  off  that  night,  and  gave  him  a 
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charge  about  the  guns,  in  particular  ordered  that  three  guns 
should  goe  off  before  any  men  went,  or  with  the  first,  the  other 
should  be  let  alone  to  the  last  and  kept  for  to  defend  the 
soldiers  if  there  had  been  occasion,  and  to  be  put  aboard  the 
last  boats,  which  might  be  soon  done ;  he  made  me  answer  that, 
though  he  was  the  last  man  aboard,  he  would  see  all  the  guns 
off ;  I  parted  with  him  then  and  never  see  him  afterwards  that  I 
knew  of ;  I  then  acquainted  Major  Savage  and  other  officers, 
that  we  should  draw  off  half  each  regiment  at  a  time,  and  he 
should  draw  off  half  his  regiment  first,  and  ordered  that  those 
that  went  in  the  first  boats  should  be  helpful  to  draw  down 
those  three  guns  that  were  to  goe  first  aboard,  which  they  did, 
and  concluded  they  were  gone  aboard.  It  growing  very  dark, 
notwithstanding  I  had  ordered  the  officers  to  keep  the  souldiers 
to  their  arms,  many  precipitately  and  disorderly  drew  down  to 
the  beach,  four  times  more  than  had  leave,  and  a  very  great 
noise  was  made,  which  I  was  much  troubled  at,  and  was  willing 
to  go  down  to  see  if  I  could  still  them ;  I  called  to  Major  Ward, 
ordered  him  he  should  do  what  he  could  to  keep  the  souldiers 
to  their  arms,  and  not  to  move  without  order,  which  he  soon 
found  too  hard  for  him  to  doe ;  I  ordered  some  souldiers  to 
keep  the  rest  from  crowding  down  until  those  were  gone  off  that 
were  upon  the  flats ;  I  called  to  them  to  be  silent,  but  either  of 
these  were  little  regarded,  for  the  croud  and  the  noise  both 
increased  ;  the  seamen  calling  out  for  such  souldiers  as  belonged 
to  their  vessels,  and  the  souldiers  for  such  boats  as  came  from 
the  vessels  they  belonged  to,  hundreds  in  the  water  up  to  the 
knees  and  higher,  pressing  into  boats,  the  seamen  and  they  con¬ 
tending,  by  reason  whereof  I  see  boats  were  like  to  be  five 
times  longer  a  loading  than  they  needed ;  I  saw  a  necessity  of 
my  going  off  to  the  boats,  went  aboard  a  small  boat  belonging 
to  Mr.  Winser,  commanded  silence,  ordered  the  boats  to  take 
the  men  in,  as  they  came,  and  to  carry  them  to  the  first  vessel 
they  came  at,  which  was  not  minded  by  many,  but  as  I  was 
forced  to  goe  from  boat  to  boat  and  see  it  done,  for  otherways 
some  of  the  seamen  would  throw  the  souldiers  overboard  if  they 
did  not  belong  to  them,  or  the  souldiers  would  have  pressed  into 
boats  to  have  sunk  them.  After  my  being  at  the  point  not  less 
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than  three  hours,  the  men  were  most  off,  and  everything  still 
quiet ;  the  boats  were  all  gone,  I  began  to  think  because  I  see 
none  a  coming  they  thought  the  men  were  all  off.  I  questioned 
how  many  men  were  upon  the  point,  some  said  150,  wee  judged 
about  100  or  120,  I  told  them  I  would  see  if  any  boats  were 
coming,  rowed  off  and  heard  several  boats  rowing,  went  to  them 
and  ordered  them  to  hasten  to  the  shoar  ;  and  though  I  thought 
there  might  be  enough  to  take  off  all  the  men,  yet  they  should 
rather  have  too  many  than  want,  I  told  them  I  would  go  to  the 
next  vessels  that  had  boats  aboard  and  send  them  away,  which  I 
did  with  all  speed.  Being  now  well  satisfied  our  men  were  safe 
off,  I  went  on  board  Sir  William’s  ship,  I  acquainted  how  matters 
were,  told  him  I  hoped  the  guns  were  off,  for  did  not  see  them 
when  I  came  away ;  he  made  answer  he  questioned,  for  the 
master  gunner  had  been  aboard  long  before,  and  could  not  give 
account  they  were  off,  immediately  came  one  of  the  gunners 
aboard,  with  a  gun,  and  said  that  the  guns  were  all  off.  I  then 
being  satisfied  that  both  men  and  guns  were  all  off,  I  went  to  my 
cabbin,  to  take  my  rest,  having  had  but  little  for  3  days  and 
nights  before.  Soon  after,  Mr.  Bearing  came  aboard,  who 
came  off  in  the  last  parcel  of  boats,  and  acquainted  some  of  the 
officers  and  divers  others,  that  there  was  5  of  the  guns  ashore,- 
that  they  had  been  under  water,  but  appeared  when  he  came 
away,  they  did  not  acquaint  Sir  William  nor  myself  of  it,  until 
the  next  morning,  for  wee  had  come  off  undiscovered,  and  there 
was  4  or  5  hours  time  that  they  might  been  easily  and  safely 
fetcht,  but  that  was  neglected ;  they  sent  in  the  morning,  but 
then  it  was  too  late. 

The  12  th  day  a  council  was  called,  several,  but  not  all  the 
commanders  aboard,  they  discoursed  of  landing  at  the  town,  or 
at  Orleance,  many  of  the  officers  declared  that  many  of  their 
men  were  sick  and  unfitt  for  service ;  however,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  men  should  have  a  day  or  two’s  time  to  refresh  them¬ 
selves,  and  to  inquire  what  capacity  wee  were  in  for  a  further 
attempt,  and  some  time  should  be  spent  on  Monday  in  prayer, 
to  seek  God’s  direction,  but  the  weather  prevented  our  meeting, 
and  wee  necessitated  to  weigh  and  fall  down  to  Orleance,  many 
vessels  drove  from  their  anchors,  and  were  in  danger  of  being 
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drove  on  upon  the  town ;  wee  then  sent  ashore  about  our  cap¬ 
tives,  but  winds  and  weather  after  proved  such,  as  wee  had 
never  opportunity  to  come  together,  but  the  whole  fleet  were 
scattered,  and  such  exceeding  hard  cold  and  windy  weather  set 
in  for  3  weeks  or  a  month  together,  as  I  never  was  in  so  much 
together. 

This  narrative  given  into  the  honourable  council  of  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  this  27th  Nov.  1690.

The  land  army’s  failing,  the  enemy’s  too  timely  intelligence, 
lyeing  3  weeks  within  three  days  sail  of  the  place,  by  reason 
whereof  they  had  opportunity  to  bring  in  the  whole  strength  of 
their  country,  the  shortness  of  our  ammunition,  our  late  setting 
out,  our  long  passidge,  and  many  sick  in  the  army,  these  may 
be  reckned  as  some  of  the  reasons  of  our  disappointment. 

Some  question  our  courage,  that  wee  proceeded  no  further ; 
as  things  were  circumstanced,  others  would  a  questioned  our 
prudence,  if  wee  had ;  were  it  a  fault,  it  was  the  act  of  a  council 
of  warr ;  wee  must  undergoe  the  censures  of  many :  In  the 
mean  time,  our  consciences  doe  not  accuse  us,  neither  are  we 
most,  yea  allmost  all,  of  us,  afraid  or  ashamed  to  answer  our 
actions,  before  any  that  can  or  shall  call  us  to  an  account  for  the 
same,  nor  unwilling  to  give  any  farther  satisfaction  to  any 
reasonable  men  that  shall  desire  it.

MAJOR  JOHN  WALLEY. 

Major  John  Walley,  born  in  England,  was  the  son  of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Walley,  of  St  Mary,  Whitechapel,  London. 

He  became  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery 
Company  in  1 6  7 1 ,  and  a  freeman  in  1673;  first  sergeant,  Ancient 
and  Honorable  Artillery  Company,  1676  ;  a  lieutenant  in  1678  ; 
a  captain  in  1679,  1699,  and  1707,  and  major  of  the  Boston  Regi¬ 
ment  in  1699.  An  incorporator  of  Bristol,  R.I.,  for  which  he 
was  an  assistant  of  the  governor  of  Plymouth  Colony,  1683-1686, 
and  named  as  councillor  under  Andros.  He  was  commissioned 
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captain  of  the  Bristol  military  company  to  June,  1684,  and 
became  a  member  of  the  Council  of  War  of  Plymouth  Colony, 
and  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  land  forces  in  the 
1690  expedition. 

Under  the  second  charter  a  councillor  in  1693-4,  and  from 
1696  to  1706.  A  commissioner  for  war  1693-4,  and  appointed 
a  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature  and  with  the  military 
title  of  major-general  in  his  later  years.  He  died  n  Jan., 
1711-12,  in  Boston,  and  was  buried  on  the  17th  in  the  tomb  of 
the  Walley  family  in  the  Granary  Burying  Ground. 


AN  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  LATE  ACTION  OF  THE  NEW  ENGLANDERS 
UNDER  THE  COMMAND  OF  SIR  WILLIAM  PHIPS  AGAINST  THE 

FRENCH  AT  CANADA  -  SENT  IN  A  LETTER  FROM  MAJOR 

THOMAS  SAVAGE  OF  BOSTON  IN  NEW  ENGLAND,  (WHO  WAS 
PRESENT  AT  THE  ACTION)  TO  HIS  BROTHER  MR  PEREZ 
SAVAGE  IN  LONDON.1 

Boston,  Feb.  2,  1690-81. 

Loving  Brother, 

As  for  news,  here  is  very  little,  only  about  our  defeatment  at  Canada  ;  and 
least  some  ill  tongue  should  abuse  any  with  you,  this  will  give  you  a  brief 
narrative  of  it.  We  went  from  Boston,  thirty-two  ships  and  other  vessels 
with  about  2,000  men,  with  four  months  provision  and  ammunition,  little 
enough,  but  had  not  one  man  for  a  pilot.  When  we  came  to  the  river, 
(which  we  had  a  hundred  leagues  to  go  up,  before  we  came  into  the  river, 
which  was  the  occasion  of  our  having  a  long  passage,  but  at  length  we  got 
up  to  it  ;)  a  council  was  call'd,  to  think  what  was  best  to  be  done.  It  was 
agreed,  that  the  soldiers  should  be  put  ashore  upon  a  beach  about  two  miles 
from  the  town,  and  to  get  as  near  the  town  as  we  could,  and  to  encamp  that 
night,  for  there  was  a  river  between  us  and  the  town,  that  was  knee  deep  at 
low  water,  which  we  were  to  go  over  to  the  town  ;  and  in  the  night  they 
were  to  send  in  some  small  vessels  that  had  guns,  with  ammunition  and  pro¬ 
vision  for  us,  and  to  bring  our  field-pieces  ashore  with  them,  to  secure  our 
passage  over  the  river  ;  and  when  we  were  over  the  river,  then  the  four  great 
ships  should  fall  upon  the  town  to  batter  it.  Accordingly  we  landed,  I  being 
the  first  field-officer  ashore.  We  landed  about  1,209  men,  and  as  soon  as  we 
came  ashore,  at  the  side  of  the  beach,  was  a  swamp,  a  bog  overgrown  with 
wood,  where  lay  an  ambuscade  of  about  600  French  who  gall’d  us  at  our

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landing,  but  our  men,  running  very  briskly  on  them,  beat  up  their  ambuscade, 
and  followed  them  a  great  was  ;  all  our  men  in  their  landing  waded  some  up 
to  their  middle,  none  less  than  their  knees.  By  that  we  had  rallied  the  sun 
was  near  set ;  so  we  mached  about  half  a  mile  from  the  river,  and  so  en¬ 
camped.  Our  men  had  spent  the  greatest  part  of  our  ammunition  in  this 
skirmish,  having  taken  ashore  with  them  about  three  quarters  of  a  pound  of 
powder  a  man,  and  about  fifteen  or  eighteen  shots,  and  but  two  biskets  a 
man ;  and  the  reason  why  they  carried  no  more  was  because  the  small 
vessels  were  to  carry  it  into  the  river  that  night.  We  had  in  this  skirmish 
about  five  men  killed  outright,  and  about  twenty  men  wounded.  About 
midnight  they  sent  us  ashore  six  field-pieces,  about  800  pounds  a  piece,  which 
we  could  not  tell  what  to  do  with,  it  being  a  marshy  place,  and  several  small 
gullies  to  go  over.  We  sent  aboard  for  ammunition  and  provisions,  but  they 
sent  us  half  a  barrel  of  powder  which  what  that  was  you  may  judge  amongst 
near  1,200  men,  and  sent  no  provision.  We  were  no  sooner  ingaged  at  our 
coming  ashore,  but  contrary  to  orders,  those  four  ships  of  war,  as  they  called 
them  wayed  their  anchors,  and  fell  to  battering  the  town  at  random,  and  then 
spent  the  greatest  part  of  their  ammunition  by  that  time  they  got  back  ;  the 
admiral  being,  as  they  say,  forced  to  leave  their  best  cable  and  anchor  behind 
him  and  get  back  again.  We  met  with  several  skirmishes  from  the  enemy 
while  we  were  ashore,  but  we  received  little  hurt.  We  had  some  that  we 
took  informed  us  that  if  we  had  come  but  four  days  sooner  they  had  not 
above  600  men  in  town,  but  being  so  long  in  the  river  before  we  got  up,  they 
had  notice  of  us,  and  had  sent  for  all  their  strength  thither,  so  that  there  was 
now  in  the  town  3,000  men,  and  eight  hundred  that  were  near  us  in  swamps 
and  woods,  to  keep  us  continually  alarmed.  But  sending  aboard  often  to 
see  to  get  some  victuals,  for  we  could  meet  with  little  ashore,  the  enemy 
having  drove  their  cattle  into  the  woods,  they  at  length  sent  us  word  that 
they  had  no  more  ammunition  to  spare,  but  sent  us  a  bisket  cake  a  man,  and 
ordered  that  we  should  come  aboard  again,  (for  they  understood  that  was 
not  a  good  place  to  set  upon  the  town,  being  a  very  strong  place,  walled  all 
round,  and  a  battery  of  guns  at  our  coming  over  the  river,)  and  did  send 
fifty  seamen  to  look  after  the  six  field-pieces.  At  night  we  began  to  go  on 
board,  and  I,  with  my  regiment,  was  to  go  aboard  first,  by  the  Lieutenant- 
General’s  order,  because  we  were  ashore  first.  We  did  so,  and  got  well 
aboard,  and  by  twelve  of  the  clock  were  all  aboard.  But  how  it  came  to 
pass  I  know  not,  but  some  say  it  was  the  Lieutenant-General’s  fault,  but  I 
rather  think  the  seamen’s,  that  was  to  look  after  the  guns,  but  there  was  five 
of  the  field-pieces  left  on  shore.  And  then  when  all  was  on  board,  because 
provisions  was  scearce,  we  thought  good  to  make  the  best  of  our  own  way 
back  again.  So  that  we  are  all  well  arrived,  only  two  vessels  cast  away, 
nine  of  the  men  lost,  one  ship  burnt  but  saved  all  the  men  and  four  vessels 
not  yet  come  in,  whom  we  believe  are  beat  of  the  coast. 

You  will  without  doubt  hear  many  reflections  upon  Lieutenant-General 
Walley  ;  but  he  is  not  guilty  of  what  they  charge  him  with ;  but  there  are 
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some  who  to  make  themselves  faultless  lay  the  fault  upon  him,  which  might 
be  easily  evinced  to  a  national  man.  We  killed  of  the  French  at  our  com¬ 
ing  ashore  above  thirty,  as  some,  who  have  made  a  computation  of  what 
they  saw  in  several  places  lay  dead,  say.  We  lay  not  far  from  the  shore, 
and  the  General  sent  his  boat  ashore  with  an  old  french  woman  to  treat 
about  change  of  prisoners,  which  we  did,  and  changed  17  we  had  taken, 
for  17  english  prisoners  that  had  been  with  them  a  pretty  while.  Our 
prisoners  informed  us  of  the  truth  of  the  quality  of  men  in  the  town,  as  is 
above  ;  and  that  if  we  had  gone  over  the  river,  we  had  certainly  been  dis- 
troyed  ;  so  that  I  looked  there  was  a  Providence  of  God  in  it ;  yet  if  they 
had  send  ammunition  and  provision  we  had  certainly  been  with  them.

MAJOR  THOMAS  SAVAGE. 

Major  Thomas  Savage  was  born  and  baptized  in  Boston,  17 
May,  1640,  a  son  of  Major  Thomas  and  Faith  (Hutchinson) 
Savage,  a  grandson  of  the  famous  Ann  Hutchinson.  He  married 
about  1664  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Joshua  Scottow.  He  became 
a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company 
in  1665  ;  first  sergeant  in  1674,  and  ensign  in  1681.  A  leader 
in  the  1690  expedition.  He  held  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel 
of  the  Boston  Regiment  in  1702.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Old  South  Church,  and  died  2  July,  1705,  and  was  buried  on  the 
5  th  at  about  seven  in  the  evening,  escorted  by  the  military 
through  the  principal  street  of  the  town,  thronged  with  the 
people. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  CHIEF  JUSTICE  SAMUEL  SEWALL’s  DIARY. 

Friday,  March  21,  i6§§.  This  day  Capt.  Townsend  is  appointed 
Comander  in  Chief. 

Satterday,  March  22.  Sir  William  Phips  offers  himself  to  go  in  person; 
the  Governour  sends  for  me,  and  tells  me  of  it,  I  tell  the  Court;  they  send 
for  Sir  William  who  accepts  to  goe,  and  is  appointed  to  Comand  the  Forces  ; 
Major  Townsend  relinquishes  with  Thanks.  Sir  William  had  been  sent  to  at 
first ;  but  some  feared  he  would  not  goe  ;  others  thought  his  lady  could  not 
consent.  Court  makes  Sir  William  free,  and  Swear  him  Major  Generali,  and 
several  others.  Adjourn  to  Boston,  Wednesday  14  night  one  aclock. 

March  24,  i6fg.  Eight  Companies  and  Troops  Train.  I  goe  into  the 
field,  pray  with  the  South  Company,  Exercise  them  in  a  few  Distances, 
Facings,  Doublings  ;  before  which  Thanked  them  for  their  Respect  in  men¬ 
tioning  me  when  in  England,  warning  the  Company  in  my  Name  ;  and  told 
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them  the  place  T  was  in  required  more  Time  and  Strength  than  I  had,  so 
took  leave  of  them. 

July  25.  Major  Nath’l  Saltonstall,  and  Major  Tho.  Henchman  aply 
themselves  to  the  Council,  shewing  that  if  so  many  be  press’d  for  Canada  as 
the  Order  mentions,  the  fronteers  will  draw  in,  and  they  themselves  profess 
they  will  do  so.  Major  Saltonstall  comes  no  farther  than  Charlestown, 
because  of  the  Small  Pocks.  Major  Generali,  Mr.  Addington,  and  self  goe 
over  and  give  him  a  list. 

Tuesday,  July  29,  1690.  This  is  a  day  of  much  Thunder  and  plenteous 
Rain  which  prevents  the  Souldiers  for  Canada  their  mustering  as  was 
intended.  Cous.  Quinsey  as  I  sat  with  him  bid  me  shut  the  door,  and  ask’d 
if  I  had  done  that,  meaning  his  Will.  Mr.  Moodey  visited  him  this  day. 
He  is  very  low. 

Monday,  Augt.  4.  Cousin  Quinsey  signs,  seals  and  publishes  his  Will, 
Capt.  Jacob  Eliot,  Theophilus  Frary  and  my  self  Witnesses.  Then  went 
with  Major  Walley  to  Dorchester  to  meet  Govr.  Hinkley,  Comissioner  for 
Plimouth,  but  Conecticut  and  Rhode-Island  failing,  nothing  could  be  done 
to  purpose :  but  urgd  Govr.  Hinckley  to  furnish  us  with  a  hundred  Men : 
hope  he  will  send  fifty.  Din’d  with  Mr.  Stoughton.  Went  and  saw  Capt. 
Withington’s  Company,  16  files,  4  deep,  drawn  up  by  the  Meetinghouse, 
gave  them  a  French  Crown  to  drink.  Took  Mrs.  Mills’s  Acknowledgment 
of  a  Deed  as  she  lay  abed.  Mrs.  Pierce  buried  near  the  Tomb  of  her 
Grandfather  Cotton.

Friday,  Augt.  8,  1690.  Dept.  Governour,  Major  Generali,  Major  Richards, 
Mr.  Russell,  Major  Hutchinson,  Major  Phillips,  Mr.  Addington  and  self 
went  to  Nantasket  to  see  the  Lieut.  Generali  Muster  his  Souldiers  on  Georges 
Island  ;  went  on  board  the  Six  Friends  ;  urgd  that  might  sail  by  the  first 
oportunity  ;  came  up  to  Town.  And  about  11  or  12  at  night  Major  Hutch¬ 
inson,  Mr.  Addington  and  S.S.  with  Mr.  Eyre  went  down  again  carrying 
Carriages  for  field-pieces.  Anchor’d  at  Nantasket  about  3.  When  day, 
Augt.  9th,  was  come,  went  on  board  ;  the  Generali  pursuaded  Him  to  make 
Signs  of  Sailing  ;  then  with  the  Lieut.  Generali  visited  the  Ships  of  War  and 
other  Vessels,  directed  as  to  the  number  of  Souldiers  each  vessel  was  to  have 
and  order’d  to  make  Signs  of  Sailing.  Wind  comes  fresh  from  Sea  ;  Go  and 
dine  at  Hull  with  Sir  William  [Phips]  and  his  lady  and  Mr.  Plale :  Come  on 
board,  order  is  given  to  unmore,  to  be  in  a  readiness  if  the  wind  should 
spring  up.  About  6  wind  veer’d  and  the  Fleet  came  to  sail,  Four  Ships  of 
War,  and  28  other.  Brought  up  my  Lady  from  Hull.  Got  up  to  Town 
about  9  at  night ;  call’d  at  Cous.  Quinsey’s  whom  I  found  very  ill. 

Sept.  25.  A  printed  sheet  entituled  publick  Occurences  comes  out,  which 
gives  much  distaste  because  not  Licensed  ;  and  because  of  the  passage 
referring  to  the  French  King  and  the  Maquas. 
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Fri.  Nov.  7,  1690.  —  News  of  Canada  came  from  Salem.  Shute  comes 
into  Boston  that  night  or  next  morning,  hath  thrown  over  aboard  more  than 
Sixty  persons  since  his  going  hence,  most  Indians  of  Plimouth.  Town  much 
fill’d  with  the  discourse,  and  some  cast  blame  on  Major  Walley ;  were  nine 
weeks  getting  thether  and  landed  not  before  the  7th  or  8th  of  October. 

Nov.  21.  I  accompanied  Capt.  Hill  to  the  Funeral  of  Joseph  Asgood,  or 
Asbud,  of  Almsbury,  a  souldier  of  about  18  years  old  who  died  at  Fort-hill  of 
the  Small-Pocks.  Mr.  Laurence,  Capt.  Davis’s  Son-in-Law,  is  buried  this 
day  ;  so  that  Five  own  Sisters  are  now  Widows.  ’Twas  Tuesday,  the  18th  of 
November,  that  I  heard  of  the  death  of  Capt.  Stephen  Greenleaf,  Lieut.

1  Maj.  Nathaniel  Wade,  born  about  164S,  was  a  son  of  Jonathan  and  Susannah 
Wade,  of  Ipswich.  He  married,  31  Oct.,  1672,  Mercy,  youngest  daughter  of  Gov. 
Simon  Bradstreet.  He  was  a  freeman  in  16S5  and  representative  in  1692  from  Med¬ 
ford,  where  he  resided  and  where  he  died  2S  Nov.,  1707. 

2  Nathaniel  Barnes  was  of  Boston  as  early  as  1675,  and  in  1679  was  chosen  clerk 
of  the  writs.  He  occupied  about  this  time  a  small  room  in  the  town  house  at  the 
west  end,  which  was  afterward  occupied  by  another  scrivener  of  note,  John  Hayward, 
the  Notary  Public. 

3  Rev.  John  Hale  was  the  eldest  child  of  Robert  Hale,  of  Charlestown,  and  born 
there  3  June,  1636.  A  graduate  of  Harvard  College  in  1657,  married  (1)  Rebecca 
Byley,  (2)  Sarah  Noyes,  (3)  Elizabeth  Clark,  and  was  settled  at  Beverly  as  minister. 
He  died  15  May,  1700. 

4  Rev.  John  Wise  was  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Thompson)  Wise,  of  Rox- 
bury,  and  born  there  15  Aug.,  1652.  A  graduate  of  Harvard  College  in  1673,  he  mar¬ 
ried  Abigail  Gardner,  of  Roxbury.  First  settled  at  Branford,  Conn.,  as  a  chaplain 
under  Major  Treat,  of  Connecticut,  he  participated  in  King  Philip’s  war,  after  which 
he  was  a  few  years  at  Hatfield.  He  was  ordained  at  Ipswich,  in  Chebacco  Parish 
(Essex),  and  suffered  imprisonment  with  Appleton  at  the  hands  of  Andros,  and  was 
also  fined.  He  died  S  April,' 1725. 

6  Rev.  Grindal  Rawson  was  the  son  of  Edward  and  Rachel  (Pirne)  Rawson, 
of  Newbury  and  Boston.  He  was  born  in  Newbury  23  Jan.,  1659,  and  named  after 
Grindal,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  His  father  was  the  Secretary  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Colony,  1650-16S6. 

Grindal  was  graduated  at  Harvard  in  167S,  and  was  the  second  minister  at  Men* 
don,  ordained  7  April,  1684.  A  freeman  in  16S3,  married  Susanna,  daughter  of 
Rev.  John  White,  of  Medfield,  and  died  6  Feb.,  1715. 

a  Rev.  John  Emerson  was  nephew  of  Rev.  John  Emerson,  of  Gloucester,  and 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  167S.  He  was  a  teacher  at  Newbury,  Gloucester, 
and  Charlestown,  and  was  chaplain  of  the  forces  under  Capt.  Jeremiah  Swayne  at 
Berwick  in  1689. 

He  was  made  freeman  in  1691.  In  1699  he  was  appointed  a  teacher  at  Salem,  where 
he  taught  till  his  death  10  March,  1712. 

7  Dr.  John  Barton,  son  of  John,  of  Huntingdonshire,  England,  came  to  New  Eng¬ 
land  in  1672.  He  was  originally  an  ^apothecary,  but  afterwards  a  physician,  and  as 
such  was  employed  as  an  expert  to  examine  the  persons  accused  of  witchcraft  in 
1692.  He  died  at  Barbadoes  in  December,  1694,  as  tradition  states,  of  yellow  fever. 

8  Dr.  David  Bennett,  of  Rowley,  was  the  husband  of  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Capt. 
Roger  Spencer  and  sister  of  the  wife  of  Sir  William  Phips.  His  son  Spencer,  born 
6  June,  1685,  was  adopted  by  Phips  and  became  Spencer  Phips,  Lieutenant-Governor 
of  Massachusetts  in  1733.  Dr.  Bennett  died  4  Feb.,  1719,  and  is  said  to  have  been  103 
years  old,  which,  however,  is  doubtful.

EXTRACTS  FROM  MASSACHUSETTS  ARCHIVES. 

[Mass.  House  Journal ,  June  26,  /7J5.] 

Robert  Hale,  Esq  ;  from  the  Committee  appointed  last  night  on 
the  Grants  to  the  Canada  Officers  and  Soldiers,  &c.  Anno  1690, 
made  report,  which  was  read  accepted,  and  thereupon  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Vote  passed,  viz.  Whereas  it  has  been  ordered  bv  this 
Court  that  the  several  Committees  appointed  to  lay  out  the  Towns 
granted  in  answer  to  the  Petitions  of  the  Canada  Soldiers  in  their 
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Expedition  Anno  1690,  shall  take  Bonds  of  the  Grantees  for  the 
performance  of  the  Conditions  of  their  respective  Grants ;  and 
whereas  by  reason  of  the  Death  of  most  of  the  said  soldiers ,  and 
minority  or  inability  of  many  of  their  Heirs  and  Descendants , 
the  intention  of  the  Court  in  rewarding  their  Service,  and  for 
settling  the  Lands  may  be  defeated  without  the  special  direction  of 
this  Court : 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Committees  and  all  others  that  may 
hereafter  be  appointed  by  this  Court  for  that  Service  on  Petitions 
for  Canada  Soldiers  in  that  Expedition,  shall  take  Bond  of  One, 
personally  the  Heir  Descendant  or  Representative  of  one  Soldier 
(preference  to  be  given  to  the  eldest  Male  if  such  there  be, 
otherwise  the  eldest  Female,  who  shall  appear  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Committee  shall  appoint  and  give  publick  notice 
of)  and  the  Grant  shall  belong  to  such  Obligor  his  heirs  and  as¬ 
signs  for  ever  (provided  the  Conditions  of  the  Bond  be  performed) 
such  Obligor  paying  to  the  other  Descendants  or  Heirs  such 
proportionable  part  of  Ten  Pounds  as  such  Descendants  or  Heirs 
would  be  intitled  to  in  the  Land,  if  said  Land  descended  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Law  of  this  Province  for  the  Settlement  of  Intes¬ 
tate  Estates,  and  also  what  charge  any  of  said  Descendants  may 
have  been  at  to  prove  or  bring  forward  said  Claims.  Sent  up  for 
Concurrence.

prevent  Mistakes  in  Settling  and  Regulating  the  Claims  and 
admission  of  the  Grantees ;  And  further  the  Comtee  are  of 
Opinion,  that  the  Grantees  Admitted  or  that  may  be  Admitted 
into  the  two  Townships,  Granted  to  Shubal  Goreham  &  Samuel 
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King  &  others  In  which  Grants,  thro’  Some  omission,  no  Bonds 
are  Ordered  to  be  Given,  there  be  the  Same  Bonds  Given  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Province  and  in  the  Same  manner  as  has  been 
ordered  in  and  by  the  other  Grants,  that  have  been  made  to  the

This  list  was  found  among  the  papers  left  by  Ebenezer  Clap, 
son  of  Nathaniel,  who  was  one  of  the  active  citizens  of  the  town 
about  the  time  the  company  was  raised.  It  is  presumed  that 
the  fate  of  many  of  those  who  never  returned  was  for  a  long 
time  doubtful ;  as,  twenty  years  after  the  expedition  left  Dor¬ 
chester,  Ezra  Clap,  of  Milton,  made  provision  in  his  will  for  his 
son  Edward  if  he  ever  returned.  June  19,  1735,  the  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts  granted  to  the  survivors  of  that  expe¬ 
dition,  and  to  the  heirs  of  those  who  were  lost,  a  township  of 
land  in  the  northern  part  of  Worcester  County,  which  was  called 
Dorchester  Canada.  This  was  incorporated  into  a  town  in 
1765,  and  called  Ashbumham.  The  rights  to  these  lands  were 
sold  from  time  to  time.  Hezekia  Barbour,  of  Dorchester,  pur¬ 
chased  a  number  of  them ;  also  Thomas  Tilestone.

John  Bailey  died  November  19,  and  Moses  Wood,  Nov.  25,  1690,  on  their  way 
from  Canada.  What  others  died  we  know  not. 

Capt.  Philip  Nelson  commanded  the  company  from  Rowley,  and,  by  the  peti¬ 
tion  of  Joseph  Jewett,  Jr.,  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  under  date  of  April  22,  1691, 
it  appears  that  Captain  Nelson,  with  a  part  of  his  men  at  least,  on  board  of  Mr. 
Burrington’s  brigantine,  Mr.  Bradlow,  commander,  were  driven  off  to  Barbadoes, 
where  Mr.  Jewett’s  man  (William  Lyncoln)  was  left,  and  perhaps  others  with  him.

In  Compliance  with  your  Desire  that  I  would  Committ  to 
wrighting  the  Princaple  Facts  I  recollect  relating  to  Abel  Platts 
Joseph  Platts,  and  Josiah  Ingalls,  Sufferings  and  losses  on 
account  of  their  lands  in  Rowley  Cannada  being  Taken  from 
them  by  the  Propriators  claiming  under  Jn°  Tufton  Mason  Esqr 
in  the  Province  of  New  Hampshire — I  have  to  Inform  you 
that  I  am  Knowing  that  Abel  Platts,  Joseph  Platts  &  Josiah 
Ingalls,  with  their  famileys  were  Some  of,  if  not  y"  very  first 
Settlers  in  that  Township  under  the  Grant  of  this  Province  that 
Each  of  them  have  made  Considerable  Improvements  and  have 
Considerable  Buildings  on  ye  Same  —  That  Since  the  Claimers 
from  ye  Side  of  New  Hampshire  Entered  on  the  Township  and 
Possessed  themselves  of  the  Greatest  Part  of  it  Abel  &  Joseph 
Platts  kept  the  Possession  of  their  Farms  for  Sundry  Years,  after 
and  Even  untill  the  Titles  of  those  lands  were  Settled  by  a  Judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Superiour  Court  of  the  Said  Province  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  against  the  Said  Joseph  Platts,  and  he  was  Ejected  out  of 
the  Possession  of  Said  lands  and  not  being  able  to  pay  the

At  least  one  of  the  Hingham  men  was  killed  in  the  attack 
upon  Quebec,  while  another,  Isaac  Lasell,  died  a  few  days  after, 
probably  of  wounds,  while  Paul  Gilford,  Samuel  Judkins,  Jona¬ 
than  Burr,  Daniel  Tower  and  Jonathan  Mays,  and  “  two  more 
of  the  town  ”  were  carried  off  by  the  small-pox,  which  broke 
out  in  the  fleet  and  added  its  misfortunes  to  the  disasters  of  the 
expedition. 

On  the  25  th  of  the  month  Captain  Andrews  succumbed  to 
the  dreaded  disease ;  the  succeeding  day  Lieutenant  Chubbuck 
died.

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ROXBURY  OR  GARDNER’S  CANADA,  WARWICK,  MASS. 

Warwick  was  petitioned  for  by  Samuel  Newall  and  others, 
and  it  was  first  called  the  Plantation  of  “  Roxbury,  or  Gardner’s, 
Canada." 

In  June,  1736,  Samuel  Newall  and  the  officers  and  soldiers 
in  the  company  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Andrew  Gardner 
in  the  Canada  expedition  were  authorized  by  the  General  Court 
to  call  their  first  meeting  of  the  Proprietors. 

Said  meeting  was  held  at  the  house  of  James  Jarvis  in  Rox¬ 
bury,  Sept.  22,  1736.  Capt.  Robert  Sharp  was  chosen  moder¬ 
ator,  and  William  Dudley,  Esq.,  chosen  Proprietors’  clerk. 

At  this  meeting  a  committee  consisting  of  Capt.  Robert 
Sharp,  Ensign  Samuel  Davis,  and  Mr.  Gershom  Davis  were 
chosen  to  procure  a  surveyor  and  lay  out  the  “  home  lots,” 
each  lot  to  contain  not  less  than  fifty  acres,  nor  more  than 
sixty  acres ;  and  each  Proprietor  was  taxed  twenty-three  shillings 
to  defray  the  expense  of  laying  out  said  lots,  and  paying  the 
costs  incurred  in  petitioning  the  Court.  It  is  not  now  known  at 
what  time  these  home  lots  were  laid  out,  but  by  the  Proprietors’ 
records,  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  October,  1737,  the  sixty  Pro¬ 
prietors,  by  name,  drew  for  their  respective  lots,  and  paid 
twenty  shillings  each  to  defray  the  expense.

And  the  Said  Grantees,  Notwithstanding  the  Grant  proved  to 
be  Mountainous  and  very  Rockey,  were  at  great  Expence  laying 
out  all  their  first  and  Second  Division  Lots;  in  order  to  a 
Settlement ;  and  had  built  several  Houses  thereon,  but  the  war 
coming  on  Soon  after,  they  were  Discouraged  in  Making  any 
further  progress  at  that  time  and  as  Soon  as  the  Late  peace  Com¬ 
menced,  they  renewed  their  resolution  of  Settling  their  Lots, 
and  Soon  found  that  the  time  of  the  War,  and  the  frequent 
burning  of  those  woods  had  so  defaced  the  Lines  of  their  Lots, 
that  they  were  obliged  to  run  and  mark  them  out  a  new,  which 
they  did  the  Last  Summer,  in  order  to  Settle  them  as  soon  as 
possible  &  are  now  going  upon  them  —  and  have  Likewise 
given  great  Incouragement  in  the  public  prints,  to  any  (that  are 
not  Grantees)  that  will  Settle  with  them  ye  year  Currant.  As 
the  said  Cap1.  Gardners  Company  was  principally  raised  in  Rox- 
bury,  and  Brookline ;  and  all  Lost,  saving  ye  above  named 
Samuel  Newel,  and  as  the  Said  Grant  (tho.  it  may  be  made  a 
Settlement  with  great  Charge  &  Industry)  has  the  name  of  a 
very  poor  Township  of  Land,  the  Grantees  can  have  no  tempta- 
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tion  to  Delay  Settling  with  Designs  to  Sell  out,  and  thereby 
make  advantage  to  them  selves ;  as  may  have  been  the  Case  of 
Some  other  Grantees  —  they  therefore  Humbly  rely  on  the 
favourable  Indulgance  of  the  Honble  Court,

Ordered,  by  this  Court,  that  in  this  present  expedition  there 
be  raysed  fifty  Indians,  22  in  the  county  of  Barnstable,  22  in 
the  county  of  Bristoll  and  six  in  the  county  of  Plimouth.  If 
such  do  not  present  as  are  to  the  sattisfaction  of  one  or  more  of 
the  magistrates  of  the  county,  or  the  comander  of  the  company, 
that  then  by  warrant  from  a  magistrate  such  be  impressed  as  are 
most  fitt.  And  that  Plimouth  county  take  care  to  provide  armes 
and  other  necessaries  for  eighteene  men,  Barnstable  county  for 
fifteene  men  and  Bristoll  county  for  seventeene  men. 

The  officers  and  souldiers  now  to  be  raysed  to  march  at  such 
time  and  rendevouse  at  such  places  as  they  shall  receive  orders 
from  one  or  both  of  the  comisioners  of  the  colony,  one  or  both 
of  which  are  hereby  impowered  to  grant  warrants  to  impress 
vessels,  men,  armes,  amunition  or  any  other  thing  needed,  and 
can  be  procured  within  the  colony  for  this  present  expedition. 

Ordered,  that  if  the  officers  now  appointed  for  this  expedition 
either  do  not  accept  or  are  prevented  by  the  hand  of  God,  or 
any  should  otherwise  be  wanting,  that  the  GovenT  with  the  con¬ 
sent  of  two  magistrates  appoint  and  comissionate  others,  as 
there  may  be  need. 

Capt.  Joseph  Silvester,  Mr.  John  Goram,  chosen  for  captains 
for  the  present  expedition. 

Jabiz  Snow,  Sam1  Gallop,  leiftenants  ;  Preserved  Abel  or  John 
Butterworth,  Sam1  Lucos,  ensignes. 

Samuel  Gallop,  appointed  to  be  a  lieutenant,  was  promoted 
to  and  served  as  a  captain  in  the  expedition  of  1690. 

Capt.  Nathaniel  Thomas,  Lieut.  Isaac  Little,  are  appointed  a 
comittee  to  take  &  adjust  the  accounts  of  what  the  colony  is 
indebted  to  particular  (persons)  for  money  lent  or  other  debts 
of  the  colony  —  to  ye  making  a  rate  for  the  speedy  —  the  same. 
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Resolved  and  agreed  on  by  the  Generali  Court,  that  1350 
pounds  be  forthwith  raised  pr  rate  upon  all  the  rateable  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  colony  for  the  payments  of  all  known  debts  of  the 
colony  relating  to  the  present  war,  and  otherways  excepting  the 
charges  about  armes  for  ye  expedition  to  Canada. 

The  one  half  of  sd  sum  to  be  paid  in  money,  the  other  half 
in  wheat  at  4  s.  pr  bushel,  barley  at  2  s.,  rye  at  2  s.  9  d.,  Indian 
corne  at  2  s.  6  d.  pr  bushell,  porke  at  45  shillings  pr  barrell, 
biefe  at  28  shillings  pr  barrell,  butter  in  firkin  or  pott  at  6  d.  pr 
pound,  in  less  quantity  by  pound,  5  d. ;  all  sd  grain  &  provi¬ 
sions  to  be  good  &  merchantable. 

The  Court  allow  to  Leiv1  Little  for  his  trouble  &  charge  in 
receiving  and  delivering  the  loan  money  for  Canada  expedition, 
&c.,  the  sum  of  40  shillings  to  be  paid  out  of  this  rate. 

This  Court  order  that  the  Govenr,  Assistants,  Secretary,  and 
Chief  Marshall  shall  have  one  third  part  of  what  is  allowed  and 
due  to  each  of  them  paid  in  money.

The  sd  comittees  of  each  county  are  appointed  to  meet  at 
their  severall  county  towns  upon  the  third  Tuesday  of  this 
instant  November,  then  and  there  to  receive  and  prepare  the 
accounts  of  the  severall  persons  to  whome  the  colony  is  in¬ 
debted  ;  which  being  performed  the  whole  comittees,  viz.,  all 
the  persons  above  named,  are  to  meet  at  Plimouth  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  December  next,  who  are  hereby  impowered  to 
adjust  and  allow  all  such  accounts  of  souldiers  and  others  as  to 
them  shall  seeme  just  and  reasonable,  and  to  order  bills  to  the 
severall  county  Treasurers  for  payment  of  yc  same  to  such  as  ye 
colony  is  indebted  unto. 

And  the  said  county  Treasurers  are  hereby  impowered  to 
require  &  receive  the  said  severall  sums  that  shall  be  levyed  & 
raysed  upon  the  towns  in  their  respective  counties,  of  the  sev- 
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erall  constables  who  shall  colect  and  gather  the  same,  and  upon 
receipt  thereof  to  give  acquittances  &  other  discharges  to  sd 
constables.

By  the  councill  of  war  at  Plimouth  Octobr  ye  9th,  1690, 
Thomas  Tomson  of  Middleborough,  being  pr  order  of  the  major 
part  of  the  town  councill  of  sd  Middleborough  impressed  for  the 
service  of  their  matles  at  Canada,  and  refusing  to  attend  that 
service  is  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  four  pounds  in  money  to 
the  said  town  councill  for  the  use  of  sd  town  or  be  imprisoned 
till  the  same  be  paid  with  fees,  &c. 

James  Soul  of  Middleborough,  for  the  same,  is  sentenced  as 
abovesaid. 

By  the  councill  of  war  at  Plimouth,  Novembr  ye  6th,  1690, 
Joseph  Halley,  Junr  of  Sandwich,  being  pr  order  of  the  town

mafa  against  ye  Indian  enemy  eastward,  &  in  regard  of  his  ill 
deportment  after  pressed,  &  not  appearing  at  the  time  &  place 
appointed,  is  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  4  pound  money.  But 
in  regard  it  appears  to  this  councill  that  he  was  not  well  when 
the  souldiers  were  to  march,  the  councill  remit  half  sd  fine, 
ordering  that  he  pay  to  the  town  councill  for  yc  use  of  said  town 
yc  sum  of  40s.  in  money,  &  fees,  &c.

Quite  a  number  of  private  soldiers  above  enumerated  were 
Indians,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  list  of  grantees. 

Daniel  Carpenter,  a  soldier  in  this  company,  in  a  letter 
directed  to  his  father,  William  Carpenter,  of  Rehoboth,  said 
that  the  company  remained  at  Plymouth  eight  days  waiting  for 
the  vessels  that  were  to  convey  the  soldiers,  and  upon  the  27  th 
(probably  of  June),  1690,  sailed  out  of  Plymouth  in  five  shallops 
about  noon,  and  arrived  at  Nantasket  before  night,  where  they 
expected  to  remain  until  the  30th  instant. 

The  soldiers  Traintor  and  Caree  were  from  Freetown. 

The  foregoing  list  of  Gallup’s  Company  was  written  on  the 
back  of  this  letter.

There  came  recently  into  my  hands  the  Proprietors’  Records 
of  “  Bullock’s  Grant,”  now  mostly  embraced  within  the  limits 
of  the  town  of  Savoy  in  this  county.  This  territory  appears 
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to  have  been  granted,  in  June,  1771,  by  the  Legislature  to  the 
heirs  and  grantees  of  Capt.  Samuel  Gallup  and  others,  “  who 
served  in  the  expedition  ag‘  Canada  in  1690,”  and  in  compen¬ 
sation  for  a  former  grant  which  was  “  lost  by  running  the  line  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.”  The  names  of  Capt.  Gallup’s 
company  are  given  in  this  record,  and  I  send  the  list,  though  I 
am  not  sure  that  it  is  not  otherwise  accessible.  I  think  they 
were  all  from  the  Old  Colony,  and  engaged  in  the  land  expedi¬ 
tion  by  way  of  Albany,  &c.,  and  not  under  command  of  Sir 
William  Phipps.

Provided  that  the  Grantees  within  six  years  settle 
Thirty  Families  in  said  Town,  built  a  house  for  publick  worship, 
and  settle  a  learned  Protestant  Minister,  and  lay  out  one  sixty- 
fourth  part  of  said  town  for  the  use  of  the  first  settled  Minister, 
and  one  other  sixty-fourth  part  for  the  Ministry,  and  one  other 
sixty-fourth  part  for  a  Grammar  School,  and  one  sixty-fourth 
part  for  the  use  of  Harvard  College. 

Provided,  also  the  said  Township  be  laid  out  in  such  a  part 
of  the  unappropriated  lands  belonging  to  this  Province  adjoin¬ 
ing  to  some  former  Grants  to  the  eastward  of  Saco  River,  and 
that  they  return  a  Plan  thereof  into  the  Secretary’s  office  within 
twelve  months  from  this  day,  for  confirmation.

UNLOCATED  GRANTS  OF  CANADA  TOWNSHIPS  IN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

The  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  in  the  early  part  of 
the  last  century  included  a  territory  bordering  the  present 
boundary  line  of  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire  on  the 
north. 

The  towns  included  in  this  territory  were  subjected  to  the 
claims  of  the  rival  proprietors  under  the  title  from  Mason,  the 
first  patentee,  and  under  the  grants  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Court  this  has  been  shown  in  some  instances  of  the 
Canada  townships  previously  mentioned. 


MAP  SHOWING  GRANTS  OF  THE  CANADA  TOWNSHIPS. 
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To  show  the  location  of  these  grants  the  following  list  is  pre¬ 
sented  as  explanatory  of  the  map  of  the  region  bordering  the 
boundary  line  east  of  the  Connecticut  river.  The  dotted  line 
shows  the  boundary  line  established  which  left  but  three  of  the 
Canada  townships,  Ashburnham  (1),  Winchendon  (2),  War¬ 
wick  (3),  in  the  present  State  of  Massachusetts :

joined  by  the  honourable  Board,  be  a  Committee  at  the  charge 
of  the  Government  to  lay  out  a  Township  of  the  contents  of 
six  miles  square  West  of  the  Narragansett  Town  called  number 
Three,  viz.  leaving  one  Town  of  six  miles  square  and  adjoining 
thereto,  and  that  they  return  a  Plat  thereof  to  this  Court  within 
twelve  months  for  confirmation ;  and  for  the  more  effectual 
bringing  forward  the  Settlement  of  the  said  Town,  Ordered, 
That  the  said  Town  be  laid  out  into  sixty-three  equal  shares, 
one  of  which  to  be  for  the  first  settled  Minister,  one  for  the 
Ministry,  and  one  for  the  School,  and  that  on  each  of  the  other 
sixty  shares  the  Petitioners  do  within  three  years  from  the  con¬ 
firmation  of  the  Plan  have  settled  one  good  family,  who  shall 
have  an  House  built  on  his  home  lot  of  eighteen  feet  square  and 
seven  feet  stud  at  the  least  and  finished,  that  each  Right  or 
Grant  have  six  acres  of  Land  bro’t  to  and  plowed  or  brought 
to  english  Grass  and  fitted  for  mowing,  that  they  settle  a  learned 
orthodox  Minister,  and  build  and  finish  a  convenient  Meeting 
House  for  the  publick  Worship  of  GOD,  and  that  each  Settler 
give  bond  of  Twenty  Pounds  to  the  Province  Treasurer  for  ful¬ 
filling  the  Conditions  of  the  Grant ;  provided  that  in  Case  any 
of  the  Lots  or  Rights  be  not  duly  settled  in  all  regards  as  afore¬ 
said,  then  such  Lot  or  Right  to  revert  to  and  be  at  the  disposi¬ 
tion  of  the  Province.

On  the  Petition  of  Capt.  Nathanael  Bowman,  and  others, 
Canada  Officers  and  Soldiers  Anno  1690,  as  entred  the  5  th.  of 
June  1734,  which  was  read  and  accepted,  and  thereupon  the 
House  came  into  a  Vote  for  a  Grant  of  a  Township  to  the  Peti¬ 
tioners  of  six  miles  square,  lying  North  of  the  Narragansett 
Town  called  number  Three,  on  the  same  Conditions  of  Settle¬ 
ment  as  the  aforesaid  Grants  were  made.  Sent  up  for  Concur¬ 
rence.

At  a  Great  and  General  Court  held  in  Boston  on  the  24th 
day  of  November,  1736,  the  following  vote  passed  the  two 
Houses  and  was  consented  to  by  the  Governor : 

Voted,  that  Capt.  Samuel  Jackson  be  and  hereby  is  fully  authorized  and 
empowered  to  assemble  and  convene  the  grantees  or  proprietors  of  the 
township  No.  4,  lying  in  the  line  of  towns  between  the  rivers  of  Connecticut 
and  Merrimac,  to  assemble  in  such  place  as  they  shall  be  notified  and 
warned  to  convene  and  assemble  at,  in  order  to  choose  a  moderator  and  clerk, 
and  a  committee  to  allot  and  divide  their  lands,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same 
and  to  pass  such  votes  and  orders  as  by  them  may  be  thought  conducive  to 
the  speedy  fulfillment  of  the  conditions  of  their  grants,  and  also  to  agree 
upon  methods  for  calling  of  meetings  for  the  future.  Provided  none  of 
their  votes  concerning  the  dividing  or  disposing  of  their  lands  that  shall  be 
passed  while  they  are  under  the  direction  of  the  committee  of  this  court 
shall  be  offered  before  they  are  allowed  of  by  said  committee. 

The  proprietors  held  their  first  meeting  pursuant  to  a  call  of 
Mr.  Jackson,  and  proceeded  to  organize  by  the  choice  of  Capt. 
Samuel  Jackson  as  moderator,  and  Joseph  Mason,  Esq.,  clerk. 
It  would  seem  that  some  of  the  grantees  were  minors,  for  it  was 
voted  that  such  of  the  proprietors  as  were  under  age,  if  present, 
should  be  allowed  to  act  and  vote  in  the  proprietors’  meetings. 
It  was  also  declared  as  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  rep¬ 
resentative  of  any  of  the  absent  proprietors  should  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  act  and  vote  in  their  behalf. 

It  was  voted  that  future  meetings  should  be  called  by  posting 
notices  in  Watertown  and  Newton  fourteen  days  before  the 
time  appointed  therein  for  holding  the  same.  It  was  also  voted 
that  a  meeting  of  the  proprietors  should  be  called  at  any  time, 
on  application,  in  writing,  to  the  committee  of  ten  or  more  of 
the  proprietors. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  proprietors  was  holden  at  the  house 
of  John  Brown,  of  Watertown,  on  Monday,  the  fourth  day  of 
July,  1737,  and  Capt.  Samuel  Jackson  was  chosen  moderator. 

The  next  meeting  was  holden  at  the  dwelling-house  of  Widow 
Mary  Learned,  in  Watertown,  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of 
February,  A.D.  1739.  It  was  voted,  first,  that  “  the  charge  of 
the  meeting  be  borne  by  the  whole  society,”  and,  second,  that 
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“  there  shall  be  no  lickers  brought  to  the  society  that  they  shall 
be  charged  for,  but  what  is  ordered  by  the  committee.”  It  was 
voted  “  to  chose  a  committee  to  find  out  a  convenient  way  to 
our  townships,  and  work  out  the  same.” 

The  next  meeting  of  the  proprietors  was  held  nearly  thirty 
years  after  the  one  just  mentioned.  There  is  no  evidence 
going  to  show  that  the  house  provided  for  at  the  last  meeting 
was  ever  built,  or  that  any  of  the  proprietors  who  drew  house- 
lots  ever  occupied  or  even  saw  them.  There  had  long  been 
a  sharp  contest  between  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  and  the 
proprietors  of  the  Province  of  New  Hampshire,  respecting  the 
line  between  the  two  provinces.  Between  1760  and  the  break¬ 
ing  out  of  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  many  grants  of  land  had 
been  made  in  Maine  and  several  in  Oxford  county.  Fryeburg 
was  granted  Mr.  Joseph  Frye  for  services  in  the  French  and 
Indian  wars  ;  Bethel  to  the  descendants  of  those  of  Sudbury  and 
other  towns  who  had  served  in  the  expedition  against  Canada 
in  1690;  Livermore  to  those  of  Watertown,  Waltham,  and  the 
neighboring  towns,  who,  either  by  themselves  or  their  ancestors, 
had  taken  a  part  in  the  reduction  of  Port  Royal ;  Turner  and 
Jay  to  the  descendants  of  “  Canada”  soldiers,  and  Rumford  to 
Concord,  N.H.,  to  compensate  those  of  her  grantees  who  had 
suffered  loss  by  the  settlement  of  the  northern  boundary  of 
Massachusetts,  which  had  left  that  town  in  New  Hamphire. 
The  grantees  of  Livermore  had  been  petitioners  for  land  in 
1735,  and  had  received  a  grant  of  township  No.  2,  on  the  east 
side  of  and  adjoining  to  the  Connecticut  river  in  the  same 
tract  where  No.  4,  granted  to  Capt.  Samuel  Jackson  and  others, 
was  situated,  and  which  proved  on  the  settlement  of  the 
boundary  to  be  within  the  limits  of  New  Hampshire.  The 
Livermore  grantees  based  their  claim  for  a  renewal  of  their 
grant  upon  the  fact  that  their  “No.  2  had  been  thrown  into 
New  Hampshire  by  an  adjustment  of  the  boundary  lines.” 

The  changed  conditions  of  things,  and  the  general  movement 
for  eastern  land  grants,  stimulated  the  grantees  of  No.  4  on 
Connecticut  river  to  move  for  an  adjustment  of  their  claims  —  a 
preliminary  step  to  which  was  the  reorganization  of  their  com¬ 
pany.  These  grantees  were  mostly  from  Watertown,  Waltham, 
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and  Newton,  towns  from  which  hailed  most  of  the  grantees  of 
Livermore  and  Jay.  The  grantees  of  Bethel  were  also  largely 
from  Newton.  These  two  towns,  Watertown  and  Newton, 
formed  the  rallying-points  for  several  Massachusetts  towns, 
Marlboro’,  Shrewsbury,  and  Groton  being  notable  among  the 
number. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  proprietors  of  township  No.  4, 
“  lying  between  the  rivers  Connecticut  and  Merrimac,”  after  an 
interval  of  nearly  thirty  years,  was  held  at  the  house  of  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Coolidge,  innkeeper  in  Watertown,  on  the  26th  day 
of  December,  1769.  Several  of  the  original  proprietors  had 
deceased,  and  their  rights  were  represented  by  heirs  or  assigns, 
while  others  had  disposed  of  their  claims,  so  that  only  twenty- 
nine  of  the  original  claimants  petitioned  for  a  renewal  of  the 
grant.  At  this  meeting  Joshua  Fuller  was  elected  moderator, 
and  Nehemiah  Mason,  clerk.  Capt.  Joshua  Fuller,  Capt. 
William  Coolidge,  and  Ebenezer  Brown  were  constituted  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  draft  a  petition  to  the  General  Court  for  a  new  grant 
of  land  in  lieu  of  the  one  they  had  lost. 

From  the  record  of  the  proprietors’  meetings  it  appears  that 
this  committee  went  in  company  and  acted  in  conjunction  with 
a  committee  of  the  grantees  of  Phipps  Canada,  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  the  two  grants  should  be  situated  side  by  side, 
and  that  the  expenses  should  be  divided  between  the  two  com¬ 
mittees.  But  after  the  townships  had  been  located  and 
bounded,  some  disagreement  arose  the  nature  of  which  is  not 
explained,  and  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  proprietors  of 
No.  4  assumed  the  whole  of  the  expense  of  the  survey,  and  the 
committee  of  the  Phipps  Canada  proprietors  went  to  the  great 
Androscoggin,  and  surveyed  a  township  north  of  Livermore,  ter¬ 
ritory  which  now  comprises  the  towns  of  Jay  and  Canton.

In  1739,  ^  is  said,  one  John  Phips,  of  Wrentham,  Mass.,  said 
to  have  been  of  the  family  of  Sir  William  Phips,  petitioned  for  a 
grant  on  account  of  service  in  the  expedition.  The  following 
seems  to  refer  to  David,  son  of  Spencer  Phips,  of  Cambridge, 
Mass. : 

In  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Petition  of  David  Phips,  Esqr. 
and  others  praying  for  a  Township  in  Consideration  of  their  Ancestors  being 
in  the  Expedition  against  Canada  in  the  Year  1690  Have  attended  that 
Service  and  find  that  the  Petitioners  are  the  Descendants  and  Legal  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Sundry  persons  in  the  Expedition  aforesaid  and  that  they  nor 
their  Ancestors  have  not  as  yet  rec'd  any  Grant  for  the  Hardship  and  Bur¬ 
dens  Sustained  by  their  Ancestors  aforesaid  in  said  Expedition  as  all  Others 
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have  done  who  have  Regularly  Applied  to  the  General  Court  for  the  same. 
ITierefore  are  of  the  Opinion  that  the  following  Resolve  Pass. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives  June  11,  1771  Resolved  that  there  be 
granted  to  David  Phips  Esqr.  and  others  mentioned  in  the  Petition  a  Town¬ 
ship  of  the  Contents  of  Six  Miles  &  Three  Quarters  Square  to  be  laid  out 
adjoining  to  some  former  Grant  in  the  unappropriated  Lands  in  this 
Province  to  the  Eastward  of  Saco  River  provided  the  Grantees  within  Seven 
Years  Settle  Eighty  Families  in  Said  Township  Build  a  House  for  the  public 
Worship  of  God  and  Settle  a  Learned  Minister,  one  84th  part  for  the  Min¬ 
istry  one  84th  part  for  the  Use  of  a  School  in  sd  Township  and  one  84th  part 
for  the  use  of  Harvard  College  forever  provided  also  that  they  return  a  Plan 
thereof  Taken  by  a  Surveyor  and  Chairmen  under  Oath  into  this  Court 
within  Twelve  months 

Sent  up  for  Concurrence  &c 


At  a  meeting  of  the  proprietors  (or  grantees)  of  a  township  of  land 
granted  by  the  Great  and  General  Court,  on  the  Ilth  day  of  June,  1771,  to 
David  Phipps,  Esq.,  and  others,  at  their  meeting  on  Tuesday,  the  19th  day  of 
November,  1771,  at  the  house  of  Ebenezer  Steadman  in  Cambridge,  it  was 
voted  that  this  Proprietary  relinquish  all  their  right  in  the  two  townships  of 
land  that  were  laid  out  by  a  committee  of  this  Proprietary,  in  conjunction 
with  a  committee  of  the  No.  4  Proprietary  (so  called ),  at  Little  Amariscoggin 
river,  to  the  said  No.  4  proprietors,  provided  they  pay  all  the  charges  that 
have  arisen  in  viewing  and  laying  out  said  township,  except  the  charges  of 
Messrs.  Abijah  Brown  and  Israel  Whittemore  for  their  services  and  expenses 
in  said  sendee,  and  except  six  days  and  a  half  of  Capt.  Kimball.

GLEANINGS  FROM  TOWN  RECORDS. 


Many  of  the  towns  were  unable  to  furnish  their  quota  for  the 
expedition,  from  their  exposed  situation  on  the  frontier  and 
consequent  liability  to  an  attack  from  the  Indians.  , 
Salisbury,  Amesbury,  Haverhill,  Dunstable,  Chelmsford, 
Groton,  Lancaster,  and  the  settlements  west  of  these  towns 
were  in  an  exposed  position  and  furnished  but  few  men. 


LANCASTER. 

Lancaster  was  represented  among  the  sufferers  in  Sir  William 
Phips’  disastrous  expedition  against  Canada.  Endorsed  on  a 
list  of  Phips’  captains,  in  Massachusetts  Archives,  XXXVI.,  134, 
is  “  Lt.  Willard  of  Lanchaster”  [Benjamin],  and  the  names  of 
five  soldiers  are  known  from  a  petition  of  their  heirs,  in  1738, 
for  land  grants,  viz. :

to  Inspect  ye  affaires  of  Canada  wounded  men,  his  Son  being  att 
that  time  under  cure,  butt  not  cured  till  a  very  Considerable 
time  aftr  and  soe  had  said  thirty  shillings  allowed  him  for  pay¬ 
ment  of  ye  Chyrurgeon  for  what  he  had  done  to  that  time 

Now  Forasmuch  as  yor  Petitior  hath  formerly  made  Applyca- 
tion  to  yor  Ex07  and  this  honrd  Court  referring  to  ye  premisses 
But  nothing  hither  haveing  therein  been  done,  yett  hopes  you 
will  not  deale  by  his  son  worse  than  by  others  of  ye  wounded 
men.

READING. 

1690.  — A  company  of  soldiers  was  called  for  from  Reading 
to  join  in  the  Canada  Expedition,  in  connection  with  the  Indian 
War,  and  Ephraim  Savage  was  appointed  its  Captain,  Jonathan 
Poole  and  Nath’l  Goodwin  were  subalterns.  Maj.  Jeremiah 
Swayne  is  nominated  for  one  of  the  magistrates  for  this  year. 


“  Jonathan  Poole  was  appointed  to  carry  the  soldiers’  *  de- 
bentors  ’  to  Boston,  and  to  bring  up  thence  their  Bills  of  credit 
and  deliver  them  to  the  Selectmen.”  These  “  debentors  ” 
(debentures)  were  government  certificates  and  evidence  of 
claim  upon  government  for  services  in  the  Indian  war. 


1690,  Octob.  8.  I  had  the  preceding  week  an  impulse  on 
my  spirit  to  set  this  day  apart  for  public  prayers  to  God  for  our 
friends  who  were  gone  to  Canada.  When  I  proposed  the  matter 
to  the  congregation,  some  desired  that  it  might  be  deferred.  I 
answered,  we  know  not  what  need  our  friends  might  stand  in 
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of  our  prayers.  I  have  since  been  informed  that  on  this  day 
they  Engadged  with  their  enemies.  And  it  pleased  God  that 
not  a  man  who  went  from  this  town  was  slain. 

Dec.  10.  We  spent  time  in  Prayer  to  God  for  our  friends 
who  were  returned  from  Canada,  and  were  sick  of  a  sore  fever. 
And  tho’  many  of  them  were  likely  to  die,  yet  they  all  soon 
recovered.

WATERTOWN. 

In  the  files  of  the  Middlesex  County  Court  is  the  following 
certificate  or  memorial  of  soldiers,  dated  Apr.  15,  1690.  Most 
of  them  belonged  to  Watertown.  “  Being  listed  in  the  sendee 
of  the  country  against  the  French,  and  ordered  down  to  Charles¬ 
town,  and  being  denied  quarters  elsewhere,  the  widow  Mary 
Peachee  did  entertain  us.”  [Signed]  “  Nathaniel  Barsham, 
Lft. ;  Wm.  Davenport,  Sergt. ;  Samuel  Barnard,  Corporal ; 
Richard  Mellins,  John  Applin,  John  Fisk,  Peter  Mansel,  John 
Smith,  John  Swetin,  Thomas  Stratton,  Henry  Spring,  John  Fay, 
Thomas  Willson  [Woolson?],  Nathaniel  [?]  Wod,  Solomon 
Ray,  George  Stevens  [Stearns?]  John  Poney  [Perry?],  Josiah 
Jones,  Joseph  Garfield,  James  Ball.”  Upon  this  certificate, 
there  was  a  motion  to  the  Court  to  renew  her  license.

GLOUCESTER. 

The  Rev.  John  Emerson’s  parishioners  at  Gloucester  were 
not  exempt  from  the  exactions  and  exposure  incident  to  the 
French  and  Indian  wars,  with  which  the  country  was  harassed 
in  their  day.  July  26,  1690,  he  wrote  a  letter  to  “Wayt 
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Winthrop,”  Commander-in-chief,  respecting  “  the  sad  and 
deplorable  state  &  condition  ”  of  the  “  towne  of  Glocester,” 
and  craving  his  “helpe  &  succor.”  “Whereas  there  is  forty 
seaven  of  our  souldiers  under  a  presse,  the  case  so  stands  with 
us  that  if  they  be  not  released  I  must  needs  tell  you,  &  it 
is  nothing  but  truth  that  I  tell  you,  that  wee  must  all  be 
forced  to  leave  the  towne,  for  we  are  not  able  to  stay  any  longer 
after  they  are  gone ;  but  must  of  necessity  be  made  a  prey  to  the 
enemy.  We  shall  not  have  men  left  to  keepe  us  a  watch,  nor 
in  any  wise  much  lesse  to  withstand  an  enemy,  which  we  are 
every  day  &  night  in  expectation  to  breake  in  upon  us,  by 
reason  that  we  are  a  front  towne  upon  the  sea,  &  so  good  a 
harbor  for  shipping  as  I  believe  there  is  not  a  better  nor  a 
bolder  in  all  New  England,  by  the  report  of  the  ablest  seamen. 
Those  that  are  under  presse  are  above  halfe  of  those  that  traine, 
as  I  am  informed,  &,  besides,  there  will  be  nothing  neare 
enough  left  to  get  in  hay  &  harvest,  so  that  wee  must  of  necessity 
be  forced  to  kill  our  cattell,  &  our  [are  ?]  in  great  danger  of 
being  famished.  Therefore  my  request  to  your  selfe  is  that 
you  will  be  pleased  to  release  all  these  men  that  are  under  this 
last  presse,  there  being  already  listed  fiveteene  volunteers  for 
Canada,  besides  seaven  that  are  pressed  to  the  Indian  wares. 
Therefore  if  you  please  not  to  releive  us  in  releasing  of  these 
men,  wee  must  of  necessity,  as  abovesaid,  &  the  inhabitants  doe 
resolve  upon  it,  to  leave  the  towne  rather  than  to  live  in  con- 
tinuall  hazzard  &  feare  of  their  lives,  &  to  be  exposed  to  all 
other  calamitys.”

Governor  Shirley  in  1746  stated  that  the  expedition  against 
Canada  in  1690  cost  the  Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay  about 
,£50,000  and  the  loss  of  an  abundance  of  their  young  men  by  a 
malignant  fever  that  raged  in  the  camp  and  several  distempers 
that  happened  on  their  way  home. 

The  remedy  adopted  to  recoup  the  finances  of  the  Province 
was  as  follows  :

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lish  of  their  Majesties  Colonys  and  Plantations  of  New  England,  this  Colony 
hath  necessarily  contracted  sundry  considerable  debts,  which  this  Court  tak¬ 
ing  into  consideration,  and  being  desirous  to  approve  themselves  just  and 
honest  in  the  discharge  of  the  same,  and  that  every  person  who  hath  credit 
with  the  country  for  the  use  of  his  estate,  disbursements  or  service  done 
for  the  public,  may  in  convenient  time  receive  due  and  equal  satisfac¬ 
tion  ;  whithal  considering  the  present  poverty  and  calamities  of  the  country, 
and,  through  scarcity  of  money,  the  want  of  an  adequate  measure  of 
commerce,  whereby  they  are  disadvantaged  in  making  present  payment 
as  desired,  yet  being  willing  to  settle  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  said  debts 
and  to  make  payment  thereof,  with  what  speed  they  can  ”  a  committee  are 
empowered  to  make  an  immediate  issue  of  £ 7,000  in  bills  from  5  shillings 
to  £$■ 

To  prevent  a  panic  and  ensure  the  acceptance  of  these  bills, 
Phips  himself  exchanged  a  large  amount  of  his  coin  for  the 
Province  notes. 

The  government  also  accepted  the  bills  in  public  payments 
at  five  per  cent,  advance,  and  as  they  were  reissued  many  were 
received  by  the  government  several  times  in  a  year,  with  the 
allowance  of  five  per  cent. 

The  establishment  of  a  mint  was  also  attempted,  but  resulted 
in  the  mother  country  preventing,  as  shown  by  the  following  :

Jan.  19.  (15)  Report  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  Mint, 

on  the  proposals  and  reasons  offered  to  their  Majesties  by 
Sir  William  Phipps,  &c.,  for  obtaining  a  grant  to  the  general 
court,  in  the  province  of  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England, 
of  the  liberty  of  coining.  They  conceived  it  very  probable 
that  most  of  the  moneys  which  had  been  coined  in  New  Eng¬ 
land  from  1652  (when  they  had  the  privilege  of  coining)  might 
still  remain  there ;  the  lightness  of  the  coins  discouraging 
their  exportation  (being  about  22 £  per  cent,  less  in  value 
than  our  English  silver  coins),  and  encouraging  the  bringing 
in  of  foreign  coins  from  Jamaica,  Barbadoes,  and  other  places. 
It  was  scarcely  credible  that  buyers  should  want  small  moneys 
for  change,  since  the  coined  moneys  of  New  England  were 
the  shilling,  sixpence,  threepence,  and  twopence,  besides 
small  Spanish  coins  current  there,  as  in  other  English  colonies. 
They  might  (if  their  Majesties  approved)  be  supplied  with 
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pence,  half-pence,  and  farthings  of  tin  from  England,  to  their 
Majesties’  advantage.  The  privilege  of  coinage  had  not  been 
granted  to  other  English  colonies  as  represented.  The  instance 
of  the  East  India  Company  was  very  different,  the  privilege  of 
coinage  being  restricted  to  their  forts  in  India,  and  to  the 
coinage  of  moneys  current  in  the  dominions  of  those  Indian 
princes  only.  But  if  their  Majesties  grant  the  privilege  of 
coining  moneys  to  the  general  court  in  the  province  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  in  New  England,  they  proposed  that  the  moneys 
might  be  in  weight  and  fineness  according  to  the  standard  of 
the  Mint  in  England.  The  altering  the  standard  in  any  one  of 
their  Majesties’  dominions  would  be  an  eminent  prejudice  to 
the  rest.  Dated  19  Jan.,  1691.

CONCLUSION. 


The  foregoing  extracts  are  presented  not  as  evidence  that  all 
those  persons  mentioned  served  in  the  expedition  under  Phips, 
as  some  of  the  grantees  no  doubt  received  their  grant  for  ser¬ 
vice  in  other  expeditions,  and  were  grouped  with  the  1690 
grantees  in  order  to  occupy  lands  of  the  Province  that  were 
desirable  and  unoccupied.

MASSACHUSETTS  IN  THE  INTENDED  EX¬ 
PEDITION  TO  CANADA  IN  1746. 


Walter  Kendall  Watkins. 


E  success  of  the  capture  of  Louisburg,  in  1745, 
stimulated  Governor  Shirley’s  ambition,  and  he 
proposed  to  George  II.  a  new  attempt  upon 
Canada,  a  conquest  of  all  New  France. 

The  expedition  was  to  be  composed  of  twenty- 
five  hundred  troops  from  Pennsylvania,  twenty- one  hundred 
each  from  Virginia  and  Connecticut,  forty-five  hundred  each 
from  Massachusetts  and  New  York.  This  proposal  was  favorably 
received  at  court,  and  the  Duke  of  Newcastle  sent  instructions 
to  the  governors  of  all  the  English  colonies  north  of  Carolina  to 
make  a  levy  of  troops.  The  colonies  voted  to  raise  eighty-two 
hundred  men,  of  which  Massachusetts  was  to  furnish  thirty-five 
hundred.  A  fleet  and  force  of  regular  soldiers  were  to  be  sent 
from  England.  The  New  England  troops  were  to  make  their 
way  to  Quebec  by  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  those  from  the  southern 
colonies  by  Lake  Champlain  and  Montreal. 

On  the  26th  May,  1746,  His  Majesty’s  Sloop,  “Hicking- 
brook,”  Captain  Townley  commander,  arrived  in  Boston  Har¬ 
bor  from  England  with  letters  dated  Whitehall,  April  9,  1746, 
and  June  2,  x  746.  Governor  Shirley  issued  the  proclamation, 
which  is  printed  in  fac-simile. 
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New  Hampshire  voted  to  raise  1,000  men,  Connecticut  600, 
Rhode  Island  400  (300  land  forces  and  100  for  sloop  of  war). 

Connecticut  increased  her  levy  to  1,000,  and  within  the  past 
year  there  has  been  discovered  in  the  Public  Record  Office  in 
London  a  volume  of  muster  rolls  of  the  regiment,  officered  as 
follows  :  Elisha  Williams,  colonel ;  Samuel  Talcott,  lieutenant- 
colonel  ;  Israel  Hewitt,  major ;  John  Darling,  adjutant ;  Normand 
Morrison,  quartermaster,  and  Rev.  Ashbel  Woodbridge,  chap¬ 
lain. 

The  ten  companies  were  under  Col.  Elisha  Williams,  of 
Wethersfield;  Lieut.-Col.  Samuel  Talcott,  of  Hartford;  Maj. 
Israel  Hewitt,  of  New  London;  Capt.  James  Church,  of  Hart¬ 
ford;  Capt.  Josiah  Starr,  of  Fairfield;  Capt.  Benjamin  Lee,  of 
Plainfield;  Capt.  Robert  Denison,  of  New  London;  Capt. 
William  Whiting,  of  Lebanon ;  Capt.  Elihu  Hall,  of  Wallingford, 
and  Capt.  Joseph  Wooster,  of  Stratford. 

Of  the  rolls  of  the  Massachusetts  troops  there  are  no  copies 
in  the  archives  of  the  State.  That  the  originals  or  copies  were 
forwarded  to  England  to  be  paid  by  the  home  government  is 
doubtful. 

Of  the  expedition  of  the  previous  year  to  Louisburg,  but  a 
single  roll  was  forwarded,  that  of  Captain  Baker’s  company.  The 
reimbursement  for  the  expenses  of  this  expedition  by  Parliament 
was  not  accomplished  till  Sept.  18,  1749,  when  there  arrived  in 
Boston  653,000  ounces  of  silver  and  10  tons  of  copper  in  coin. 
The  four  years’  delay  was  partially  accounted  for  by  the  non-receipt 
of  other  than  the  one  roll  mentioned  above ;  when  others  were 
requested  the  fire  of  Dec.  9,  1747,  had  destroyed  the  court¬ 
house,  with  all  the  books  of  the  General  Court,  Governor  and 
Council,  House  of  Representatives,  and  all  books  of  commissions 
and  other  instruments  from  the  Crown,  with  most  of  the  original 
papers.  (Letter,  received  April  26,  1748,  Public  Record  Office, 
London.)  A  more  particular  account  of  the  fire,  taken  from 
contemporary  newspapers,  follows : 

Yesterday  morning  between  6  &  7  o’clock  we  were  exceedingly  surprised 
by  a  most  terrible  Fire,  which  broke  out  at  the  Court  House  in  this 
Town,  whereby  that  spacious  and  beautiful  Building  except  the  bare  outside 
Walls,  was  entirely  destroyed.  As  the  Fire  began  in  the  middle  or  second

Story,  the  Records,  Books,  Papers,  Furniture,  Pictures  of  the  Kings  and 
Queens,  &c.,  which  were  in  the  Council  Chamber,  the  Chamber  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  the  Apartments  thereof,  in  that  Story,  were  con¬ 
sumed;  as  were  also  the  Books  and  Papers  in  the  Offices  of  the  upper  Story  : 
Those  in  the  Offices  below  were  mostly  saved.  In  the  Cellars  which  were 
hired  by  several  persons,  a  great  quantity  of  Wines  and  others  Liquors  were 
lost.  The  publick  Damage  sustain’d  by  this  sad  Disaster  is  inexpressibly 
great  and  the  loss  to  some  particular  Persons,  ’tis  said  will  amount  to  several 
Thousand  Pounds.  The  Vehemence  of  the  Flames  occasion’d  such  a  great 
Heat  as  to  set  the  Roofs  of  some  of  the  opposite  houses  on  Fire  notwith¬ 
standing  they  had  been  covered  with  snow,  and  it  was  extinguished  with 
much  Difficulty.  How  the  Fire  was  occasion’d,  whether  by  Defects  in  the 
Chimney  or  Hearth  as  some  think,  is  uncertain.  —  “  Boston  Weekly  News 
Letter ,”  Thursday ,  Dec.  10,  1747. 

The  account  in  the  “  Boston  Evening  Post,”  for  the  fourteenth 
of  December,  adds : 

The  fine  Pictures  and  other  Furniture  in  the  Council  Chamber  were 
destroyed  as  were  also  the  Books,  Papers  and  Records  in  both  the  Lobbies, 
and  those  in  the  Offices  kept  in  the  upper  Story;  but  the  County  Records 
and  Papers  belonging  to  the  Inferiour  Court,  being  deposited  in  an  Office 
upon  the  lower  Floor,  were  most  of  them  preserved. 

From  the  papers  of  Col.  Joseph  Dwight  1  we  have  obtained 
the  names  of  a  greater  part  of  the  men  composing  the  regiment 
raised  by  Colonel  Dwight. 

The  original  of  this  list  is  a  manuscript  of  forty  pages,  and  it  is 
evidently  a  schedule  of  forty-one  vouchers  delivered  by  Colonel 

1  Brigadier-General  Joseph  Dwight  was  born  in  Dedham,  Mass.,  Oct.  16,  1703, 
and  was  the  son  of  Henry  and  Lydia  Dwight.  He  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in 
1722,  and  married,  Aug.  n,  1726,  Mary,  daughter  of  Col.  John  and  Bathua  (Taylor) 
Pynchon,  of  Enfield.  He  resided  from  1723  to  1731  in  Cambridge  and  then  removed 
to  Brookfield,  where  he  practised  law  for  twenty-two  years,  and  represented  the  town 
as  a  representative  to  the  General  Court  in  1731,  ’3,  ’4-’6,  ’S,  ’9,  ’48,  ’9,  ’51,  ’7,  and 
also  as  councillor  from  1742  to  1746.  He  was  speaker  of  the  house  in  1749;  Oct.  5, 
1739, was  made  judge  of  the  Inferior  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Worcester  County; 
Jan.  4,  1753  of  Hampshire  County,  and  June  24,  1761,  of  Berkshire  County,  till  his 
decease,  June  19,  1765.  In  1752  he  removed  to  Stockbridge  as  trustee  of  the  Indian 
schools ;  in  175S  he  resided  at  Upper  Sheffield,  or  Great  Barrington,  and  issued  the 
call  for  the  meeting  which  resulted  in  the  formation  of  that  town.  Mary,  his  wife, 
died  March  29,  1751,  and  he  married  ia  August,  1752^  Abigail,  widow  of  Rev.  John 
Seargeant,  missionary  to  the  Indians.  Joseph  Divight  became  a  member  of  the 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  in  1734,  and  was  its  captain  in  1743.  He 
was  commissioned  Feb.  20,  1744/S,  colonel  of  the  train  of  artillery  from  Massa¬ 
chusetts  at  Louisburg,  and  also  brigadier-general.  In  1756  ffie  led  a  brigade  of 
Massachusetts  militia  to  Lake  Champlain.

1  Col .  William  Williams,  of  Deerfield  and  Pittsfield,  was  born  1713,  and  was 
grandson  of  the  Rev.  William  and  Elizabeth  (Cotton)  Williams,  of  Hatfield,  and 
son  of  Rev.  William  and  Hannah  (Stoddard)  Williams,  of  Weston. 

He  graduated  at  Harvard  in  1729  and  went  into  business  in  Boston,  but  failed. 
While  in  Boston  he  served  in  one  or  two  of  the  minor  town  offices,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Co.,  1733,  and  held  the  position  of  fourth 
sergeant  in  1736. 

An  ensign  under  General  Oglethorpe  at  St.  Augustine,  he  was  also  with  Admiral 
Vernon’s  expedition  in  1740.  He  came  to  Deerfield  about  1743  and  became  lieutenant- 
colonel  of  the  Northern  Hampshire  Regiment  in  1745.  He  raised  a  company  for  the 
Louisburg  expedition  of  that  year,  but  did  not  arrive  until  after  the  reduction,  and  be¬ 
came  part  of  the  garrison  which  held  it  until  spring.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  de¬ 
tachment  which  rebuilt  Fort  Massachusetts,  but  refused  command  and  was  made 
commissary  for  supplying  the  line  of  forts;  this  he  resigned  in  1748.  He  held  the 
office  of  selectman  of  Deerfield,  1751,  and  removed  to  Pittsfield  about  1754,  where  he 
built  a  house  which  became  Fort  Anson.  He  served  from  1755  to  175S  as  captain  in 
Sir  William  Pepperrell’s  regiment,  and  in  the  latter  year  was  colonel  under  Aber¬ 
crombie  and  at  the  end  of  the  campaign  retired  on  half  pay.  He  was  justice  of  the 
peace  174S,  judge  of  common  pleas  1761,  and  judge  of  probate  1765.  In  Pittsfield  he 
held  almost  continually  some  town  office,  until  the  Revolution,  when  he  became  a 
Tory.  He  married  (1)  Miriam,  daughter  of  Andrew  and  Miriam  (Pepperell)  Tyler, 
Boston;  (2)  Sarah,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  (Hawks)  Wells,  of  Deerfield; 
(3)  Hannah,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Hannah  (Field)  Dickinson,  of  Deerfield. 

Colonel  Williams  died  April  5,  17S4,  leaving  five  children.

1  Col.  Ephraim  Williams,  born  in  Newton  Aug.  21, 1691,  was  the  son  of  Capt.  Isaac 
and  Judith  (Hunt)  Williams.  He  was  a  justice  of  the  peace  1735  and  selectman  of 
Newton  for  seven  years.  In  1739  he  removed  to  Stockbridge.  His  appointment  as 
major  is  referred  to  in  the  letter  written  by  Governor  Shirley,  Aug.  2,  1746  (page  73). 

He  married  (1)  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Abraham  and  Elizabeth  (Biscoe)  Jackson, 
of  Newton;  (2)  Abigail,  daughter  of  Capt.  Josiah  and  Abigail  (Barnes)  Jones,  of 
Watertown.  By  his  first  wife  he  had  Major  Ephraim  Williams,  the  founder  of 
Williams  College,  who  fell  on  the  “  Bloody  Morning  Scout”  near  Lake  George, 
Sept.  S,  1755;  and  Lieut. -Col.  Thomas  Williams,  a  prominent  surgeon  and  judge. 
Major  Williams  was  appointed  judge  of  the  common  pleas  July  21,  1741,  and  re¬ 
signed  in  1749.  His  homestead  was  on  the  <c  Hill”  in  Stockbridge,  where  he  resided 
until  his  bitter  opposition  to  Rev.  Jonathan  Edwards  led  to  his  sale  of  all  his  Stock- 
bridge  property  and  removal  to  Deerfield,  where  he  died  Aug.  11,  1754.

1  Capt.  Elijah  Williams,  born  Nov.  13,1712,  was  son  of  Rev.  John  and  Abigail 

(Allen)  Williams,  of  Deerfield.  The  father  was  the  “  Redeemed  Captive,”  the 

author  of  a  work  which  has  passed  through  a  dozen  editions,  in  which  he  gives  a 
narrative  of  his  own  capture  and  redemption  from  the  French  and  Indians.  The 
father  served  the  town  of  Deerfield  for  forty-three  years  as  its  minister,  and  the  son 
was  no  less  faithful  in  serving  twenty-five  years  as  town  clerk  and  also  as  selectman, 
while  for  seventeen  years  he  represented  the  town  in  the  General  Court  and  was  judge 
of  common  pleas  1761-3.  He  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1732,  and  was  a  civil  engi¬ 
neer,  though  he  also  kept  a  store,  which  stood  on  the  site  of  the  Dickinson  Academy. 
He  also  was  in  trade  and  town  clerk  1749-1751  at  Enfield,  Conn.  He  was  prominent 
and  active  in  military  affairs,  and  was  major  and  assistant  commissary  in  the  last 
French  war.  He  died  July  10, 1771.  May  25,  1735,  he  married  Lydia,  daughter  of 
Capt.  Henry  Dwight,  of  Hatfield,  who  died  at  Enfield,  Jan.  25,  1749.  On  Jan.  1,  1750, 
he  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Col.  William  and  Catherine  (Brown)  Pynchon, 

who  died  April  15,  1772,  aged  forty-five.  His  son  Elijah  (Harvard  College,  1764)  was 
a  Tory  and  settled  in  Nova  Scotia,  but  returned  to  Massachusetts.  His  son  John  was 
also  a  Tory,  but  held  office  as  Register  of  Deeds  for  Hampshire  in  1787.

1  Gen.  Seth  Pomeroy,  born  May  20, 1706,  was  the  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Mary  (King) 
Pomeroy,  of  Northampton,  a  captain  in  1744,  he  was  commissioned  Feb.  24,  1744/5, 
a  major,  and  was  captain  in  the  Third  Company  in  Col.  Samuel  Willard's  regiment 
(Fourth  Massachusetts)  at  the  siege  of  Louisburg  that  year.  As  lieutenant-colonel 
of  Ephraim  Williams’  regiment,  he  succeeded  him  on  his  death  at  the  battle,  with 
Dieskau,  at  Lake  George,  in  September,  1755. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolution  he  was  a  delegate  of  the  Provincial  Con¬ 
gress  of  October,  1774,  from  Northampton,  and  was  a  member  of  several  important 
committees  of  that  session,  and  on  Oct.  27,  1774,  was  chosen  third  in  command  of  the 
Massachusetts  forces.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Second  Congress  of  February, 

I77S»  and  was  chosen  a  brigadier-general.  He  served  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill  as 
a  private  soldier,  and  was  appointed  a  few  days  later  by  Congress  senior  brigadier, 
but  there  being  discussion  as  to  relative  rank  he  retired  to  his  home.  In  1776,  when 
the  British  were  in  New  Jersey,  he  headed  the  militia  of  his  neighborhood  and 
marched  to  the  Hudson  river.  He  died  in  this  campaign  at  Peekskill,  N.Y.,  Feb. 
19,  1777.  He  was  an  ingenious  mechanic  and  manufacturer  of  arms.  He  married, 
Dec.  14,  1732,  Mary,  daughter  of  Jonathan  and  Martha  (Williams)  Hunt. 

She  survived  him  and  died  Sept.  11,  1777,  in  her  72d  year.  They  had  nine  children; 
among  the  sons  were  Rev.  Seth,  of  Greenfield  Hill,  Conn.;  Dr.  Medad,  of  Warwick; 
and  Lemuel,  who  was  forty  years  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature.

and  Mary  (Harbert)  Cheney.  He  settled  in  Dudley  and  was  commissioned  captain 
of  the  Eighth  Massachusetts  Regiment  at  Louisburg,  June  20,  1745.  He  was  repre- 
sentative  to  the  Provincial  Congress  Sept.  19,  1774,  and  Jan.  2,  1775.  He  died  April 
3°,  1777.  He  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  (Squiers)  Fessenden. 

3  Capt.  William  Brintnall,  of  Rutland,  was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Hannah

3  Solomon,  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Eames)  Keyes,  of  Marlborough,  was  born  there 
Aug.  30,  1703.

Sir,  I  have  [recd.  your  Letter  of  the  29th.  of  the  last  month,  and  am  glad 
to  hear  that  the  Levies  go  on  so  well  in  your  Parts.  As  you  observe  I  have 
ordered  by  publick  Advertisement  that  the  Soldiers  forthwith  march  to  Bos¬ 
ton,  that  so  they  may  there  get  ready  as  soon  as  may  be  for  Embarkation; 
But  I  think  it  proper  to  alter  my  Measures  with  respect  to  those  that  are 
raised  in  the  Counties  of  Hampshire  and  Worcester,  in  part  for  the  Reason 
you  mention,  viz*.  That  if  finally  they  should  proceed  by  Land  their  coming 
to  Boston  will  be  both  unnecessary  &  inconvenient;  and  therefore  I  shall 
send  you  up  a  Commission  for  viewing  &  mustering  the  Soldiers  raised  in  the 
County  of  Worcester,  &  another  to  Col°.  Stoddard  for  mustering  those  in 
the  County  of  Hampshire.  I  should  be  glad  you  would  undertake  the 
Business  yourself;  but  if  you  find  it  inconvenient,  fill  up  the  Commission  to 
some  able  &  sufficient  Person :  &  let  the  Lists  taken  of  such  as  pass  the 
Muster  be  sent  down  to  me  as  soon  as  may  be,  &  the  Troops  in  the  mean 
time  be  in  readiness  to  march  to  Boston  at  an  Hour’s  Warning  if  I  should 
send  for  ’em.  If  the  Troops  should  be  delayed  a  little  longer,  I  am  afraid 
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the  Season  will  be  over  for  §;oing  by  Sea,  unless  it  be  in  Expectation  of  con¬ 
tinuing  at  Canada  over  the  Winter,  wch.  I  cannot  at  present  determine  upon. 
I  have  stated  the  allowance  for  Cloathing  at  thirty  Pounds  old  Tenor; 
Those  that  cannot  or  incline  not  to  furnish  themselves  will  be  supplied  with 
what  I  have  ordered  to  be  provided  here :  As  to  Blankets  &  Arms  I  have 
not  yet  determined  what  is  proper  to  be  given  as  an  Equivalent  to  those  that 
find  themselves.  I  would  have  it  certified  in  the  Lists  of  Musters  who  are 
sufficiently  furnished  with  warm  Cloathing,  Blankets  &  Arms,  &  expect  to  be 
paid  in  Bills  for  them;  and  they  shall  be  paid  before  they  march  upon  Ser¬ 
vice.  As  to  the  Appointment  of  a  Major  for  your  Regiment,  th6  I  Believe 
Cpt.  Williams  is  a  Gentleman  very  capable  of  that  Post,  yet  Major  Pom- 
roy’s  having  served  in  the  late  Expedition,  &  behaved  well  (by  all  that  ever  I 
could  hear)  it  would  have  added  considerable  weight  to  his  Pretensions,  but 
if  the  Officers  &  Soldiers  are  like  to  be  uneasy  with  his  being  put  in  that 
Station  (as  you  suggest)  I  shall  grant  the  Commn.  to  Cpt  Williams. 

I  must  press  you  in  the  strongest  manner  to  proceed  to  muster  the  men 
without  a  moments  Loss  of  time,  &  to  take  particular  Care  that  they  should  be 
ready  to  proceed  to  Boston  within  an  hours  warning  or  at  the  shortest  notice 
that  is  possible. 

I  had  ordered  Col0.  Chandlers  Brother  who  was  a  Lieut4.  Colonel  at 
Louisbourg,  to  march  the  Men  that  he  shall  have  raised,  the  beginning  of 
next  Week  for  Boston  :  But  you  will  take  Care  to  let  him  know  that  the  Men 
are  to  be  muster’d  in  the  Country,  &  stop  him  ’till  further  Orders.

Of  the  men  enlisted  in  Worcester  County  there  is  but  a  slight 
account.  The  proclamation  of  June  2,  1746,  which  we  have 
given  in  facsimile,  was  taken  from  an  original  sent  by  Col.  John 
Chandler*  1  to  Capt.  Nathaniel  Greene,  of  Leicester,  Mass.,  and  is 

1  Col.  John  Chandler  was  born  Oct.  iS,  1693,  in  New  London,  Conn.,  and  was  the  son 
of  Hon.  John  and  Mary  Chandler,  of  Woodstock,  Conn.  He  married  (1)  Han¬ 
nah,  daughter  of  John  Gardiner;  she  died  Jan.  5,  173S/9;  (2)  Jan.  2S,  1739/40,  Sarah, 
daughter  of  Timothy  Clarke,  of  Boston.  At  an  early  age  he  was  employed  in 
the  office  of  the  province  treasurer  of  Massachusetts  and  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  Connecticut.  He  was  representative  from  Worcester  from  1725-1736,  ’38  to  ’40,  and 
1743,  a  councillor  1743-62,  judge  of  the  Inferior  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  Worcester 

1 754-62,  its  chief  justice  1757-62,  judge  of  probate  1757-62,  commissioner  to  Albany 
in  1754,  and  colonel  in  the  Crown  Point  expedition  in  17 56.  He  was  early  employed 
as  a  surveyor,  and  in  1714  was  one  of  the  surveyors  to  run  the  boundary  line  between 
Massachusetts  aud  Connecticut.  He  joined  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery 
Company  in  1734,  and  was  its  captain  in  1736.  He  died  Aug.  7,  1762,  at  Worcester, 
leaving  two  sons,  five  daughters,  and  forty-two  grandchildren. 
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now  in  the  possession  of  Edward  Worthington  Greene,  Esq.,  of 
North  Andover,  Mass.,  with  other  papers  which  we  print.  The 
proclamation  is  endorsed  in  Colonel  Chandler’s  handwriting.

removed.  He  resided  for  a  time  at  Sutton,  but  returned  to  Leicester,  where  he  died 
Sept.  27,  1774. 
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Sutton. 

Sept.  24th  —  On  Monday  night  we  had  an  alarm  of  the  French  invading 
Boston.  My  thoughts  were  that  I  would  freely  have  gone  with  those  that 
went  down  — I  thought  I  should  not  be  daunted  by  the  most  dangerous  at¬ 
tendants  of  a  Campaign,  went  ye  next  day  four  miles  with  them.  —  Dr. 
David  Hall's  Diary. 


While  preparations  were  being  made  intelligence  came  from 
Nova  Scotia  of  hostile  movements  there  of  the  French  (who 
numbered  not  less  than  twenty  thousand),  and  of  their  Indian 
allies,  and  what  was  more  serious,  information  was  received  of 
the  approach  of  a  French  fleet  far  more  formidable  than  had 
ever  appeared  in  Western  waters.  A  great  expedition  had  been 
gotten  up  by  the  French  court. 

An  alarm  was  sounded  and  the  militia  of  the  Province  called 
to  a  rendezvous  at  Boston.  Of  their  numbers  we  may  judge  by 
the  following  list  extracted  from  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Province,  showing  the  amounts  paid  each  company.  The 
disappearance  of  the  rolls  of  names  must  be  laid  to  the  fire 
which  also  destroyed  the  rolls  of  the  Louisburg  expedition  of 
the  previous  year.

He  married,  Nov.  9,  1716,  Mary  Colman, 
daughter  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Rolfe,  of  Haverhill,  who  survived  him,  and  died  Oct.  21, 
1763.  Their  son  was  Nathaniel,  b.  1724,  d.  17S0,  in  England.  The  son  graduated  from 
Harvard  in  1742,  was  clerk  of  the  Suffolk  Court  and  judge  of  its  Inferior  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  from  1771  to  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution,  when  as  a  loyalist  he 
went  to  England. 

Estes  Hatch  was  a  resident  of  Dorchester,  held  the  different  military  offices,  and 
was  a  captain  of  the  10th  Co.,  3d  Mass.  Regt.,  at  Louisburg,  1745,  and  later  colonel  of 
the  Suffolk  Regiment.  He  was  chosen  a  councillor  in  1741,  but  was  negatived  by  the 
governor.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Co.  in  1711, 
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John  Wales  Junr.

1  Richard  Oliver,  of  Antigua,  merchant,  member  of  the  Assembly,  speaker,  J.P., 

captain  1704,  major  1708,  colonel  1715,  councillor  1708,  was  buried  at  St.  John,  Anti¬ 
gua,  May  29,  1716.  By  his  wife  Margaret,  who  was  buried  Aug.  16,  1701,  at  St.  John, 
he  had  Richard,  Rowland,  and  Robert,  also  two  daughters.  Robert  Oliver,  b.  1700, 
at  Antigua,  married,  Feb.  3,  1721/2,  at  St.  John,  Anne,  daughter  of  James  and  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Brown,  of  Antigua.  Elizabeth  Brown  married  (2)  Isaac  Royall,  of  Antigua 
and  Medford.  She  died  in  1747,  at  Medford.  Robert  Oliver  owned  120  acres  at  Non¬ 
such,  St.  Philip’s  Parish,  Antigua,  and  inherited  80  acres  more  from  an  uncle  Robert. 
He  was  member  of  the  Assembly  from  Nonsuch  in  1725.  He  removed  to  Dorchester, 
Mass.,  about  173S.  Robert  Oliver  was  captain  of  the  Independent  Company  of  Dor¬ 
chester.  Col.  Robert  Oliver  died  in  Dorchester,  Dec.  16,  1762.  His  son  Thomas 
Oliver,  born  Jan.  5,  1733/4,  at  Antigua,  and  not  in  Dorchester  as  stated  in  the  history 
of  Dorchester,  and  by  Drake  and  other  authorities,  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  in  1753, 
and  was  published  for  marriage,  May  17,  1760,  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Col.  John 
Vassal,  and  by  her  had  several  children.  About  1766  he  moved  from  Dorchester  to 
Cambridge,  and  erected  the  mansion  afterward  occupied  by  Gov.  Gerry  and  James 
Russell  Lowell.  He  was  the  last  royal  lieutenant-governor,  and  left  Boston  on  its 
evacuation  in  1776,  and  went  to  England,  where  he  died  at  Bristol,  Nov.  20,  1815,  and 
is  buried  in  St.  Paul,  Bristol.

He  married  (i)  Hannah  Wood,  of  Little 
Compton ;  (2)  Hannah  Lain.  He  died  Feb.  25,  1757.  He  was  chosen  the  first  deputy 
from  Bristol  after  the  town  became  a  part  of  Rhode  Island. 

“John  Hawks,  b.  Dec.  5, 1707,  at  Deerfield,  was  a  son  of  Eliezer  and  Judith  (Smead) 

Hawks.  He  married  Dec.  10,  1730,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Nims.  He  was 
stationed  at  Fort  Massachusetts  under  Capt.  Ephraim  Williams,  where  he  was 
wounded  May  g,  1746.  As  sergeant  he  was  in  command  of  the  fort,  with  a  garrison  of 
twenty-two  men,  when  it  was  assaulted  by  700  French  and  Indians  under  Vandreuil, 

and  after  a  defence  of  twenty-eight  hours  surrendered  for  lack  of  ammunition.  He 
afterward  rose  to  be  lieutenant-colonel,  and  died  in  1784.

The  accounts  presented  in  the  previous  pages  go  to  show 
the  expense  to  the  province  of  the  intended  expedition,  and  the 
attempt  at  defence  of  its  seaboard.  The  mother  country  was 
called  upon  to  reimburse  her  colony.  It  was  not,  however,  till 
after  the  arrival  of  the  specie  at  Boston,  to  pay  for  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  capture  and  maintenance  of  Louisburg,  that 
progress  with  the  government  on  certain  claims  was  pushed 
with  vigor.

The  Paymaster  General  of  His  Majesty’s  Forces  &  his  Majesty’s  Secry  of

1  William  Pitt,  afterward  Earl  of  Chatham  and  the  champion  in  Parliament  of  the 
Americans. 

2  George  Montagu  Dunk,  Earl  of  Hallifax,  Viscount  Sundbury  and  Baron  of 
Hallifax,  was  the  son  of  George  Montagu,  Earl  of  Hallifax  by  his  second  wife,  Mary, 
daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Scarborough.  He  succeeded  his  father  on  his  death  May  9, 
1739.  In  1743  he  was  master  of  the  Buck  hounds,  and  on  the  breaking  out  of  the 
Rebellion  of  that  year  raised  a  regiment  of  foot.  Nov.  1,  1748,  he  was  appointed  first 
Lord  Commissioner  of  Trade  and  the  Plantations;  Jan.  11,  1748-49,  sworn  of  the 
Privy  Council.  July  16,  1749,  he  was  made  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County  of  North¬ 
ampton,  and  in  1761  Governor  of  Ireland.  The  next  year  he  was  First  Lord  of  the 
Admiralty  and  then  principal  Secretary  of  State.  In  July,  1741,  he  married  Anne 
Dunk,  an  heiress,  on  which  he  assumed  her  family  name  of  Dunk.  The  title  be¬ 
came  extinct  in  1772.

Read  a  Letter  from  the  principal  officers  of  the  Board  of  Ordnance,  dated 
the  I8111:  of  July  1749,  inclosing  an  account  of  Bills  of  Exchange  drawn  by 
Sir  Peter  Warren  &  Govr.  Shirley,  for  the  Purchase  of  Bomb  Shells  &  Stores 
for  the  late  intended  Expedition. 

The  Solicitor  &  Clerk  of  the  Reports  at  the  same  time  aquainted  their 
Lordships  that  he  had  received  from  Mr.  Aldworth  a  copy  of  Mr.  Shirley’s 
Letter  to  the  Duke  of  Bedford  ordered  to  be  wrote  for  by  the  Minutes  of  the 
6th  :  instant,  but  that  Mr.  Aldworth  had  acquainted  him  there  was  no  other 
Paper  in  that  office  relative  to  the  Canada  Expedition.

'John  Russel,  fourth  Duke  of  Bedford,  Marquis  of  Tavestock,  Earl  of  Bedford, 
Baron  Russel  of  Cheneys,  Baron  Russel  of  Thornaugh,  and  Baron  Howland  of 
Stretham,  was  born  Sept.  30,  1710.  He  was  son  of  Wriothesley,  second  duke,  by  his 
wife  Elizabeth  Howland.  The  fourth  duke  succeeded  this  brother,  the  third  duke, 
in  1732,  was  commissioned  first  Lord  Commissioner  of  the  Admiralty  in  December, 
1744,  and  on  the  27th  of  the  same  month  was  sworn  as  one  of  the  Privy  Council.  In 
the  following  May  he  was  made  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Bedfordshire  and  raised  a  regi¬ 
ment  against  the  rebellion  of  that  year.  He  was  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Devon  in  1751 , 
and  in  1755  appointed  a  major  general,  and  in  1759  a  lieutenant  general.  In  1756 
was  Governor  General  of  Ireland,  in  1761  Vice-Admiral  of  Devon  and  acted  as  Lord 
High  Constable  on  the  coronation  of  George  III.  He  was  keeper  of  the  privy  seal 
and  minister  to  the  court  of  France,  also  President  of  the  Council. 
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Ordered  that  the  Secretary  do  write  to  Mr.  Aldworth  Secretary  to  his 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Bedford  for  Extracts  of  so  much  of  a  Letter  from  his 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Newcastle  dated  the  9th:  of  April  1746  to  the  Governor 
of  the  several  Colonys  concerned  in  the  intended  Expedition  to  Canada  as 
relate  to  the  Expences  to  be  incurred  on  that  Service  and  also  a  Copy  of  the 
Dismissions  of  the  Troops  raised  in  the  said  Colonys  by  Govr.  Shirley  & 
Admiral  Knowles. 

Ordered  that  the  Secretary  do  write  to  the  Commiss” :  of  his  Majesty’s 
Navy  for  an  account  of  any  Bills  which  may  have  been  drawn  upon  them  by 
Govr.  Clinton  or  Govr.  Shirley  on  account  of  the  intended  Expedition  to 
Canada —  Dunk  Halifax.

The  Right  Honble :  the  Paymaster  General  of  His  Majesty’8  Forces  being 
present,  their  Lordships  made  a  further  Progress  in  the  Consideration  of  the 
State  of  the  Expences  arisen  in  the  Northern  Colonys  on  account  of  the 
intended  Expedition  against  Canada  and  for  other  extraordinary  Services 
Mr.  Waldo,  late  Colonel  of  one  of  the  Regiments  raised  in  the  Province 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  for  the  Service  of  the  said  Expedition  attending, 
presented  to  the  Board  a  Memorial  addressed  to  the  Lords  Commiss”:  of 
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His  Majesty’s  Treasury,  which  he  acquainted  their  Lordships  he  was  directed 
by  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  to  attend  upon  the  Board  with,  which  said 
Memorial  set  forth  his  Service  as  Brigadier  General  and  Colonel  of  a  Regi¬ 
ment  on  the  Expedition  against  Louisbourg  and  since  as  Brigadier  Gen1.  & 
Colonel  of  a  Regiment  in  the  intended  Expedition  against  Canada,  and  as 
Commr:  in  Chief  of  the  Forces  intended  for  the  Reduction  of  Crown  Point, 
praying  that  he  may  be  ordered  Pay  as  Brigadier  General  &  Colonel  from 
his  first  Entrance  into  the  Louisbourg  Expedition  to  its  final  Conclusion, 
and  also  the  Pay  of  Brigadier  General  and  Commander  in  Chief  from  the 
time  of  his  entring  upon  that  Commission  on  the  Canada  Expedition  till  the 
final  Dismission  of  the  Troops  and  that  in  making  up  the  Accounts  he  may 
not  be  deprived  of  such  advantages  as  are  customary  by  an  unprecedented 
adjustment  being  made  without  his  knowledge. 

Mr.  Waldo  likewise  laid  before  their  Lordships  several  vouchers  of  Facts 
set  forth  in  the  said  Memorial. 

Their  Lordships  there  upon  acquainted  him  that  with  respect  to  his  Demand 
of  Pay  for  his  Services  on  the  Louisbourg  Expedition,  it  was  not  within  the 
Reference  of  these  Accounts  to  the  Board  &  therefore  desired  to  know  what 
were  his  particular  Demands  &  Claims  for  Service  relative  to  the  Canada 
Expedition. 

Whereupon  he  acquainted  their  Lordships,  that  as  Mr.  Shirley  had  thought 
proper  to  appoint  him  Commander  in  Chief  by  Commission,  he  demanded 
41  per  Day  as  such  including  30s*1 :  per  Day  allowed  him  by  Mr.  Shirley  & 
Mr.  Knowles  as  Brigadier  Gen1,  alleging  that  altho’  the  Expedition  did  not 
take  Place  he  had  been  at  great  Expence  in  preparation  for  it. 

That  as  to  the  particular  advantages  his  Regiment  he  apprehended  them 
to  be  —  Deserters  Pay,  Dead  Mens  Pay,  and  the  Cloathing  the  Regiment, 
also  the  respited  Men  usually  allowed  in  established  Regiments,  or  at  least 
the  one  usually  allowed  to  the  Col°.  —  That  he  might  also  receive  such  ad¬ 
vantages  as  should  arise  in  paying  off  the  Men  on  account  of  the  Pay  not 
being  demanded  or  dead  men  not  administered  to  —  all  which  he  alleged  he 
apprehended  he  was  entitled  to  from  the  Time  of  Mr.  Shirley’s  Proclamation 
for  encouraging  Persons  to  engage  in  this  Service. 

Whereupon  their  Lordships  acquainted  him  that  with  respect  to  his  De¬ 
mand  of  Pay  as  Commander  in  Chief  they  should  state  this  Case  in  their 
Report  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  upon  their  Reference,  as  also  his  other 
Demands,  but  that  they  were  of  opinion  Mr.  Shirley  had  made  up  his  Accts : 
of  the  Regiment  conformable  to  his  Majesty’s  orders  and  the  Proclamation 
published  by  him  for  raising  the  said  Regiments  —  and  then  Mr.  Waldo 
withdrew.

Mr.  Samuel  de  Lucena  whose  Memorial  praying  for  some  allowance  for 
his  Services  on  the  Canada  Expedition  had  been  referred  to  the  Board  by 
his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Bedford  as  will  appear  from  the  minutes  of  the  27th 
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of  Novr.  last,  attending,  represented  to  the  Board  that  he  had  received 
Orders  from  Mr  Shirley  his  Majesty’s  Governor  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  to 
raise  Men  for  the  Canada  Expedition,  promising  him  if  he  could  raise  any 
considerable  Number  that  he  should  have  a  Commission,  That  in  Conse¬ 
quence  of  those  orders,  a  Copy  whereof  he  produced,  he  did  raise  Eighteen 
Men  on  Condition  of  their  serving  under  none  but  him,  but  that  the  said 
Men  did  not  receive  the  Province  Bounty  nor  were  inrolled  in  His  Majesty’s 
Service,  —  wherefore  he  only  desired  some  Consideration  for  his  Trouble 
on  this  Occasion. 

Having  nothing  further  to  offer  he  was  ordered  to  withdraw  and  it  was 
agreed  further  to  consider  his  mem1,  at  another  opportunity. 


Their  Lordships  then  took  into  Consideration  the  Petition  of  Joseph 
Dwight  Col0,  of  one  of  the  Regiments  raised  in  the  Province  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  for  the  Service  of  the  intended  Expedition  mentioned  in  the 
Minutes  of  the  5th  instant,  praying  payment  of  Bills  drawn  for  the  Pay  of  the 
said  Regiment. 

Whereupon  Mr.  Shirley  Governor  of  the  said  Province  attending  repre¬ 
sented  to  their  Lordships  that  Colonel  Dwight’s  method  of  disposing  of  the 
Bills  delivered  to  him,  was  this  —  He  filled  up  most  of  them  to,  the  Value  of 
about  ^6000  Sterls.  with  his  own  name,  and  sold  them  to  Mr.  Quincy  a 
Merchant  in  Boston,  who  raised  New  England  Currency  upon  ’em  in  the 
following  Manner;  Col°.  Dwight  drew  private  Bills  upon  Mr.  Bethel 1  of 
London  in  favour  of  Mr.  Quincy,2  which  Mr.  Quincy  indors’d,  and  sold  at

I  received  the  favour  of  yours  &  have  told  Mr.  Turner  that  I  will  pay  him  the  Bal- 
lance  (£100.  5.  3.)  of  your  Accouht  whenever  he  will  call  upon  me  for  the  same  psu- 
ant  to  your  Order.  I  am  extremely  glad  to  find  you  have  put  your  Affairs  under  his 
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Boston- at  the  Rate  of  ^1100  old  Tenor  for  ^100  Sterling,  transmitting  to 
Mr.  Bethel  the  ^6000  in  Bills  drawn  by  Mr.  Shirley  upon  the  Paymaster 
General  as  a  Fund  in  Case  they  Should  be  paid  by  the  Government  before 
the  private  Bills  became  due,  (as  it  was  hoped  they  possibly  might)  for  the 
Payment  of  the  private  Bills,  in  which  Case  a  considerable  advantage  would 
have  been  gained  by  the  Difference  between  the  Price,  at  which  the  Bills 
drawn  upon  the  Paymaster  General  were  sold  in  New  England,  and  that  of 
private  Bills  for  which  Mr.  Dwight’s  own  Bills  were  sold  —  As  it  had  hap¬ 
pened  that  the  publick  Bills  were  not  paid,  that  may  have  occasioned  the 
private  Bills  to  be  protested,  and  Damages  to  be  sustained  on  that  account; 
But  be  that  as  it  will,  this  transaction  of  Colonel  Dwight’s  raising  New  Eng¬ 
land  Currency  to  pay  the  Soldiers  by  his  private  Bills  founded  on  the  Credit, 
which  the  publick  Bills  gave  ’em  was  done  without  the  Privity  of  Mr.  Shir¬ 
ley,  who  had  he  been  advised  with  upon  it,  would  not  have  consented  to  it; 
and  a£  it  appear’d  to  Mr.  Shirley  that  this  Scheme  was  enter’d  into  after  the 
merchants  had  begun  to  buy  the  publick  Bills  sold  for  the  Payment  of  Col0. 
Waldo’s  Regiment,  it  seemed  to  have  been  unnecessary,  and  gone  into  for 
the  Sake  of  making  an  advantage  from  it;  That  indeed  it  seem’d  observable 
that  Col0.  Dwight  does  not  alledge  in  his  Petition,  that  he  has  yet  suffered 
Damages,  but  only  that  he  is  exposed  to  Ruin  by  his  own  Bills  standing  out 
against  him,  and  prays  for  no  more  than  that  for  his  Indemnification,  the 
publick  Bills  may  be  soon  paid  off  by  the  Government,  which  seem’d  very 
reasonable.

The  Draught  of  a  Report  to  the  Lords  Commiss18.  of  his  Majesty’s  Treas¬ 
ury  upon  the  Account  of  Charges  arising  in  the  Northern  Colonys  in  the 
intended  Expedition  against  Canada,  having  been  prepared  pursuant  to  the 
Minutes  of  the  13th  :  inst:  was  laid  before  the  Board. 

Several  merchants  and  others  whose  names  were  subscribed  to  the  Petition 
to  the  Lords  Commissre.  of  the  Treasury  mentioned  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
13th  Instant  attending,  were  called  in,  and  their  Lordships  desiring  to  know 
if  they  had  anything  to  offer  thereupon 

Mr.  Samuel  Stork  acquainted  the  Board  that  he  together  with  two  other 
Gentlemen  not  present,  were  authorized  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Posses¬ 
sors  of  Bills  drawn  on  account  of  the  intended  Expedition  to  Canada,  to 
make  it  a  Request  that  five  jp’  Cent  Interest  might  be  allowed  to  the  Pro¬ 
prietors  of  said  Bills  from  the  Time  they  became  due,  as  many  of  the  said 
Proprietors  have  been  reduced  to  great  Distress  by  the  Delay  of  Payment 
and  many  mortgaged  their  real  Estates  as  a  Security  until  Provision  was 
made  by  Parliament  for  the  Payment  of  them. 

That  there  was  a  Precedent  for  this  in  the  Case  of  the  Possessors  of  Bills 
drawn  by  Gen1.  Oglethorpe  on  account  of  Georgia  who  demanded  re- 
Exchange,  but  were  allowed  5  p  Cent 

That  he  Mr.  Stork  was  Possessor  of  Bills  to  the  amount  of  £ 6000  Sterls. 
drawn  by  the  Governors  Shirley  &  Clinton. 

Mr.  Shirley  his  Majesty’s  Govr.  of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
attending,  acquainted  their  Lordships  upon  this  Occasion  that  the  Bills 
drawn  by  him  for  the  publick  Service  were  after  the  Rate  of  9001  in  Bills 
of  Credit  of  his  Province  for  1001  Sterling  when  the  Price  of  private  Ex¬ 
change  was  11001  in  said  Bills  of  Credit  for  100  Sterling,  whereby  he 
observed,  that  the  Possession  of  such  publick  Bills  obtained  an  advantage  of 
18  ^  Cent. 
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The  said  Merchants  not  having  any  thing  further  to  offer  were  ordered  to 
withdraw.

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MASSACHUSETTS  IN  THE  EXPEDITION 
UNDER  ADMIRAL  VERNON  IN  1 740-1 
TO  THE  WEST  INDIES. 


By  Walter  Kendall  Watkins. 


1893  the  Committee  on  Historical  Docu¬ 
ments  of  the  General  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars  were  instructed  to  prepare  a  resume 
of  the  part  that  the  Colonies  took  in  the 
expeditions  against  the  Spanish  in  1740- 
1742,  with  a  muster-roll  of  the  Colonial  troops.  Their 
report  on  the  subject  occupies  eight  pages  of  the  1894 
Year  Book  of  the  Society,  and  over  one-half  the  space 
is  devoted  to  the  participation  of  Virginia  and  New  York, 
while  Massachusetts  is  credited  with  a  hundred  words. 

The  results  of  the  writer’s  investigations  have  accumu¬ 
lated  to  such  an  extent  that  they  have  been  placed  in 
this  work  in  the  form  of  a  documentary  history  rather 
than  a  narrative  form,  as  a  matter  of  economy  of  space, 
and  that  the  reader  may  select  from  the  material  and 
apply  the  same  to  his  own  needs. 

To  the  following  might  have  been  added  matter  show¬ 
ing  the  participation  of  Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire, 
and  Connecticut,  but  the  want  of  space  forbids. 

The  mortality  among  the  Massachusetts  troops  was 
very  great.  Dr.  William  Douglas,  a  Bostonian,  in  his 
“  Summary  of  the  British  Settlements  in  North  America,” 
written  in  1748,  states  that  of  five  hundred  sent  from 
Massachusetts  not  over  fifty  returned.

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DECLARATION  OF  WAR  IN  1739. 

Trusty  and  well  Beloved  —  We  greet  you  Well  — 

Whereas  several  unjust  seizures  have  been  made  and  depradations  carried 
on  in  the  West  Indies  by  Spanish  Guarda  Costas  and  Ships  acting  under  the 
Comission  of  the  King  of  Spain  or  his  Governors  contrary  to  the  Treatys 
subsisting  between  us  and  the  Crown  of  Spain  and  to  the  Law  of  Nations  to 
the  Great  prejudice  of  the  lawfull  Trade  &  Commerce  of  our  subjects ;  and 
many  crueltys  and  barbaritys  have  been  exercised  on  the  Persons  of  such  our 
subjects  whose  vessels  have  been  so  seized  by  the  said  Spanish  Guarda 
Costas ;  And  whereas  frequent  complaint  has  been  made  to  the  Court  of 
Spain  of  these  unjust  practices  and  no  satisfaction  or  Redress  been  procured; 
and  whereas  a  Convention  for  makeing  Reparation  to  our  subjects  for  the 
losses  sustained  by  them  on  account  of  the  unjust  seizure  &  Captures  above- 
mentioned  was  concluded  between  Us  and  the  King  of  Spain  on  the  14th 
day  of  January  last,  N.S.,  by  which  convention  it  was  stipulated  that  a  cer¬ 
tain  sum  of  money  should  be  paid  at  London  within  a  Term  specified  in  the 
sd  Convention  as  a  ballance  due  on  the  part  of  Spain  to  the  Crown  and  Sub¬ 
jects  of  Great  Britain  which  Term  did  expire  on  the  25th  day  of  May  last  and 
the  paym*  of  the  said  Sum  agreed  by  the  sd  Convention  has  not  been  made 
according  to  the  Stipulation  for  that  purpose,  by  which  means  the  Conven¬ 
tion  abovementioned  has  been  manifestly  violated  &  broke  by  the  King  of 
Spain  and  our  Subjects  remain  without  any  satisfaction  or  Reparation  for  the 
many  Great  &  Grievous  losses  sustained  by  them :  We  have  tho’t  fit  for  ye 
vindicating  the  honour  of  Our  Crown  &  for  procuring  Reparation  and  Satis¬ 
faction  for  our  Injured  subjects  to  order  Reprisals  to  be  made  upon  the 
Crown  &  subjects  of  Spain.  And  We  do  therefore  by  virtue  of  these  presents 
authorize  &  impower  you  to  Issue  forth  and  grant  Commissions  of  Marque  & 
Reprisals  to  any  of  our  loveing  subjects  or  others  who  shall  apply  to  you  for 
the  same  and  whom  you  shall  deem  fitly  qualified  in  that  behalf,  For  Arme- 
ing  and  fitting  out  private  Ships  of  War  for  the  apprehending,  seizing  and 
taking  the  Ships,  vessels  &  goods  belonging  to  the  King  of  Spain,  his  vassals 
&  subjects  or  any  inhabiting  within  his  Countrys  Territories  &  Dominions  in 
the  West  Indies. 

Provided  always  that  before  any  such  Comission  or  Comissions  be  Issued 
forth,  security  be  given  upon  such  Comission  as  hath  been  used  in  such  cases. 
And  you  shall  insert  in  every  Commission  to  be  so  granted  by  you  all  such 
clauses  and  give  such  Directions  &  Instructions  to  the  Person  or  Persons  to 
whom  you  shall  grant  such  Comissions  as  have  been  usual  in  cases  of  the 
like  nature.  And  for  so  doing  this  shall  be  your  warrant.  And  so  we  bid 
you  farewell. 

Given  at  our  Court  at  Kensington  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  1739,  in  the 
thirteenth  year  of  our  Reign.

CRUISE  OF  A  VESSEL  WITH  LETTER  OF  MARQUE. 

Wednesday,  30  April,  1740. 

“Newport  in  New  England.  Capt.  Hall  in  a  sloop  of  30  Tons  and  29 
Men,  with  a  Letter  of  Marque,  Sailed  hence  for  Hispaniola  to  make  a

2  London. 
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Descent  on  a  small  Town  called  Port  o]  Plate  where  arriving  he  anchored 
under  the  Fort,  and  pretended  to  be  a  Carracca  Trader,  designing  to  land 
that  Night  and  surprise  the  Town,  but  was  prevented  by  the  Inhabitants 
keeping  a  good  Watch.  The  Governor  being  Sick  desir’d  Capt.  Hall  to 
send  his  Surgeon  to  bleed  him,  to  which  he  agreed;  the  next  Morning  while 
the  Doctor,  Quartermaster,  and  Linguist  (linguist)  ?  waited  on  the  Governor, 
7  of  the  Sloop  ’o  Men  surprised  the  Fort,  and  dismounted  the  Cannon;  then 
joining  their  Comerades,  and  making  19  in  Number  boldly  march’d  to  the 
Town,  and  notwithstanding  the  Spaniards  were  alarm’d  and  fir’d  on  them 
still  advanced,  the  other  retreating,  and  entered  the  Town,  and  plunder’d  it 
of  all  that  was  valuable,  which  amounted  to  about  100  1.  a  Head.  They 
lost  but  one  Man  in  the  Engagement  and  killed  3  and  wounded  one  of  the 
Spaniards  in  ye  Fort.” 

DECLARATION  OF  WAR  AGAINST  SPAIN. 

Sir  —  I  am  to  acquaint  you,  that  on  fryday  the  19th  instant  a  great  Council 
was  held  at  Kensington,  where  his  Majesty  approved  and  signed  a  declara¬ 
tion  of  War  against  Spain,  and  ordered  that  the  same  should  be  published 
on  Tuesday  the  23d  Instant  by  the  Heralds  at  Arms  in  the  usual  places  and 
with  the  accustomed  Formalities  on  the  like  occasions,  which  was  done 
accordingly. 

And  I  am  comanded  to  send  you  a  printed  Copy  of  the  said  Declaration 
and  to  signify  to  you  his  Majesty’s  Pleasure  that  you  cause  it  to  be  pro¬ 
claimed  in  the  places  under  your  Government  that  his  subjects  having  this 
notice  may  take  care  to  prevent  any  mischief  which  otherwise  they  might 
suffer  from  the  enemy  and  do  their  duty  in  their  several  Stations,  to  annoy 
the  subjects  of  Spain. 

And  his  Majesty  would  have  you  be  very  rigorous  and  severe  in  prevent¬ 
ing  any  Ammunition  or  Stores  of  any  kind  from  being  carried  to  them,  and 
you  are  to  use  all  proper  methods  that  may  be  most  effectual  for  this  Pur¬ 
pose.

LETTER  TO  GOV.  BELCHER  CONCERNING  AN  EXPEDITION 
TO  NEW  SPAIN,  &C. 

Whitehall,  January  5th,  1739-40. 

Sir,  —  His  Majesty  having  thought  fit  to  declare  War  against  Spain  and 
being  determined  by  all  possible  means  to  distress  and  annoy  the  Spaniards 
in  the  most  effectual  manner,  and  particularly  by  making  an  attempt  upon 
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some  of  their  most  considerable  settlements  in  the  West  Indies,  The  King 
has  been  pleased  for  that  purpose  to  order  a  large  body  of  Troops  under  the 
command  of  my  Lord  Cathcart,  a  Major  General  of  his  Majesty’s  forces,  to 
go  from  hence,  with  a  sufficient  Convoy  of  men  of  War  to  a  proper  place  in 
the  West  Indies  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose,  there  to  be  joyned  by  the 
Squadron  under  the  command  of  Vice  Admiral  Vernon,  now  in  the  West 
Indies  and  by  such  a  number  of  Troops  as  may  be  raised  in  his  Majesty’s 
Colonies  and  Islands  in  America. 

As  it  has  been  represented  to  the  King  that  a  very  considerable  number 
of  men  may  be  easily  had  upon  proper  Encouragement  in  the  British  Plan¬ 
tations  and  particularly  in  his  Majesty’s  Colonies  on  the  Continent  of  America 
to  serve  in  conjunction  with  the  regular  Troops  to  be  sent  from  hence,  I  am 
to  signify  to  you,  It  is  his  Majesty’s  pleasure  that  you  should  forthwith  make 
the  proper  disposition  for  raising  as  many  men  as  you  shall  be  able  to  pro¬ 
cure  within  your  Government. 

And  as  the  King  intends  that  the  Troops  to  be  raised  in  America  should 
be  commanded  by  Colonel  Spotwood,  the  whole  to  be,  however,  after  they 
shall  have  joyned  the  Regular  Troops,  under  the  command  of  my  Lord 
Cathcart,  General  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  all  his  Majesty’s  Troops  sent 
to  or  raised  in  America  (with  which  I  have  by  this  occasion  acquainted 
Col0.  Spotswood.) 

It  is  his  Majesty’s  pleasure  that  you  should  confer  or  correspond  with 
Col0  Spotswood  if  you  have  an  opportunity  upon  everything  that  may  relate 
to  the  performance  of  this  service. 

Col0  Blakeney  who  is  appointed  Adjutant  General  in  this  Expedition 
will  set  out  from  hence  as  soon  as  possible,  with  his  Majesty’s  Letters  and 
Authorities  to  you  and  the  other  Governors  of  his  Majesty’s  Colonies  on  the 
Continent  of  America,  for  making  the  said  Levies,  and  with  the  Kings  more 
particular  Instructions  and  Directions  relating  to  this  matter. 

In  the  mean  time  the  King  has  thought  proper  that  I  should  give  you 
this  previous  notice  that  you  may  be  making  the  necessary  Dispositions  in 
order  to  facilitate,  as  soon  as  possible  the  raising  the  Troops. 

Colonel  Blakeney  will  carry  with  him  a  considerable  Number  of  Arms, 
some  samples  of  cloathing  for  the  souldiers,  and  what  Mony  or  Credit  shall 
be  judged  requisite  for  the  performance  of  this  service. 

It  is  his  Majesty’s  Intention  to  give  all  proper  Encouragement  to  the  new 
Levies,  by  ordering  them  to  be  supplyed  with  Arms,  a  proper  cloathing  and 
to  be  paid  by  his  Majesty  with  an  Assurance  of  their  coming  in  for  their 
share  of  any  Booty  that  may  be  taken  from  the  Enemy,  and  of  their  being 
sent  back  to  their  respective  habitations,  when  the  service  shall  be  over, 
enless  any  of  them  shall  desire  to  settle  themselves  elsewhere. 

His  Majesty  will  order  to  be  sent  by  Col0  Blakeney  a  number  of  Blank 
Commissions  to  be  given,  by  the  Governors,  to  the  officers  that  are  to  com¬ 
mand  the  Troops  under  Col0  Spotswood. 

The  King  has  not  thought  proper  to  confine  you  to  any  particular  number 
of  men  to  be  raised  within  your  Government,  his  Majesty  depending  upon 
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your  care  and  zeal  for  his  service,  that  you  will  procure  as  many  as  you  pos¬ 
sibly  can. 

You  will  consider  how  much  the  time  presses  and  will  therefore  use  the 
utmost  Expedition  in  making  your  preparations. 

It  is  hoped  that  my  Lord  Cathcart  may  be  able  to  sail  from  hence  in  April 
or  May  next,  and  consequently  you  will  take  care  that  the  Troops  to  be 
raised  within  your  Government  may  be  ready  to  be  transported  in  time  to 
the  place  that  shall  be  appointed  for  the  General  Rendezvous  with  which 
Colonel  Blakeney  will  acquaint  you,  as  well  as  with  everything  else  that 
may  be  necessary  for  your  further  information  and  Instruction. 

You  will  be  considering  in  what  manner  to  provide  Transports  and  Pro¬ 
visions  and  even  if  it  be  necessary  you  will  secure  them  out  of  hand  for 
such  a  number  of  men,  as  you  shall  judge  you  may  be  able  to  get  within 
your  Government;  or,  you  will  correspond  with  any  of  the  Governors  of  the 
neighboring  Colonies  relating  to  this  matter  in  such  manner  as  you  shall 
think  proper. 

I  am  persuaded  I  need  not  say  any  thing  to  induce  you  to  use  your  utmost 
care  and  diligence  in  an  affair  of  this  Importance  and  for  the  promoting  the 
success  of  a  service  in  which  the  honour  of  his  Majesty’s  Crown  and  the 
interest  of  his  subjects  (especially  those  residing  in  America)  are  so  essen¬ 
tially  concerned. 

The  many  Injuries  and  Cruelties  which  the  Inhabitants  of  the  British 
Plantations  have  sufferred  from  the  violence  &  Depredations  of  the  Spaniards 
will  I  doubt  not  be  an  additional  motive  to  engage  all  his  Majesty’s  faithful 
subjects  there  to  exert  themselves  with  an  uncommon  zeal  on  this  occasion.

Guise  and  William  Blakeny,  Esqrs;  Three  Majors  of  Brigades,  Anthony 
Harman,  William  Rufane  and  the  other  not  nam’d.  Quarter-Master-General, 
Alexander  Spotswood,  Esq;  Adjuntant-General,  Edward  Wolf,  Esq;  Judge- 
Advocate,  James  Abercrombie,  Esq ;  Secretary  to  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
Hugh  Whiteford,  Esq;  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  Mr.  John  I.owcock.  Physician- 
General,  George  Martin,  M.D.  Surgeon-General,  Mr.  Thomas  Masie,  with 
two  Mates,  Mr.  George  Colquboun  and  Mr.  Joseph  Darby.  Commissary  of 
the  Musters,  James  Piteber,  Esq ;  Commissary  for  Stores,  David  Campbell, 
Esq;  Provost-Marshal,  Mr.  John  Cavallier,  with  two  Men. 


PREPARATIONS  FOR  THE  EXPEDITION  MADE  IN  BOSTON. 

At  a  Council  held  at  the  Council  Chamber  in  Boston,  upon  Monday, 
April  21,  1740,  according  to  order,  His  Majesty’s  declaration  of  war  against 
Spain  was  published  in  the  following  manner : 

About  eleven  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
(attended  by  the  troop  of  guards  and  two  foot  companies  of  militia),  with 
the  members  of  His  Majesty’s  Council,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  other  offi¬ 
cers  and  gentlemen,  walked  from  the  Province  House  to  the  Council  Cham¬ 
ber,  and  the  town  regiment  of  militia  and  troop  of  guards  being  drawn  up  in 
King  Street,  and  a  great  number  of  spectators  attending,  His  Majesty’s  decla¬ 
ration  of  war  was  read  in  the  balcony  of  the  Council  Chamber  by  the  Deputy 
Secretary,  and  from  him  published  with  an  audible  voice  by  Mr.  Richard 
Hubbard,  door-keeper,  &c.,  which  was  followed  with  huzzas  and  three  volleys 
from  the  regiment  and  troop  of  guards,  and  the  discharge  of  the  cannon  at 
Castle  William  and  the  batteries. 

And  then  His  Excellency’s  proclamation  for  encouraging  the  enlisting 
of  volunteers,  &c.,  was  published  out  of  the  balcony. 

George  II.  He  was  one  of  the  sixteen  peers  for  Scotland  in  the  eighth  Parliament 
from  the  Union;  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  horse  in  Ireland,  and  governor  of  Dun- 
cannon.  He  married  (1)  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Schaw,  Greenock,  and 
had  Charles  Schaw,  ninth  lord,  and  a  lieutenant  general  who  died  in  1776.  Lord 
Charles  married  (2)  in  1739  the  widow  of  Joseph  Sabine  of  Tring,  Herts,  and  died  of 
a  bloody  flux  at  Dominica  20  Dec.,  1740,  and  was  succeeded  as  commander  of  the  land 
forces  by  Thomas  Wentworth.  The  name  is  from  Kethcart,  Renfrewshire  and 
traces  back  to  Reynald  de  Kethcart,  1178.  The  lordship  was  created  by  James  II.  in 
1442.  Lord  Charles  Cathcart’s  chief  seat  was  at  Sundrum,  Ayrshire. 

8  Col.  Alexander  Spotswood  born  in  Tangier,  Africa,  in  1676,  served  under  Marl¬ 
borough  and  was  wounded  at  Blenheim.  He  was  governor  of  Virgiaia  1710-1723. 
He  was  a  deputy  quarter-master  general,  and  postmaster  in  1730.  He  was  a  zealous 
advocate  of  the  interests  of  Virginia.  He  died  at  Annapolis,  Md.,  7  June,  1740. 

s  Thomas  Wentworth  b.  1693,  son  of  Sir  Matthew  Wentworth,  third  baronet,  of 
Bretton,  Yorkshire,  matriculated  28  Jan.,  1709/10  at  University  College,  Oxford,  aged 
16.  He  married  at  Somerset  House  Chapel,  London,  3  July,  1720,  Elizabeth,  daughter 
and  co-heir  of  Robert  Lord,  Esq.,  of  London,  by  whom  he  had  no  issue. 

He  died  in  1747,  at  the  Court  of  Turin.  His  widow  died  at  Mill-Hill,  Hendon, 
Middlesex,  in  Sept.,  17SS,  aged  92. 
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At  a  Council  held  at  the  Council  Chamber  in  Boston,  upon  Monday,  the 
7th  July,  1740.  Sitting  the  General  Assembly.  His  Excellency  having  com¬ 
municated  to  the  Board  a  letter  from  Mr.  Anthony  Caverly  of  Boston,  offering 
to  use  his  endeavors  to  raise  a  number  of  men  for  the  intended  expedition 
under  my  Lord  Cathcart,  and  subsist  them  at  his  own  charge  till  they  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  General  of  the  American  troops,  and  to  wait  for  his  reim¬ 
bursement  from  His  Majesty;  and  praying  for  proper  powers  from  His 
Excellency  for  enlisting  men  for  that  purpose.  His  Excellency  asked  the 
advice  of  the  Council  thereon. 

And  the  matter  being  considered,  the  Council  are  of  opinion  that  the 
method  proposed  by  Mr.  Caverly  for  enlisting  men  is  not  agreeable  to  His 
Majesty’s  instructions  on  this  affair;  by  which  the  charge  of  our  raising 
soldiers  for  this  expedition  and  subsisting  them  until  their  arrival  at  their 
place  of  general  rendezvous  is  devolved  on  this  province;  and  this  Govern¬ 
ment  hath  cheerfully  made  provision  for  defraying  the  charge  thereof  accord¬ 
ingly;  and  therefore  that  His  Excellency’s  granting  such  power  to  enlist  men 
is  not  consistent  with  the  dispositions  aforesaid. 

His  Excellency  laid  before  the  Board  a  list  of  a  number  of  persons  that 
have  offered  themselves  to  serve  as  officers  in  the  intended  expedition  against 
the  Spaniards  under  my  Lord  Cathcart. 

And  the  following  persons  were  named  by  His  Excellency  to  be  captains 
or  commanders  of  companies  (to  be  by  them  raised  for  this  service)  to  be 
approved  of  by  the  Council,  viz. :  Captn.  Daniel  Goffe,  Captn.  Stephen  Rich¬ 
ards,  Coll0.  John  Prescott,  Major  Ammi  Ruhamah  Wise,  Mr.  Joshua  Barker, 
and  Mr.  Timothy  Ruggles.  and  the  matter  was  referred  for  consideration  for 
Wednesday  next. 

At  a  Council  held  at  the  Council  Chamber  in  Boston,  upon  Wednes¬ 
day,  July  9,  1740.  Sitting  the  General  Assembly.  His  Excellency 
having  again  nominated  the  six  gentlemen  named  on  Monday  last  to  be 
captains  of  companies  to  be  by  them  raised  for  the  expedition  against  the 
Spaniards,  viz. :  Captn.  Dan1.  Goffe,  Cpt.  Stephen  Richards,  Coll0.  John 
Prescott,  Major  Ammi  Ruhamah  Wise,  Mr.  Joshua  Barker,  and  Mr.  Timothy 
Ruggles.  The  Council  advised  to  their  being  appointed  captains  accordingly. 

His  Excellency  likewise  nominated  Mr.  Tho8.  Phillips,  Mr.  John  Furney, 
and  Mr.  George  Stewart  to  be  captains  pr  commanders  of  companies  to  be  by 
them  raised  for  the  said  expedition,  and 

The  Council  advised  to  their  being  appointed  captains  accordingly. 


At  a  Council  held  at  the  Council  Chamber  in  Boston,  upon  Thursday,  July 
10,  1 740.  Sitting  the  General  Assembly.  His  Excellency  sent  for  the  gentle¬ 
men  (in  town)  who  were  appointed  captains  in  the  designed  expedition 
against  the  Spaniards,  and  delivered  them  his  orders  for  enlisting  men,  and 
beating  for  volunteers  in  the  several  regiments  in  the  province. 
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At  a  Council  held  at  the  Common  Chamber  in  Boston,  upon  Monday,  the 
2 1st  July,  1740.  Voted ,  That  the  soldiers  enlisted  for  the  present  expedition 
appear  before  one  of  His  Majesty’s  justices  of  the  peace,  and  severally  declare 
that  they  did  at  such  a  time  voluntarily  enlist  in  His  Majesty’s  service  in  the 
expedition  against  the  Spanish  dominions  in  the  West  Indies  under  such  a 
captain,  and  that  they  are  ready  to  do  every  other  thing  that  can  be  reason¬ 
ably  required  of  them  to  qualify  them  for  His  Majesty’s  said  service  and  pay. 
And  that  the  said  justice  note  the  time  of  such  declaration,  in  order  to  give 
out  certificates  thereof  to  the  captains;  which  certificates  are  to  express  the 
place  of  such  soldier’s  birth,  his  age,  and  calling,  as  far  as  may  be  known.

LETTER  FROM  COL.  BLAKENEY  TO  GOV.  BELCHER. 

New  York,  21  July,  1740. 

Sir  —  I  have  received  the  favour  of  yours  of  the  9th  and  14th  instant,  in 
answer  to  which  you  will  be  pleased  to  follow  his  Majesty’s  Instructions  to 
you  with  regard  to  the  Levies  in  your  Province  and  to  give  the  Commissions 
as  far  as  they  will  go  to  the  first  of  the  Gentlemen  warranted  by  you  to  levy 
who  first  shall  have  compleated  their  Companies;  and  if  there  are  any  for 
whom  you  have  not  commissions  to  them  you  are  to  give  Certificates  of 
their  having  raised  their  several  Companies  and  that  pursuant  to  his  Majesty’s 
private  Instructions  to  you,  you  had  promised  them  Commissions  which  Cer¬ 
tificates  they  are  to  show  to  Lord  Cathcart  or  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  for 
the  time  being,  who  will  have  blank  Commissions  to  fill  up.  And  in  the 
meantime  you  are  to  furnish  them  with  money  for  their  subsistence,  (viz.) 
to  every  Commissioned  or  certifyed  officer  from  the  date  of  his  Commission  or 
Certificate  the  Captains  at  seven  shillings  and  six  pence  sterling  pr  day  each, 
the  first  and  second  Lieutenants  at  three  shillings  &  six  pence  pr  day 
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each,  the  Ensigns  and  Adjutant  at  two  shillings  pr  day  each,  the  surgeons 
mate  at  two  shillings  pr  day,  and  the  private  men  under  Commission  or 
Certificate  according  to  ye  enclosed  Estimate  for  a  Captain  &  his  Company 
which  I  now  send  you  in  case  of  any  mistake  in  what  was  formerly  sent  you. 

Of  two  Companies  compleated  here  the  Musters  have  been  made  up  from 
the  25th  June  last  to  24  August  next  both  days  included,  and  their  subsist¬ 
ence  for  that  time  has  been  Issued  to  their  respective  Captains  accordingly; 
the  twenty-fourth  day  of  the  month  being  the  general  pay  day  of  the  Army, 
to  which  day  the  Musters  are  made  up  every  two  months  and  to  which  the 
accounts  are  to  be  made  up  and  receipts  taken  payinge  each  months  subsist¬ 
ence  pr  advance  that  is  the  month  from  the  25th  Instant  to  the  24th  August 
next  inclusive  on  the  25th  Instant  and  so  on.  And  in  order  to  furnish  you 
with  money  for  such  subsistence  in  the  most  convenient  method  I  can  think 
of  for  your  care  and  the  advantage  of  ye  service  I  have  herewith  enclosed 
remitted  you  the  six  following  first  Bills  of  Exchange  (the  seconds  and 
thirds  whereof  shall  be  transmitted  to  you  next  Post)  dated  the  18th  inst.  at 
30  days  sight  to  your  order  on  Henry  Pelham,  Esq.  Pay  Master  General  &c.

Renounce,  Refuse  and  Abjure  any  Allegiance  or  Obedience  to  him.  And  I  do  Swear, 
That  I  will  bear  Faith  and  true  Allegiance  to  His  Majesty  KING  GEORGE  the 
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At  a  Council  held  at  the  Council  Chamber  in  Boston,  upon  Thursday,  the 
14th  August,  1740.  Advised,  That  John  Winslow,  Esqr,  be  appointed  a 
captain  of  a  company  of  volunteers  in  the  present  expedition  against  the 
•Spaniards,  in  the  room  of  Captn  Joshua  Barker,  who  has  resigned. 


Coll0.  William  Blakeney  having  signified  to  Ills  Excellency  that  those 
officers  that  could  not  have  His  Majesty’s  commissions  here  should  have  a 
certificate  from  His  Excellency  of  their  appointment, 

The  Secretary  prepared  the  form  of  a  certificate  for  the  captains  accord¬ 
ingly;  which  was  read  and  approved  of  by  the  Board. 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  advertise  in  public  prints  His  Excellency’s 
pleasure  that  the  officers  and  soldiers  repair  to  their  posts  in  order  to  a  gen¬ 
eral  muster  and  review  of  the  troops  raised  for  the  present  expedition  on 
such  day  as  His  Excellency  shall  appoint. 


At  a  Council  held  at  the  Council  Chamber  in  Boston,  upon  Monday, 
Sept.  8,  1740.  Sitting  the  General  Assembly. 

His  ’  Excellency,  by  the  advice  of  the  Council,  appointed  Joshua  Barker 
lieutenant,  and  Nathaniel  Eeles  ensign,  of  the  company  of  volunteers  under 
the  command  of  Capt”  John  Winslow,  and  delivered  them  their  certificates 
accordingly.

And  all  these  Things  I  do  plainly  and  sincerly  Acknowledge  and  Swear, 
according  to  these  express  Words  by  me  spoken,  and  according  to  the  plain  and  com¬ 
mon-sense  and  Understanding  of  the  same  Words,  without  any  Equivocation,  mental 
Evasion,  or  secret  Reservation  whatsoever.  And  I  do  make  this  Recognition,  Ac¬ 
knowledgement,  Abjuration,  Renunciation,  and  Promise,  heartily,  willingly  and 
truly,  upon  the  true  Faith  of  a  Christian.

Lt.  Col.  Daniel  Goff,  a  prominent  merchant  of  Boston,  had  by  his  wife, 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Elizabeth  Pemberton,  Daniel,  b.  26 
Jan.,  1715/6,  whose  marriage  intentions  to  Mary  Upham,  of  Boston,  were 
published  31  Jan.,  1739.  The  son  commanded  a  company  in  the  expedition 
in  which  he  lost  his  life.  His  widow,  Mary,  administered  on  his  estate,  4 
May,  1742. 

His  brother,  Christopher,  was  ensign  of  Capt.  Thomas  Phillips’  company. 
He  was  born  13  Mch.  1711/2.  The  Roll  of  Capt.  Goff’s  Co.  is  not  known 
to  be  in  existence. 

William  Foy,  b.  1  Nov.,  1716,  son  of  Hon.  William  and  Elizabeth  (Camp¬ 
bell)  Foy.  His  father,  William,  senior,  was  elected  treasurer  of  the  Mass. 
Province,  5  July,  1736,  and  served  till  22  June,  1753,  when  he  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  Hon.  Harrison  Gray.  He  died,  21  March,  1759,  aged  78  years, 
in  Milton.  The  son  went  to  Halifax,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  in 
1758. 

Ens.  George  Wadsworth,  of  Stoughton,  bapt.  16  Apr.,  1699,  in  Milton,  was 
the  son  of  Deacon  Ebenezer  and  Mary  Wadsworth.  He  married  Sarah 
Pitcher,  and  had  Susanna,  b.  26  Mch.  1721 ;  Abigail;  Esther,  b.  6  Feb. 
1722/3;  Ruth,  b.  12  Dec.,  1724;  Lydia,  b.  23  Mch.  1726;  Reccompense,  b. 
12  Feb.,  1729/30;  Phebe,  b.  30  June,  1732;  Christopher,  b.  14  June,  1733; 
John,  b.  12  Dec.,  1735.  His  widow  was  administratrix  on  his  estate  27  Nov., 
1741.  She  died  5  Apr.,  1768.

(Dr.)  John  Prescott,  b.  May  8,  1707;  grad.  Harvard  College  1727; 
m.  Ann,  dau.  of  Nathaniel  and  Susanna  (Willoughby)  Lynde.  He  settled 
in  Concord,  Mass.,  as  a  physician,  where  he  was  highly  esteemed  for  his 
professional  skill  and  excellent  character.  He  enlisted  one  hundred  men, 
which  he  commanded  in  the  unfortunate  expedition  to  Cuba,  in  1740.  Upon 
its  failure,  in  1743,  he  returned  to  this  country,  and  soon  after  was  sent  by 
the  Government  to  England,  where  he  was  treated  with  great  respect.  But, 
being  seized  with  the  small-pox,  he  died  of  that  disease  in  London,  Dec.  30, 
1743,  in  his  thirty-seventh  year.  In  testimony  of  The  esteem  in  which  his 
services  were  held,,  the  British  Government  conferred  upon  his  widow  an 
annual  pension  during  her  life.  She  died  May  12,  1795,  aged  88.  They  had 
three  sons  and  two  daughters. 

Jonathan  Houghton  was  born  in  Lancaster,  1703. 

William  Partridge,  b.  4  July,  1712,  was  the  son  of  William  Partridge  and 
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Rachel  Goff,  dau.  of  Christopher  Goff  of  Boston.  He  married  20  Nov.

Capt.  Thomas  Phillips,  son  of  Thomas  Phillips,  of  Boston,  married  (inten¬ 
tions  were  published")  3  June,  1730,  to  Bethia,  dau.  of  John  and  Bethiah 
Green  of  Boston. 

Thomas  Phillips  was  appointed  guardian  of  his  daughter  Jane,  age  5,  on 
24  Sept.,  1740;  and  James  Jarvis,  of  Roxbury,  innholder,  was  made  adminis¬ 
trator  of  the  estate  of  his  brother  Thomas  Phillips,  26  Mch.,  1 741-2,  and 
guardian  of  Jane  and  of  Thomas  Phillips,  son  of  Thomas,  age  7,  May  25, 
1741.  Thomas  and  his  brother  John  Phillips  were  in  partnership  as  mer¬ 
chants,  and  on  the  death  of  their  father,  Capt.  Thomas  received  as  part  his 
share  the  house  of  his  father  which  was  on  the  present  corner  of  Water 
and  Washington  streets. 

Josiah  Flagg,  b.  12  Nov.,  1712,  was  the  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Elizabeth 
Carter  Flagg,  of  Woburn.  He  removed  to  Boston  and  by  wife  Mary  Willis 
(m.  int.  29  Sept.,  1737)  had  Josiah,  b.  22  Oct.,  1738,  and  Stephen,  b.  24 
Dec.,  1739.  His  estate  was  settled  in  1741.  His  widow  became  a  retailer 
after  his  death  and  kept  on  Back  (Salem)  street.

George  Steuart,  a  Scotchman,  appeared  in  Boston  in  1711,  when  he  be¬ 
came  a  member  of  the  Scots  Charitable  Society.  He  was  also  a  prominent 
member  of  Kings  Chapel.  By  his  wife  Mary  he  had  Eliza,  b.  14  Dec.,  171 1, 
and  Charles,  bapt.  26  May,  1714.  The  mother  was  buried  28  May,  1714,  and 
he  married,  2  June,  1715,  Ruth,  b.  22  Feb.,  1691-2,  dau.  of  Dr.  John  Cutler} 
a  physician  of  Boston. 

By  his  second  wife  he  had  John,  b.  8  June,  1716  (who  married  12  Oct., 
1738,  Mary  Viscount),  and  Mary,  b.  13  Dec.,  1724,  and  James  who  was 
buried  17  Ap.,  1724.  John  and  Mary  (Viscount)  Steuart  had  John  Viscount 
Steuart,  b.  17  Aug.,  1740. 

George  Steuart  was  a  physician  or  surgeon  and  resided  in  half  of  a  double 
house  formerly  owned  by  his  father-in-law,  Dr.  John  Cutler,  which  was  on 
the  west  side  of  Washington  street,  the  land  running  back  to  the  Common, 
whose  bounds  were  further  to  the  eastward  than  at  present.  Before  sailing 
on  the  expedition,  which  proved  fatal  to  him,  Capt.  Steuart,  on  20  Sept.,  1740, 
made  his  will  (probated  2  Sept.,  1 741),  leaving  to  his  wife  Ruth  one-third 
his  estate,  and  to  his  daughter  the  balance,  less  small  legacies  to  his  son  and 
grandson,  John  Viscount  Steuart.  Benjamin  Faneuil  was  his  executor. 

Lieut.  James  Woodside’s  estate  was  administered  on  by  his  widow  June,  then 
residing  in  Boston,  on  14  Nov.,  1743.  He  is  spoken  of  as  formerly  of  Pema- 
quid.  Rev.  James  Woodside,  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  is  said 
to  have  come  to  Brunswick,  Me.,  with  his  son  William,  prior  to  1719,  and 
returned  to  England  previous  to  1726.  Capt.  William  Woodside  of  Fort 
George,  Pjepscot,  had  James,  b.  18  July,  1727.  Capt.  William  died  in  1764. 

John  Vryling  was  of  a  family  who  were  members  of  the  Old  South  Church, 
and  seems  to  have  been  a  son  of  John  Vryling  and  brother-in-law  of  Capt. 
John  Winslow.

Jamaica,  June  y®  25th,  1741." 


John  Winslow,  husbandman,  of  Marshfield,  son  of  Isaac  and  Sarah  (Hens¬ 
ley)  Winslow,  of  Marshfield,  was  born  May  27,  1702;  married,  Feb.  16, 
1726,  Mary  Little,  and  succeeded  to  the  Careswell  estate.  After  her 
decease,  he  married  a  widow  Johnson  (born  Barker),  of  Hingham.  He 
had  three  sons  :  Josiah,  Pelham,  and  Isaac.  Pelham  was  a  major  in  the 
British  army,  on  Long  Island,  in  1776,  and  died  there. 

John  Winslow  was  a  colonel  in  the  expedition  to  Nova  Scotia  in  1755, 
and  was  compelled  to  be  a  participator  in  the  exile  of  the  Acadians.  He 
has  been  blamed  for  the  cruel  removal  of  seven  thousand  people  from  their 
native  country,  for  the  ruining  of  their  homes  and  farms,  and  for  their  being 
scattered  throughout  the  English  colonies.  He  became  a  major-general  in  the 
British  line;  had  chief  command  of  several  expeditions  into  the  Kennebec 
country;  participated  in  the  conflict  in  Nova  Scotia  in  1755,  and  was  com¬ 
mander-in-chief  at  Fort  William  Henry,  on  Lake  Erie,  in  1756. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  says,  “  He  was  younger  brother  to  Capt.  Josiah,  and 
possessed  the  same  martial  spirit.”  “  Capt.  Josiah,”  eldest  son  of  Isaac  and 
Sarah  Winslow,  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1721,  and  was  killed  by 
French  and  Indians  at  St.  George’s  River,  Me.,  May  1,  1724.  Edward, 
another  brother  of  John,  for  some  years  was  judge  of  probate,  became  a 
royalist,  and  fled  to  Halifax,  where  he  died  in  1784,  aged  seventy  years. 

John  Winslow  died  at  Hingham,  April  17,  1774,  aged  seventy-two  years. 
His  portrait,  with  the  portraits  of  his  ancestors,  is  in  the  Library  of  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Historical  Society. 

Josiah  Barker,  b.  26  Aug.,  1712,  at  Pembroke,  Mass.,  was  a  son  of  Thomas 
and  Bethiah  (Little)  Barker.  He  married,  in  Oct.,  1746,  his  cousin  Abigail 
Barker.  He  was  to  have  been  captain  of  one  of  the  companies  in  1740,  but 
relinquished  the  command  to  Capt.  John  Winslow  and  became  lieutenant 
under  the  latter.  He  is  said  to  have  had  a  commission  in  the  regular  army, 
and  served  at  the  Siege  of  Havana  in  1 762. 

He  was  perhaps  the  ensign  in  Lord  Frederick  Cavendish’s  Regt.,  the 
Thirty  Fourth  Regiment  of  Foot  commissioned  Sept.,  1762.  During  the 
latter  part  of  his  life  he  is  said  to  have  enjoyed  a  pension  from  the  British 
government  for  his  service  in  the  regular  army ;  during  the  Revolution  he 
was  a  loyalist  residing  in  Hingham,  where  he  died  1  Jan.,  1785.  His  brother 
was  Lieut.  Francis  Barker,  father  of  Gen.  John  Barker. 

Samuel  Eelles,  b.  23  Feb.,  1705-6,  son  of  Rev.  Nath’l  and  Hannah  North 
Eelles,  of  Scituate. 
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He  married,  18  Dec.,  1729,  Hannah,  dau.  of  Rev.  Wm.  Withered,  of  Scit- 
uate,  and  had  eight  children. 

He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade,  and  died  9  May,  1741.

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Timothy  Ruggles  was  born  in  Rochester,  Mass.,  11  Oct.,  1711,  and  was  a 
son  of  Rev.  Timothy  and  Ruggles,  of  Rochester,  which  town  the  son 

represented  in  the  General  Court  in  1736.  lie  practised  law  successfully  and 
kept  the  tavern  at  Sandwich,  Mass.  He  moved  to  Hardwick,  Mass.,  in  1753. 

He  was  a  brigadier  general  of  Provincial  Troops  on  the  northern  border 
in  1753  and  second  in  command  at  the  battle  of  Lake  George  in  1755.  He 
was  also  a  delegate  to  the  Congress  held  in  New  York  in  1765  and  chosen 
President.  In  1757  he  was  appointed  a  Judge  of  the  Inferior  Court  of  Com¬ 
mon  Pleas  for  Worcester  County.  He  was  Speaker  of  the  Mass.  House  of 
Representatives  in  1762  and  1763.  A  councillor  in  1764,  he  was  one  of  the 
mandamus  councillors  of  1774,  which  so  increased  his  unpopularity  as  a  loy¬ 
alist,  that  he  took  refuge  in  Boston  and  embarked  for  Halifax  on  the  evacu¬ 
ation  in  1776. 

He  partly  organized  in  Nova  Scotia  a  body  of  loyal  militia,  and  became  a 
proprietor  at  Digby,  and  died  at  Wilmot,  N.S.,  4  Aug.,  1795.

Paul  1  Richards,  merchant,  received  from  Gov.  Richard  Nicoll  a  grant  of  a 
lot  on  Garden  street,  in  New  York,  in  1667.  His  youngest  son  Stephen  2  set¬ 
tled  in  New  York,  as  a  merchant,  and  made  his  will  7  Apr.,  1729;  his  chil¬ 
dren  were  Paul,3  Catherine,3  Elizabeth,3  John,3  Stephen,3  Henry,3  and  Elly.3 
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Stephen  3  Richards,  mariner,  mar.  (int.)  5  Apr.,  1728,  in  Boston  to  Esther, 
dau.  of  Josiah  and  Mary  Flint,  of  Boston,  and  granddaughter  of  Rev.  Josiah 
Flint,  of  Dorchester.  Paul3  Richards  was  a  distinguished  merchant  of  New 
York,  with  branches  in  other  towns.  He  died  without  issue,  leaving  his  estate 
to  his  widow  and  five  brothers  and  sisters,  his  brother  Stephen  3  being  one  of 
the  executors  in  1756.  The  widow  bequeathed,  in  1773,  to  Stephen  3  then  of 
Elizabethtown,  N.J.,  his  father’s  picture,  etc.  Stephen  3  Richards  made  his 
will  at  Elizabethtown  10  Sept.,  1776,  making  bequest  to  his  widow  Esther, 
nephews  and  nieces,  the  church  and  its  pastor  at  Elizabethtown.

Ammi  Ruhami  Wise  was  the  son  of  Rev.  John  and  Abigail  (Gardner) 
Wise,  of  Ipswich,  Mass.  The  father  was  a  chaplain  in  both  King  Philip’s 
War  and  in  the  1690  Expedition  to  Quebec.  He  married  ,  1713,  Mrs. 
Mary  Rindge,  who  outlived  him.  He  was  a  noted  merchant,  Justice  of  the 
Sessions  Court,  and  representative  from  Ipswich  in  1739,  1740.  He  died  14 
Aug.,  1749.  No  roll  of  a  company  enlisted  by  him  can  be  found.

In  the  House  of  Representves  Voted  that  the  sum  of  Six 
thousand  five  hundred  Pounds  be  granted  and  paid  out  of  the  Province 
Treasury  for  the  purchasing  a  suitable  vessel  to  guard  the  Coast  and  fitting 
for  the  Sea  and  equipping  her  with  twelve  carriage  guns  and  other  warlike 
stores;  and  that  Mr  Hutchinson  and  Cpt.  Watts  with  such  as  shall  be  joined 
by  the  Honble  Board  be  a  Committee  to  take  care,  with  the  Captain  Generals 
leave,  that  the  same  be  effected  in  the  cheapest  and  best  manner. 

In  Council;  Read  and  Concur’d  and  Jacob  Wendell  &  Richard  Bill  Esq” 
are  joined  in  the  affair.

August  29,  1740  Jacob  Wendell  Esqr  from  the  Committee  appointed  to 
make  an  estimate  of  the  charge  of  the  Guard  Vessel,  reported  as  follows; 
vizt., 

The  Committee  appointed  to  Estimate  the  charge  of  building  and  fitting 
the  Vessel  designed  for  the  service  of  the  Province  report,  as  their  Opinion, 
That  the  said  Vessel  with  her  appurtenances  fitted  to  the  Sea  in  the  most 
prudent  manner,  will  cost  (exclusive  of  Stores  of  War)  at  least  Six  thousand 
five  hundred  pounds,  the  sum  already  granted  by  the  Court  for  that  purpose, 
and  that  the  further  sum  of  Three  Thousand  five  hundred  Pounds  will  be 
necessary  in  order  to  procure  guns  and  other  needful  Warlike  Stores  for  the 
said  Vessel. 

Which  is  humbly  submitted ;  by  Order

April  1,  1741.  The  Secretary  carried  down  by  His  Excellency’s  Order  a 
Memorial  of  Cpt.  Edward  Tyng  to  His  Excellency,  moving  that  some  pro¬ 
vision  may  be  made  for  paying  the  charge  of  victualling  and  manning  His 
Majesty’s  Snow  the  Prince  of  Orange  1  under  his  command,  with  a  Message 
from  His  Excellency  that  the  House  would  take  the  matter  into  immediate 
consideration,  it  being  of  great  importance  to  the  interests  of  the  Province. 

1  The  loss  of  the  snow  Prince  of  Orange,  belonging  to  the  Province,  a  few  years 
later,  and  supposed  to  be  overset,  was  a  heavy  blow  upon  the  town  of  Marblehead,  the 
captain  and  most  of  tire  crew  belonging  to  that  town.

Edward  Tyng,  b.  19  Feb.,  1681/2  son  of  Edward  and  Elizabeth  (Clarke) 
Tyng,  of  Boston.  He  married  (1)  Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Capt.  Cyprian  Southack, 
and  widow  of  Francis  Parnel,  and  (2)  Ann,  dau.  of  Jonathan  Waldo. 

Edward  the  father  was  appointed  by  Sir  Wm.  Phips  governor  of  Acadia. 
On  returning  from  Port  Royal  in  Oct.,  1691,  in  a  vessel  commanded  by  Capt. 
John  Alden,  Tyng  and  John  Nelson  and  Alden’s  son  were  taken  prisoners  by 
M.  de  Bonaventure,  sent  to  Quebec,  and  thence  to  France  in  Sept.,  1692, 
where  Tyng  died  in  prison.  Edward  the  son  became  prominent  in  military 
and  naval  affairs.  26  June,  1744,  in  the  Boston  Town  meeting  “It  was 
Unanimously  Voted,  That  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  given  to  Capt.  Ed¬ 
ward  Tyng  Commander  of  the  Province  Snow  for  the  great  Service  he  has 
done  in  taking  and  bringing  in  to  this  Harbour  a  French  Privateer  Sloop  be¬ 
longing  to  Cape  Briton  Mounting  Sixteen  Guns  and  Mann’d  with  Ninety  four 
Men  Commanded  by  Capt  Delabroitz,  which  has  been  Cruising  in  our  Bay 
for  several  days  past;  and  that  the  Selectmen  desired  to  present  the  same  to 
him  accordingly.”  Boston  merchants  at  the  same  time  presented  a  silver  cup 
of  one  hundred  ounces. 

At  the  Siege  of  Louisburg  in  1745  he  commanded  the  Massachusetts 
Frigate.  He  died  in  Boston  in  1755.  His  only  surviving  child  was  Col. 
William  Tyng,  who  was  a  proscribed  loyalist,  and  went  to  St.  John,  New 
Brunswick,  six  lots  in  that  place  being  granted  him.  He  resided  there  till 
1784,  at  Georgetown,  1 785,  and  settled  atGorham,  Me.,  in  1 793,  where  he  died 
10  Dec.,  1807.  He  was  commissioned  a  colonel  by  Gage  in  1774,  and  was 
chief  justice  of  the  Court  of  Judicature  in  New  Brunswick. 


AN  INVENTION  TO  PRESERVE  THE  TOWN  OF  BOSTON. 

May  it  please  the  Governour  of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  to 
heare  the  following  picie  of  Nuse  Viz  — 

That  here  is  of  late  Inventions  Contrived  in  Such  maner  that  may  be  of 
Grate  Use  to  Sudenly  Defeate  a  ffleet  of  Ships  of  war  if  they  should  Come  to 
Anoy  your  town  of  Boston 
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But  as  I  am  altogether  a  Stranger  and  unknown  to  the  Governour  this 
may  seem  as  an  Idle  Tale  unless  I  should  offer  Sum  further  Curcumstances 
besides  my  own  relating  of  the  matters  of  fact. 

And  therefore  I  must  further  relate  the  matter  thus  Some  parts  of  these 
Schemes  came  under  my  notice  last  December  and  were  further  Ripened  in 
the  month  of  february 

And  then  I  thought  fitt  to  Comunicate  them  to  the  Governour  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  for  their  Safety.  And  in  my  way  I  called  to  See  the  Governour  of 
the  Jerseys  and  Shewed  to  him  my  Schemes  upon  which  he  wass  pleased  to 
write  the  following  letter  — 

Trenton,  february  23d  1740 

Sir  /  the  bearer  hereof  Josiah  Quinby  has  been  long  a  Neighbour  of  mine  in 
the  province  of  NewYork.has  a  very  Good  machanical  head  and  has  been  suc¬ 
cessful!  in  several  projections  he  is  now  upon  a  Scheme  of  an  Extraordinary 
nature  that  will  be  of  use  and  wonderfull  advantage  Especially  to  these 
American  parts  and  particularly  to  your  City  of  Philadelphia,  If  it  Succeeds, 
one  part  of  it  is  by  five  Vessels  contrived  and  managed  in  a  particular  manner 
to  destroy  any  Number  of  Ships  of  war  comeing  to  Atack  any  Seaport  of 
place  Scituate  upon  a  navigable  river  and  that  without  much  danger  to  the 
defendents  or  place  beseiged  the  other  is  by  machines  of  no  Grate  Expence, 
to  burn  the  Sailes  or  riging  of  any  Such  Ships  and  in  probability  the  Ships 
them  Selves  in  case  the  burneing  the  Sails  will  do  it  before  or  as  soon  as 
they  can  reach  the  place  he  has  a  large  Share  of  natural  Abelities  of  mind 
and  being  a  Quaker  is  willing  to  believe  his  Scheme  will  not  prove  unac¬ 
ceptable  to  friends  being  Calculated  only  to  destroy  Ships  and  not  to  take 
away  the  lives  of  men  he  has  Comunecated  his  Schemes  to  me  as  I  Suppose 
he  will  to  you  and  Mr.  penn  if  you  desire  it,  but  in  such  a  maner  as  not  to 
be  made  publick  without  his  Consent,  to  me  who  have  not  a  Competent 
Knowledg,  in  the  machines,  to  form  a  proper  Judgment  Concerning  them, 
they  carry  an  appearance  of  probability,  but  you  may  have  some  Knowing 
men  that  may  discover  their  defects  or  render  them  more  for  the  purpose  in¬ 
tended  than  they  are  —  should  there  be  any  occasion  to  use  them,  which  I 
hope  you  never  will  have  and  am

four  Considerable  men  have  offered  it  to  the  Assembly  in  New  York  as 
follows

Sets  forth 

That  wee  have  seen  mr.  Josiah  Quinbys  Six  late  Inventions  and  to  us  there 
seems  to  be  grate  power  of  Defence  in  them  against  an  Enemy,  who  shall 
Come  to  Invade  new  York  or  other  Citys  Either  in  America  or  Elswhere 
Some  of  them  wee  think  will  Considerably  Effect  his  majesties  Navy  and  be 
a  Strong  bulwark  to  help  secure  many  Citys  in  this  nation  and  that  without 
any  very  grate  charge,  One  of  his  Said  Inventions  wee  think  will  be  a  very 
grate  help  to  secure  new  York  from  Invasions  by  Sea 

And  that  is  he  hath  Contrived  a  way  to  Spring  Graplings  with  chaines  to 
grate  advantage  Either  from  of  the  Shore  or  from  one  Vessel  to  another  he 
Can  Cause  them  to  Jump  into  the  riging  of  Ships  so  that  a  thousand  men 
cannot  Easeyly  Git  them  off  in  a  Surprise 

Wee  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  one  man  Can  move  Easeyly  and 
Effectually  Spring  a  Hundred  Graplings  into  the  riging  of  an  Enemys  Ship 
by  and  with  the  new  Invention  than  a  hundred  men  Can  Spring  one  grap- 
ling  into  Said  Riging  by  all  or  any  of  the  Inventions  which  have  been  in 
Use  heretofore  in  the  navy  of  England  and  if  our  Enemys  Shiping  Should 
Come  to  an  Ancor  in  New  York  harbour,  by  this  power  of  catching  and 
holding  fast  and  by  some  other  of  his  new  Contrivences  depending  thereon 
wee  can  Easyly  show  you  that  our  Enemy  Cannot  stand  here  before  us,  for 
it  makes  this  Invention  so  strong  that  Each  of  us  (With  this  Invention  a 
very  large  Wood  Boat  or  a  little  Sea-Sloop  and  two  or  three  more  hands  to 
Assist)  had  much  rather  fight  a  forty  Gun  Ship  without  any  more  help  than 
to  fight  a  forty  Gun  Ship  with  a  nother  forty  gun  Ship  of  Equal  force  in  the 
Usual  way  of  fighting  and  by  this  Invention  we  think  wee  should  be  in  less 
danger  our  selves  than  to  fight  Ships  with  Ships  as  Afore  Said,  and  a  grate 
deal  more  likely  to  prevail  Victoriously  against  our  Enemy. 

And  in  this  Said  Invention  there  is  an  admirable  Advantage  to  be  had  by 
night  against  any  bomb  Ships  that  Shall  lye  within  two  or  three  miles  of  a 
town  to  throw  their  Bombs  therein  for  they  may  Quickly  be  Defeated  or 
Destroyed. 

In  Conclusion  we  are  so  confirmed  in  the  power  of  this  Invention  Con¬ 
cerning  fighting  and  defeating  of  Shipping  as  Afore  Said  that  if  you  think 
New  York  is  not  Every  way  Sufficienty  fortified  with  forts  and  Batterys  all 
ready  against  the  Strongest  Invasions  by  Sea  then  you  may  Chuse  a  Safe 
Committe  (that  will  keep  secresy  as  farr  as  this  Case  requires)  to  see  this 
Invention  and  wee  will  present  it  to  them  in  such  a  light  as  they  will  well 
Understand  it,  And  if  they  on  Deliberate  Consideration  think  with  us  that  it 
will  be  a  powerfull  defence  wee  are  then  ready  to  undertake  on  reasonable 
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termes  to  destroy  or  defeate  the  first  french  or  Spanish  Ships  of  War  that 
shall  Come  to  Anoy  new  York. 

And  as  to  Mr  Quinbys  part  he  says  you  may  take  and  Use  this  Invention 
for  your  own  Safety  and  Allow  him  what  you  your  Selves  Judge  reasonable 
for  his  projecting  for  you  —  Gentlemen  wee  waite  your  Answers  &  are

These  are  to  direct  you  forthwith  to  take  on  board  the  Transport  Brigan¬ 
tine  Elizabeth  whereof  you  are  Master,  the  Foot  Company  under  the  par¬ 
ticular  Command  of  Captain  Thomas  Phillips  raised  for  His  Majesty’s  Service 
in  the  Expedition  against  the  King  of  Spain’s  Dominions  in  the  West  Indies 
whereof  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Cathcart  is  Commander  in  Chief : 
And  then  Proceed  with  the  first  fair  wind  to  the  Harbour  of  sandy  Hook 
within  the  Province  of  New  York  and  there  Anchor,  and  go  from  thence  in 
Person  to  the  City  of  New  York  and  there  Wait  on  the  Honourable  Colonel 
William  Blakeny,  and  take  His  Order,  for  your  further  Proceeding  towards 
the  Place  of  Rendezvous  for  His  Majesty’s  American  Troops;  and  from 
thence  proceed  according  to  such  Orders  as  you  shall  receive  from  the 
Honourable  Colonel  William  Gooch  1  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  said 
American  Troops,  Or  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  said  Troops,  for  the 
Time  being,  till  you  Arrive  at  the  Place  of  General  Rendezvous  of  His 
Majesty’s  Forces  under  the  Command  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord 
Cathcart  Commander  in  Chief  of  all  His  Majesty’s  Forces  for  the  said  Expe¬ 
dition,  and  there  apply  yourself  to  His  Lordship  (Or  the  Commander  in 


xCol.  William  Gooch  was  born  in  Yarmouth,  Eng-.,  21  Oct.,  1681. 

He  served  under  Marlborough  and  in  the  rebellion  of  1715.  In  the  campaign  of 
1740-1  his  health  was  greatly  impaired  by  wounds  and  the  climate.

And  upon  your  Arrival  at 
the  Place  of  General  Rendezvous  aforesaid  you  are  to  be  in  the  immediate 
Service  and  in  the  Pay  of  His  Majesty  till  your  Return  to  this  Place,  as  you 
will  find  by  His  Majesty’s  Instructions  to  Me,  Copy  whereof  you  have  here¬ 
with  delivered  you.  —  You  must  take  care  that  the  Provisions  laid  in  for  your 
Company  and  the  Company  of  Soldiery  transported  in  your  Vessel  be  care¬ 
fully  Husbanded  (the  men  having  their  Usual  Allowance  of  Provisions)  And 
see  that  there  be  no  waste,  or  Embezzelment  thereof,  And  when  you  and  the 
Company  Transported  by  you  shall  be  at  His  Majesty’s  finding,  if  there 
should  then  be  any  of  the  Provisions  belonging  to  the  Province  remaining  in 
your  Hands,  You  must  dispose  of  it  to  the  best  Advantage,  And  be  accompt- 
able  to  this  Government  for  the  same.

Extract  of  Letters  from  Vice-Admiral  Vernon  and  Brigadier  Wentworth, 
Commander  in  Chief  of  His  Majesty’s  Forces  in  the  West-Indies,  to  his 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  one  of  his  Majesty’s  Principle  Secretaries  of 
State,  dated  in  Cartagena  Harbour,  April  1,  1741. 

On  Feb.  25,  Vice-Adm.  Vernon  weigh’d  Anchor  from  Irish  Bay  in  His¬ 
paniola,  with  the  Squadron  and  Transports  under  his  Command,  being  in  all

124  Sail;  and  on  March  4,  in  the  Evening,  they  anchor’d  in  Playa  Grande 
(formerly  a  Plain)  to  Windward  of  the  Town  of  Cartagena. 

On  the  9th,  Sir  Chaloner  Ogle  (who  was  appointed  to  command  the 
Attack  of  the  Forts  and  Batteries  on  Tierra  Bomba)  mov’d  forward  with  his 
Division;  and  Vice-Adm.  Vernon  weigh’d  and  mov’d  after  him  with  his 
Division,  and  all  the  Transports,  leaving  Mr  Lectock  with  his  Division  at 
Anchor  behind.  The  small  Fort  of  Chamba  [See  Fort  (1)  in  the  Plan] 
fired  a  few  Guns,  but  was  deserted  as  soon  as  the  Ship  posted  there  began 
to  fire.  At  a  Fascine  Battery  erected  between  that  and  the  Fort  St.  Jago, 
the  Enemy  had  not  Time  to  mount  any  Guns,  so  there  was  no  Fire  from 
thence ;  and  the  Norfolk,  Russel,  and  Shrewsbury,  being  anchor’d  very  close 
under  the  Forts  [D,  E]  of  St.  Jago  and  St.  Phillip,  made  so  warm  a  Fire, 
that  in  less  than  an  Hour  they  drove  the  Enemy  out  of  them ;  and  the  same 
Evening  our  Grenadiers  made  a  Descent  under  the  Walls  of  those  Forts,  and 
took  Possession  of  them. 

The  10th,  the  two  Regiments  of  Harrison  and  Wentworth,  and  the  six 
Regiments  of  Marines,  landed  without  Opposition. 

On  the  nth,  we  got  our  Tents  and  Tools  ashore,  clear’d  the  Ground  and 
encamp’d. 

All  the  Artillery  and  Ordnance  Stores  were  brought  ashore  by  the  15th. 

The  Admiral  having  Notice  from  Brig.  Wentworth,  that  his  Men  were 
galled  by  the  Fire  of  a  Fascine  Battery  from  the  opposite  Side  of  the 
Harbour,  call’d  the  Barradera  Side  [or  the  Island  of  Varu]  sent  Boats  with 
a  Number  of  Men,  The  Boats  commanded  by  Capt.  Watson,  of  the  Admiral’s 
own  Ship,  with  the  Captains  Norris  and  Colby  under  him;  and  the  Men 
when  landed,  were  to  be  commanded  by  Capt.  Boscawen,  having  under  him 
the  Captains  Laws  and  Coates.  They  landed  about  a  Mile  to  the  Leeward  of 
this  Fascine  Battery,  which  was  of  15  twenty-four  Pounders,  under  a  small 
Battery  of  5  Guns,  which  they  knew  nothing  of ;  but  they  leap’d  resolutely 
into  it,  and  surprised  the  Enemy,  so  as  to  receive  but  little  Damage,  and 
secured  those  Cannon.  This  gave  an  Alarm  to  the  Enemy  at  the  other,  who 
had  Time  to  point  two  of  their  Guns  against  us,  but  with  little  Effect ;  and 
our  Men  rushing  on  boldly,  made  themselves  Masters  of  that  also,  and  kept 
Possession  of  them  till  they  had  spiked  up  all  their  Guns,  tore  up  and  burnt 
their  Platforms  with  the  Carriages,  and  brought  off  six  wounded  Prisoners, 
with  an  inconsiderable  Loss  on  our  Side.  This  Success  was  a  great  Relief 
to  our  Troops  on  the  other  Shore. 

Brigadier  Wentworth  has  caused  a  Battery  of  Mortars  to  be  raised,  which 
much  incommoded  the  Enemy  in  the  Castle  of  Boccachica  [B]  and  on  the 
22d  a  Battery  of  20  twenty  four  Pounders  began  to  play  upon  that  Castle. 
The  Enemy  in  the  mean  Time  being  diligently  at  work  repairing  the  Fascine 
Battery,  had  got  two  Guns  mounted  to  play  from  thence,  and  were  working 
to  add  more;  upon  which  the  Admiral  order’d  a  Ship  close  under  the  Shore 
to  rake  that  Battery. 

On  the  23d,  Commodore  Lestock  in  the  Boyne,  with  the  Prince  Frederick, 
Hampton-Court,  Suffolk,  and  Tilbury,  went  in  to  batter  Boccachica  Castle 
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and  the  Enemy’s  Ships;  but  the  Boyne  falling  to  Leeward,  and  being  open 
to  much  of  the  Enemy’s  Fire,  was  call’d  off  that  Evening;  the  rest  continu’d 
there;  and  the  Princess  Amelia,  that  was  fallen  further  to  Leeward  than  was 
intended,  lay  fair  to  silence  the  new-mounted  Guns  on  the  Fascine  Battery, 
and  did  so  accordingly,  which  was  a  great  Preservative  to  the  Men  playing 
our  Battery  ashore,  and  in  the  Camp,  as  the  Enemy’s  Shot  went  over  the  Hill 
into  the  Camp. 

On  the  24th  our  Ships  renew’d  their  Fire ;  but  the  Prince  Frederick  and 
Hampton-Court  being  much  gall’d  by  the  Shot  from  the  Enemy’s  Ships, 
were  call’d  off;  on  which  Station  his  Majesty  lost  a  brave  Officer  in  Lord 
Aubrey  Beauclerc,  Commander  of  the  Prince  Frederick,  who  would  have 
been  an  Honour  to  his  noble  Family  and  his  Country,  being  of  a  sedate  as 
well  as  a  resolute  Temper.  About  Noon  the  Admiral  sent  all  his  Boats  again 
to  the  Attack  of  the  Fascine  Battery,  where  the  Enemy  had  mounted  six 
Guns;  but  our  Men  who  landed  from  the  Boats  having  Time  and  Day-light 
for  it,  destroy’d  the  Guns,  broke  up  all  the  Platforms,  set  everything  on  Fire, 
and  drew  some  of  our  Boats  over  a  Neck  of  Land,  and  boarded  and  burnt  a 
Sloop  that  lay  there  to  supply  that  Battery  with  Ammunition. 

A  tolerable  Breach  being  made  in  Boccachica,  Brigadier  Wentworth  came 
off  on  the  25th,  to  give  the  Admiral  an  Account  of  his  Intentions  to  assault 
the  Breach  an  Hour  before  Night.  Upon  which  the  Admiral  made  a  Signal 
for  the  Boats  again,  and  sent  them  in  to  make  a  seasonable  Diversion,  under 
the  chief  Command  of  his  Engineer,  Capt.  Knowles,  who  carried  with  him 
some  Coehorn  Mortars  and  Patareroes,  which  it  was  judged  might  be  used 
against  St.  Joseph’s  Fort  [A].  Capt.  Knowles  had  with  him  the  Captains 
Watson,  Cotes,  Dennis,  Cleland,  and  Broderick.  They  gote  to  the  Fascine 
Battery,  and  landed  and  drew  their  Men  together  before  the  Time  of  our 
Forces  marching  to  the  Attack  of  Boccachica  Castle,  which  must  have  con¬ 
tributed  to  throw  the  Enemy  into  some  Confusion,  Our  Grenadiers,  at  the 
Time  Brigadier  Wentworth  had  appointed,  mov’d  in  very  good  Order  to  the 
Assault,  expecting  a  vigorous  Resistance;  but,  to  his  great  Surprize,  as  soon 
as  our  Grenadiers  began  to  mount  the  Breach,  the  Enemy  fled  out  of  the 
Castle,  without  firing  one  Musket  Shot. 

Immediately  after  this  the  Enemy  began  to  set  Fire  to  one  of  their  Ships; 
where  upon  our  Men  observing  the  Consternation  they  were  in,  resolved  to 
row  in  their  Boats  close  under  the  Lee  Shore,  and  storm  St.  Joseph’s  Fort  from 
their  Boats,  which  they  did  accordingly,  and  found  only  three  drunken  Span¬ 
iards.  Flush’d  with  this  Success,  and  finding  the  Enemy  were  upon  sinking 
their  Ships,  they  row’d,  as  they  were  now  got  within  the  Boom,  and  boarded 
the  Admiral  Don  Bias’s  oivn  Ship  the  Galicia,  in  which  they  took  Prisoners 
the  Captain  of  the  Ship,  the  Captain  of  the  Marines,  an  Ensign,  and  sixty 
Men,  who  not  having  had  Boats  to  escape  in,  had  delay’d  sinking  the  Ship 
till  they  could  have  got  off.  This  done,  our  Men  went  and  cut  the  Boom,  to 
make  all  clear  for  the  Ships  the  next  Day,  leaving  Officers  and  Men  on 
board  the  Galicia,  where  they  had  found  both  Flag  and  Colours  flying,  and 
an  Officer  in  St.  Joseph’s  Fort. 
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On  the  26th,  the  Admiral  hasten’d  into  the  Harbour,  to  make  proper  Dis¬ 
positions  ;  but  though  he  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  get  in,  he  found  it  matter 
of  Difficulty,  especially  as  the  Enemy  had  sunk  the  San  Carlos  and  Africa 
in  the  best  of  the  Channel,  and  the  St.  Philip,  which  they  had  burnt  and 
blown  up,  was  yet  burning  on  the  Lee  Shore;  so  that  the  Admiral  was  above 
three  Hours  working  through,  after  he  anchor’d  in  the  Narrows,  before  he 
could  get  to  sail  up  the  Harbour,  which  he  did  about  two  Leagues  the  same 
Evening.  And  our  getting  in  now  was  the  more  providential,  as  we  have 
had  very  blowing  Weather  ever  since.  The  same  Evening  there  got  in  with 
the  Admiral  the  Burford  and  Orford  of  his  Division. 

The  27th,  The  Admiral  gave  Orders  to  Capt.  Griffin,  in  the  Burford,  with 
Ld.  Augustus  Fitzroy,  in  the  Orford,  to  advance  as  fast  as  the  Wind  would 
let  them,  for  posting  themselves  across  the  Harbour,  as  near  as  they  could 
just  without  Gunshot  of  1  Castillo  Grande,  for  cutting  it  off  from  all  Com¬ 
munication  by  Water  as  soon  as  might  be;  which  they  could  move  but  slowly 
in,  the  Wind  blowing  right  down  the  Harbour.  The  same  day  the  Worcester 
got  up  to  the  Admiral,  who  sent  her  to  anchor  close  to  a  Wharf  where  there 
was  a  good  Crane,  and  a  Spring  of  Water,  which  he  thought  necessary  to 
secure  for  the  Service  of  the  Fleet.  The  Weymouth,  with  Captain  Knowles, 
getting  in  the  same  Afternoon,  the  Admiral  sent  him  with  the  Cruizer  Sloop 
to  destroy  the  Enemy’s  Batteries  at  Passo  Cavallos,  and  to  seize  what  Hulks 
were  there,  which  he  executed  the  28th,  having  destroy’d  two  Batteries  of 
eight  Guns  on  each  Side  the  Entrance  into  Passo  Cavallos  [e]  and  rendered 
those  Guns  unserviceable,  by  spiking  them  up  and  knocking  off  their  Trun¬ 
nions,  and  brought  out  four  large  Hulks  that  may  be  very  useful  to  us  for 
our  second  descent,  and  the  Watering  our  Ships. 

Sir  Chaloner  Ogle  got  in  with  his  Ship  the  27th  at  Night,  and  the  28th 
work’d  up  between  the  Admiral  and  his  two  advanced  Guards;  but  there 
are  only  got  up  to  him  yet  of  his  Division,  the  Rippon,  Jersey  and  the  Ex¬ 
periment. 

The  Torbay  and  the  two  Fire-ships  of  the  Admiral’s  Division  got  up  to  him 
the  30th  in  the  Morning,  as  did  the  Evening  of  the  same  Day  the  Chiches¬ 
ter,  of  his  Division,  and  two  Bomb-Ketches. 

The  Enemy  are  acting  in  a  sort  of  Despondency,  having  sunk  all  their 
Galleons  and  other  Ships  across  the  Mouth  of  the  upper  Part  of  their  Har¬ 
bour  above  Castillo  Grande,  except  the  Conquistador  and  Dragon,  the  two 
remaining  Men  of  War  of  the  King  of  Spain’s,  and  a  Ship  wearing  French 
Colours,  in  order  entirely  to  choak  up  that  Channel  into  the  upper  Part  of 
the  Harbour. 

On  the  30th,  in  the  Evening,  the  Admiral  ordered  his  Engineer,  Captain 
Knowles,  in  the  Weymouth,  to  discover  what  he  could  of  the  Enemy :  He 
getting  that  Night  a  little  above  the  Admiral’s  advanced  Guards,  observed 
the  Enemy  were  very  busy  in  moving  about  with  thirteen  Launches,  and  the 
next  Morning  he  discovered,  that  they  had  sunk  their  two  remaining  Men  of 


1  Castillo  Grandee,  on  the  point  of  the  neck  of  land,  marked  (q),  formerly  called 
S.  Cruz.  (Sec  plan  aforesaid.) 
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War,  the  Conquistador  and  Dragon,  both  of  sixty  Guns,  and  were  removing 
things  out  of  Castillo  Grande,  of  which  he  immediately  gave  notice  to  Sir 
Chaloner  Ogle,  who  lay  between  the  Admiral  and  his  advanced  Guards,  the 
Burford  and  Orford :  He  ordered  Capt.  Knowles  to  advance  with  his  Ship 
and  fire  on  the  Castle,  to  see  if  they  would  return  it,  which  he  observing  they 
did  not,  immediately  made  the  Signal  for  the  Boats  mann’d  and  arm’d,  who 
row’d  up  directly  to  the  Castle,  and  took  Possession  of  it  without  Opposition. 
The  Admiral  has  made  Capt.  Knowles  Governor  of  it,  he  being  well  qualified 
to  make  his  Remarks  from  it,  how  we  may  take  our  Advantages  to  push  on 
still  succesfully. 

We  hope  soon  to  get  in  all  our  Bomb-Ketches  to  play  upon  the  Town; 
and  we  shall  now  be  able  to  land  our  Forces  within  a  League  of  the  Town, 
which  could  not  have  been  done  nearer  than  three  Leagues,  without  our 
being  Masters  of  Castillo  Grande. 

And  now  we  are  in  full  Possession,  we  may  truly  say,  it  was  as  narrow  a 
Channel,  as  difficult  of  Access,  and  as  good  a  Disposition  made  to  defend  it, 
as  we  can  apprehend  to  be  any  where  in  the  World,  for  the  Enemy  had  above 
two  Hundred  Pieces  of  Cannon  from  Forts,  Batteries,  and  Ships,  that  lay  all 
to  play  upon  any  thing  coming  in,  within  the  Compass  of  a  Mile  round. 

The  1st  of  April  in  the  Morning  the  Admiral  got  to  an  Anchor  in  his  own 
Ship,  close  by  Castillo  Grande;  and  is  getting  some  of  his  Ships  at  work,  to 
try  to  heave  the  Masts  out  of  the  sunk  Ships  to  make  a  Channel  over  those 
sunk  in  deepest  Water,  that  his  Ships  may  get  in  to  secure  a  safe  Descent 
to  the  Army,  under  the  Fire  of  our  Guns;  it  being  resolved  in  a  Council  of 
War  to  use  all  possible  Expedition  to  cut  off  the  Communication  of  the  Town 
on  the  Land  side,  and  to  make  a  Descent  at  the  most  convenient  Place 
nearest  the  Town.  Some  of  our  Officers  were  killed  by  the  Enemy’s  Cannon, 
amongst  whom  are  Col.  Douglas,  Col.  Watson  of  the  Train,  Lieut.  Col. 
Sandford,  Mr.  Moor  the  chief  Ingineer,  and  Lieut.  Irwin. 

Since  we  wrote  last  from  Jamaica,  Capt.  Douglas  has  taken  two  Spanish 
Prizes  coming  from  St.  Jago  for  this  Port;  Capt.  Trevor,  who  was  cruizing 
of  Santa  Martha,  has  taken  a  Register  Ship,  and  an  Avise,  both  from  Cadiz, 
bound  to  this  Port,  with  Letters  of  the  2d  of  February,  N.  S.  and  Capt. 
Mostyn,  in  the  Deptford,  cruizing  to  the  Leeward  of  this  Port,  has  taken  a 
small  Spanish  Ship  from  Ferrol,  and  a  Snow  from  Porto  Bello,  which  had 
been  to  carry  a  Battalion  from  hence  thither. 

Note

The  Princess  Amelia  to  lead  with  the  Starboard,  and  the  Suffolk  with  the 
Larboard  Tacks  on  Board.  But  if  I  shall  find  it  necessary  from  the  different 
Motions  of  the  Enemy,  to  change  our  Order  of  Battle,  to  have  those  who 
are  now  appointed  to  lead  on  the  Starboard  Tack,  to  continue  to  lead  the 
Fleet  on  the  Larboard  Tack  on  our  going  about,  or  those  now  to  lead  on  the 
Larboard  Tack,  on  the  contrary  to  do  the  same,  as  the  Exigency  of  the  Service 
may  require;  I  will,  with  my  Signal  for  Tacking,  hoist  a  Dutch  Jack  on  the 
Flag  Staff,  under  the  Union  Flag,  the  usual  Signal  for  Tacking,  when  they 
are  to  continue  to  lead  the  Fleets  on  their  respective  Tacks  accordingly.

1  Edward  Vernon,  b.  12  Nov.,  16S4,  at  Westminster,  Eng-.,  was  descended  from  the 
Vernons  of  Normandy  through  Warnie  de  Vernon,  4th  Baron  of  Shipbrooke,  time 
of  Henry  III.  He  went  to  sea  in  1702  as  2d  Lieut,  of  the  Resolution.  He  com¬ 
manded  the  Dolphin  1706,  Assistance  1714,  Grafton  1726.  He  was  made  Vice-Ad¬ 
miral  of  the  Blue  9  July,  1739.  He  was  for  many  years  an  opposition  member  of 
Parliament,  having  been  returned  for  Dunwich,  Suffolk,  in  1721  and  Penryn,  Cornwall, 
in  1722  and  1727.  On  his  dismissal  by  George  II.  in  1746  for  publishing  two  pamphlets 
containing  letters  written  by  the  Secretaries  of  State  and  Admiralty,  he  retired  to 
Nacton,  Suffolk,  from  whence  he  was  returned  to  Parliament  from  Ipswich  in  1747 
and  1 7S4-  Nacton  is  on  the  north-east  bank  of  the  river  Orwell,  four  miles  south-east 
of  Ipswich.  On  his  death,  29  Oct.,  1757,  most  of  his  fortune  was  left  to  his  nephew 
Francis  Vernon,  who  rebuilt  his  uncle’s  residence  and  called  the  place  Orwell  Park. 
The  nephew  was  one  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  was  created 
Lord  Orwell  in  1761  and  Earl  Shipbrookin  1777.  On  his  death  in  17S3  the  title  became 
extinct  and  his  estates  passed  to  John  Vernon,  Esq.,  whose  heiress  carried  them  by 
marriage  to  Sir  Robert  Harland,  Bart.  Later  it  became  the  seat  of  Col.  George 
Tomline,  J.P.,  and  the  buildings  were  enlarged  in  1873  and  an  observatory  attached.

Extracts  of  other  Letters  from  Cartagena. 

A  Gentleman  from  on  board  the  Shrewsbury  writes  thus :  —  As  our  Ship 
was  one  of  them  ordered  to  the  Attack  of  the  Forts  St.  Jago  and  St.  Philip, 
our  Cable  was  unluckily  shot  before  we  could  bring  her  up,  and  we  drove 
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towards  the  Mouth  of  the  Harbour,  into  the  midst  of  the  Enemy,  having  a 
Battery  of  15  Guns,  the  Forts  of  Bocca  chica  and  St.  Joseph,  with  four  Men 
of  War,  all  firing  at  us  together,  with  about  160  Guns,  which  we  could  return 
only  with  26.  In  this  Situation  we  engaged  seven  Hours,  when,  to  our  no 
small  Joy,  Night  coming  on,  put  a  stop  to  the  Enemy’s  firing,  and  we  weighed 
our  Anchor,  and  went  about  our  Business.  We  had  20  Men  killed  and  40 
wounded,  16  Shot  between  Wind  and  Water,  250  Shot  in  our  Hull,  and  our 
Masts,  Yards,  and  Rigging  shot  to  Pieces.  — After  we  had  got  Possession  of 
the  Forts  Chamba,  St.  Philip,  and  St.  Jago,  we  landed  500  Men  of  the 
Artillery,  who  built  a  Battery  of  20  Guns  [see  p.  264,  H]  with  Fascines  and 
Bags  of  Sand  in  ten  Days,  in  a  Wood,  upon  a  Hill,  standing  between  the 
above  mentioned'Forts  and  Bocca  chica,  a  strong  Fort  garrisoned  with  300  Men. 
As  our  Men  were  concealed  by  the  Wood  from  the  View  of  the  Enemy,  they 
knew  nothing  of  what  was  done,  till  the  Negroes  having  cut  down  the  Trees 
by  Night,  the  Battery  in  the  Morning  opened  against  one  of  the  Points  of 
Bocca  chica  Castle,  called  St.  Sebastian.  The  Facine  Battery  on  the  Bara- 
dera  Side  [see  p.  264,  D.  E.  F.]  was  taken  in  half  and  Hour,  with  the  Loss 
of  only  four  Men  on  our  Side. 

Some  Letters  mention,  that  the  Admirals  Vernon  and  Ogle,  with  Gen. 
Wentworth,  being  in  one  Ship,  taking  a  View  of  the  Forts,  were  drove  to 
Leeward,  and  entirely  exposed  to  the  Enemy’s  Fire,  but  were  relieved  by  the 
Commander  of  one  of  his  Majesty’s  Sloops,  who  observing  their  Danger, 
went  and  brought  them  off.  —  Also,  that  twelve  Spanish  Men  of  War  having 
sailed  from  Cartagena,  three  Days  before  Admiral  Vernon’s  Arrival  there,  he 
had  resolved  to  send  fifteen  Men  of  War  after  them,  to  protect  the  English 
Settlements  from  any  Attempts  that  might  be  made  upon  them,  or  intercept 
the  Dons  if  bound  for  Europe. 

In  this  Enterprise  Colonel  Douglass  had  his  Head  shot  off.  Colonel  Sand- 
ford  his  Back  broke  in  his  Tent  by  a  Shot.  Lord  Aubrey  Beauclerc  both 
his  Legs  shattered,  and  afterwards  cut  off.  Colonel  Watson  his  Thigh  broke. 
Col.  Moor  of  the  Marines,  and  Lieut.  Irwin  with  the  Colours  in  his  Hand, 
fell,  and  about  400  others  killed  and  wounded 

The  Sailors  hearing  there  are  15  Millions  in  the  City,  expect  all  to  make 
their  Fortunes,  and  to  be  sailing  for  Britain  in  two  Months,  where  they  hope 
to  enjoy  themselves,  and  drink  their  Admiral’s  Health  along  with  their 
Friends.

THE  NEW  GOVERNOR’S  (SHIRLEY)  SPEECH  TO  THE  GEN¬ 
ERAL  COURT  ON  THE  RESULTS  OF  THE  EXPEDITION. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and  House  of  Representatives, 

The  occasion  of  my  present  Meeting  you  here  is  to  inform  you,  that  Mr. 
Winslow,  Captain  of  one  of  the  five  Companies,  which  were  raised  in  this 
Province  for  His  Majesty’s  Service  in  the  Expedition  against  the  Spanish 
West  Indies,  accompanied  with  Mr  Barker  and  Mr  Vryling,  two  Subalterns 
in  the  same  Service,  lately  arrived  here  from  the  British  Camp  in  the  Isle  of 
Cuba,  and  has  brought  two  Letters  one  from  the  Hon.  Brigadier  General 
Wentworth,  Commander  in  Chief  of  His  Majesty’s  Land  Forces  in  the  West 
Indies;  and  the  others  from  the  Hon.  Henry  Cope  Esq;  Lieutenant-Colonel 
of  the  American  Regiment,  commanded  by  the  Honourable  Col,  Gooch, 
both  dated  in  August  last  from  the  aforesaid  Camp  :  In  the  former  of  which 
I  am  acquainted  by  the  General,  That  His  Majesty  having  directed  him  to 
use  his  best  Endeavours  to  recruit  the  Forces  under  his  Command,  from  the 
colonies  of  North-America,  he  had  appointed  Captain  Winslow  to  repair  for 
that  End  to  this  Province;  and  as  he  had  no  Means  of  supplying  the  recruit¬ 
ing  Officers  with  Money,  desired  that  His  Majesty’s  Governour  would  give 
Capt.  Winslow  Credit  for  such  Sums,  as  may  be  wanted  for  that  Service, 
according  to  his  Instructions,  by  which  he  is  allow’d  to  receive  Four  Pounds 
Sterling  for  each  Man  which  he  shall  raise,  deducting  out  of  it  such  Sums 
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as  shall  be  advanced  before  to  enable  him  to  begin  his  Recruiting;  and  these 
Recruits,  when  raised,  are  to  be  subsisted  out  of  that  Money,  till  they  shall 
be  embarked  for  Cuba :  And  I  am  further  informed  by  that  Letter,  That  all 
such,  as  shall  enlist  themselves  on  this  Occasion,  will  be  entitled  to  the  Advan¬ 
tages  which  were  offer’d  by  His  Majesty  in  His  Instructions  on  the  first 
raising  of  the  American  Regiment;  and  that  ’tis  expected  that  His  Majesty’s 
Governour  will  take  the  proper  Measures  for  transporting  the  Recruits  to 
Cuba,  and  that  the  Province  will  make  Provision  for  the  supporting  of  that 

charge. - And  by  Col.  Cope’s  Letter  I  am  inform’d,  That  His  Majesty’s 

Troops  had  begun  to  make  a  Settlement  on  that  Island,  Cuba  in  a  very  tem¬ 
perate  Air  and  fertile  Soil,  capable  of  producing  all  the  Necessaries  of  Life ; 
where  his  Majesty’s  Subjects  are  invited  to  come  and  settle  among  them, 
upon  a  Promise  of  Grants  of  Lands  there,  from  the  General  to  them,  and 
to  all  such,  as  shall  enlist  as  Soldiers  in  the  Service  of  the  Expedition.  Both 
which  Letters  I  shall  order  to  be  lay’d  before  you,  together  with  another 
from  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Newcastle  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  this 
Province  dated  from  Whitehall,  the  4th  of  Decemb.  1740,  directing  him, 
That  in  case  any  farther  Number  of  Men  should  be  wanted  for  the  Service  of 
the  Expedition,  than  what  had  been  before  sent  from  this  Province,  to  en¬ 
deavour  to  raise  them  accordingly;  and  to  take  Care  that  they  should  be  trans¬ 
ported  to  such  Place  and  at  such  Time,  as  should  be  appointed  by  the  late 
Lord  Cathcart,  then  General  of  His  Majesty’s  Land  Forces  in  the  West- 
Indies,  for  that  Purpose. 

And  I  am  further  informed  by  Capt.  Winslow,  who  was  several  Weeks  in 
Cuba  before  his  Departure  from  thence  upon  the  Service  of  raising  Recruits 
here,  and  is  a  gentleman  well  known  among  us,  and  of  undoubted  Veracity, 
That  he  left  2400  of  His  Majesty’s  Forces,  and  1000  Negros,  safely  landed 
in  the  Island  of  Cuba,  on  the  southerly  Side  of  it,  30  Leagues  to  the  West¬ 
ward  of  the  East  End,  and  at  about  50  Miles  Distance  from  St  Jago  by  Land, 
and  12  Leagues  by  Sea;  where  they  had  seated  themselves  upon  the  Side  of 
a  very  commodious  navigable  River,  in  a  fertile  Soil,  and  found  good  Provi¬ 
sions;  and  so  temperate  and  wholesome  a  climate,  that  the  Soldiers  there  had 
quite  recover’d  their  Health,  and  were  in  full  Spirits :  That  they  had  built 
about  1000  Huts,  and  had  clear’d  a  Road  of  about  16  Miles  as  far  as  a  small 
Village,  which  the  Spaniards  had  deserted  upon  their  approach ;  and  where 
a  Guard  of  English  consisting  of  about  300  Men  had  posted  themselves :  And 
that  Fortifications  were  begun  to  be  raised;  and  that  as  many  more  English 
Troops  were  soon  expected  there  from  Jamaica,  as  would  make  the  whole 
Number  of  White  Soldiers  5000,  besides  a  considerable  Reinforcement  from 
England :  That  all  the  Magazines,  both  for  the  Fleet  and  Army,  were  order’d 
to  be  sent  thither  from  Jamaica;  And  that  the  Camp  and  Settlement  was  at 
about  20  Miles  Distance  from  the  Fleet,  which  was  safely  Stationed  in  a  very 
fine  Bay,  capable  of  holding  all  the  Navies  of  Europe,  at  the  Mouth  of  the 
abovementioned  River,  under  the  Command  of  Admiral  Vernon,  who  had 
with  him  there  twelve  of  his  largest  Ships,  besides  other  Ships  of  War  and 
Transports. - And  he  informs  me,  That  he  is  directed  to  give  Forty 
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Shillings  Sterling  Bounty  Money,  out  of  the  Money  which  he  is  to  receive 
from  Me,  to  every  Voluntier,  who  shall  enlist  in  the  Service  of  the  Expedi¬ 
tion. 

Gentlemen, 

After  giving  you  this  Account  of  the  Situation  of  His  Majesty’s  Troops  in 
the  Island  of  Cuba,  I  need  not  enlarge  upon  the  Probability  (I  should 
rather  say  Certainty)  of  their  not  only  maintaining  their  present  Footing 
there,  but  also  of  extending  there  Conquests  and  Possessions  over  the 
Island,  and  how  valuable  our  Possessions  and  Settlements  there  must  be  to 
the  English  in  general,  and  His  Majesty’s  American  Colonies  in  particular, 
by  protecting  the  English  Navigation  in  those  Parts,  and  putting  it  in  our 
Power  to  Annoy  that  of  the  Enemy,  and  interrupt  their  Trade;  and  by  open¬ 
ing  a  more  extensive,  rich  and  beneficial  Trade  for  our  selves  in  the  West 

Indies  than  we  ever  yet  enjoy’d? - Whereas  as  this  Province  is  the  chief 

Mart  of  Trade  in  the  British  America,  and  so  more  deeply  Interested  in  the 
Success  of  the  English  Conquests  and  Settlements  in  the  Island  of  Cuba 
than  any  other  Colony  upon  the  Continent :  I  doubt  not,  Gentlemen,  but 
you  will  exert  yourselves  in  the  common  Cause  at  this  critical  Conjuncture, 
in  proportion  at  least  to  your  Interest  in  the  Event  of  it;  and  I  am  the 
rather  encouraged  to  hope  this  from  you,  because  the  General  Court  so 
readily  distinguished  their  Duty  to  His  Majesty,  and  Zeal  for  the  public  Ser¬ 
vice,  by  cheerfully  complying  with  what  was  recommended  from  His  Majesty 
at  the  Beginning  of  the  Expedition,  in  voting  1000  Men  for  the  Service  of 
it  as  the  Quota  of  this  Province  in  the  Expedition;  which  Number  of  Men 
was  very  near  actually  raised,  and  five  compleat  Companies  of  too  Soldiers 
each  were  sent  into  the  Service;  but  from  some  Circumstances  attending 
that  Transaction,  it  happen’d  that  the  other  intended  five  Companies  were 
not  completed  or  sent,  and  so  the  Province  was  then  disappointed  of  con¬ 
tributing  its  full  Quota  of  Levies  towards  the  Expedition,  as  the  General 
Court  then  designed  to  have  done;  and  by  that  means  some  of  our  Neigh¬ 
bours  exceeded  us  in  the  proportion  of  their  Services  upon  that  Occasion. 
But  now,  Gentlemen,  you  have  an  happy  Opportunity  put  into  your  Hands 
of  at  least  compleating  that  Number  of  Soldiers,  which  was  at  first  intended 
to  be  raised  for  the  Expedition,  and  thereby  greatly  serving  His  Majesty, 
the  publiclc  Good,  and  the  Interest  of  this  Province  in  particular;  and  this 
you  may  now  do  at  a  far  less  Expence  that  what  it  cost  the  Province  before; 
for  His  Majesty  does  not  require  that  you  shall  subsist  the  Recruits  which 
shall  be  raised  here  for  this  Service,  but  only  that  you  should  transport  them 
to  the  Camp  in  the  Island  of  Cuba :  And  if  to  this  you  would  add,  as  I  hope 
you  will  do,  the  same  Bounty  Money,  to  Encourage  Men  to  Enlist,  which 
the  General  Court  first  gave  in  the  Beginning  of  the  Expedition,  you  will 
shew  yourselves  uniform  and  steady  in  that  publick  Spirit  which  at  first 
animated  you  in  the  common  Cause;  and  recommend  the  Province  to  His 
Majesty’s  good  Opinion  and  Favour  in  all  its  Concerns.

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We  see  also  a  Proclamation  to  the  like  Purpose,  by  George  Clarke  Esq; 
Lieut.  Governour  of  New  York,  and  an  Invitation  by  Capt.  William  Hopkins 
of  the  American  Regiment  for  Voluntiers  to  enter,  offering  Grants  of  Lands 
to  all  such  Families  as  are  disposed  to  settle  on  the  Island  of  Cuba. 

Our  West  India  Pacquet  brings  also  a  Resolution  of  the  Assembly  of 
Jamaica,  and  Letters  which  import  that  Admiral  Vernon  intended  to  pub¬ 
lish  Manifestos  to  induce  the  Inhabitants  to  become  Subject  to  the  British 
Crown.  That  our  Men  of  War  have  taken  Prizes  to  the  Amount  of 

100,000  1. - That  the  Spanish  Men  of  War  keep  still  close  to  the  Havana. 

—  That  a  Sickness  at  Cartagena,  little  inferior  to  a  Plague,  had  in  less  than 
seven  Weeks  swept  of  4000  of  the  Spaniards  since  our  Forces  left  it. 


From  the  London  Gazette,  published  by  Authority  Sept.  1. 

Letters  from  Vice-Admiral  Vernon,  dated  from  Port  Royal  Harbour  in 
Jamaica  June  the  18,  1741  give  an  Account,  that  he  was  preparing  with  all 
Diligence  to  put  to  Sea,  General  Wentworth  making  the  proper  Dispositions 
to  accompany  him  with  the  Land  Forces,  and  it  was  hop’d  that  every  Thing 
would  be  ready  for  their  sailing  in  a  very  few  Days.  The  homeward  bound 
Fleet  of  Merchant-Ships  which  sailed  some  Time  since  with  the  Torrington 
Man  of  War,  had  most  of  them  been  obliged  to  put  back  to  Jamaica :  Some 
of  those  Merchant-Ships  had  put  into  St.  Antonio,  with  the  Torrington,  which 
had  lost  her  Main-Top  Mast,  and  received  some  other  Damage.  The 
assembly  of  Jamaica  have  passed  a  Bill  for  vesting  in  the  Crown  the  necessary 
Land  wanted  for  the  Enlargement  of  the  King’s  Yard  at  Port  Royal  to  make 
it  capable  of  careneing  Ships,  and  have  likewise  agreed  to  pay  the  Purchase 
of  the  same. 

Aug.  29.  arrived  at  Spithead  Commodore  Lestock,  who  sailed  from  Port 
Royal  on  the  20th  of  June,  with  his  Majesty’s  Ships  the  Princess  Carolina, 
Russel,  Norfolk,  Shrewsbury,  Princess  Amelia,  Torbay,  Chichester,  Hampton 
Court,  Burford,  Windsor,  and  Falmouth,  to  Bluefield’s  Bay,  where  they 
water’d,  and  were  join’d  by  80  Sail  of  Merchant  Ships  and  discharg’d  Trans¬ 
ports,  bound  for  England  and  North  America.  They  sail’d  from  Bluefield’s 
Bay  on  the  26th,  and  on  the  16th  of  July  the  Princess  Amelia  and  Falmouth, 
with  all  the  Trade  and  Transports,  parted  with  the  rest  of  the  Squadron  in 
the  Latitude  29;  the  Princess  Amelia  being  order’d  to  convoy  the  Trade  and 
Transports  bound  to  England,  and  the  Falmouth  those  bound  to  North 
America,  and  to  keep  Company  with  each  other  as  far  as  their  Way  lay  to¬ 
gether;  Commodore  Lestock,  with  the  rest  of  the  Squadron,  made  the  best 
of  his  Way  for  England,  and  on  the  19th  of  August,  in  Lat.  49,  was  join’d 
by  the  Falmouth,  after  she  had  seen  the  Trade  bound  to  North  America  to  the 
Station  appointed. 

On  the  19th  of  June  Col.  Robinson,  who  commanded  one  of  the  Regi¬ 
ments  of  Marines,  died  of  a  Fever  at  Port  Royal,  after  Three  Days  Illness 
The  following  Officers  are  returned  home  with  the  Fleet,  on  account  of 
Wounds  and  Sickness.  —  Colonel  Wolfe,  —  Captain-Lieut.  Cotterel,  of 
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Wolfe’s  Regiment.  —  Captain  Beaufort,  of  the  Regiment  of  Frazer,  who 
succeeds  Colonel  Robinson.  —  Capt.  Balfour  and  Capt.  Murray  of  Cockran’s 
Regiment,  Capt.  Adair  and  Capt.  Shadwell  of  Cotterell’s  Regiment. 

Private  Letters  from  Cuba  differ  from  what  is  published  in  the  Gazette 
and  say,  that  our  Forces  had  taken  the  Town  of  Aguaina  Anima  ;  —  that 
upon  a  Survey  the  Distance  from  thence  to  St  Jago  de  Cuba  was  60  Miles, 
and  the  Way  all  covered  with  thick  Woods,  which  would  render  the  Attempt 
upon  that  Town  too  hard  a  Task  for  so  small  a  Body  of  Troops ;  but  that 
they  would  make  a  Settlement  there,  and  as  they  were  in  a  wholesome, 
Country  abounding  with  Provisions,  with  a  fine  Bay  for  the  Reception  of  the 
Shipping,  they  would  wait  the  Arrival  of  fresh  Succours,  which  were  im¬ 
patiently  expected,  before  they  would  advance  any  farther;  that  by  a  Draught 
taken  of  the  Harbour  of  St  Jago  it  was  discovered,  that  the  Entrance  into 
the  Port  for  several  Miles  was  so  narrow  that  only  one  Ship  could  sail  abreast, 
which  makes  the  Attack  too  hazardous  by  Sea.  —  That  Admiral  Vernon  had 
wrote  an  exhortatory  Letter  to  the  Land  Officers,  earnestly  recommending 
Unanimity  as  the  most  certain  Means  of  Success,  and  cautioning  them 
particularly  to  avoid  splitting  on  the  Rock  of  Discord,  which  had  too  lately 
been  so  fatal  to  the  Forces  in  America;  and  that  this  friendly  Admonition 
had  been  kindly  received,  and  had  the  desired  Effect,  there  being  an  entire 
Union  and  Harmony  among  all  the  Troops. 

Letters  of  Sept.  2,  add,  That  Admiral  Vernon  was  gone  to  St  Jago,  with 
three  Men  of  War,  to  see  if  he  can  attack  it  by  Sea;  that  Sir  Chaloner  Ogle 
was  to  sail  for  England,  with  11  of  the  largest  Ships  on  Octob.  1,  and  that  at 
Carthagena  an  epidemical  Fever  raged,  which  had  carried  off  4500  People.

“A  Correct  Journal  of  the  Landing  His  Majesty’s  Forces 
on  the  Island  of  Cuba;  And  of  the  Siege  and  Surrender 
of  the  Havannah,  August  13,  1762,  by  Patrick  Mac- 
kellar,  Chief  Engineer.” 

Two  years  previously  the  P'ourth  General  Court  of  the 
Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in  the  State  of  New  York 
ordered  to  be  printed  extracts  from  the  Journal  of  the 
Rev.  John  Graham,  chaplain  of  the  First  Connecticut 
Regiment,  under  Colonel  Lyman,  from  Sept.  25  to  Oct. 
19,  1762. 

As  the  two  reports  first  mentioned  cover  the  period 
from  May  27,  1762,  to  the  surrender  of  Havana,  Aug.  13, 
1762,  there  remains  a  period  from  August  13  to  Septem¬ 
ber  25,  the  date  at  which  Graham’s  Journal  commences, 
which  has  not  been  covered  by  the  accounts  recently 
printed. 
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By  the  liberality  and  enterprise  of  Capt.  Albert  A. 
Folsom,  an  active  member  of  our  Society,  we  have  pro¬ 
cured  a  copy  of  “  Lt.-Col.  Israel  Putnam’s  Orderly  Book 
at  Havannah,  1762,”  which  commences  Aug.  25,  1762, 
and  finishes  under  date  Oct.  16,  1762. 

This  manuscript  volume  was  found  in  the  Archives  of 
the  Library  of  Congress  at  Washington,  as  was  also 
a  letter  to  Sir  Jeffrey  Amherst  by  Major  Monypenny, 
which  was  unearthed  by  Dr.  Hubert  Friedenwalder, 
Superintendent  of  Manuscripts  of  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress,  and  is  presented  as  an  introduction  to  the  journal 
of  Colonel  Putnam. 

Letter  of  Maj.  Alexander  Monypenny.1 

Havannah  15th  August,  1762. 
Sir 

I  take  the  opportunity  of  the  Fleet  going  to  New  York,  to  give  Your  Ex¬ 
cellency  some  Account  of  the  military  Transactions  on  this  Island  ;  tho  you 


1  From  Sir  Robert  Sibbald’s  “  History  of  Fife  and  Kinross  ”  we  learn  that  Pit- 
milly,  in  Scotland,  is  the  house  of  a  very  ancient  family  of  the  name  of  Mony¬ 
penny.  This  family  produced  some  very  eminent  statesmen  in  Scotland,  and 
from  a  branch  settled  in  France  several  sprang  who  became  equally  distinguished. 
The  most  celebrated  was  the  Sieur  de  Coucresault,  who  at  different  times  visited 
Scotland  as  ambassador  in  the  reigns  of  James  III.  and  James  IV. 

In  1211  Thomas,  Prior  of  St.  Andrew's,  gave  “  Ricardo  Monipenii,  terram  de 
Putmullin  (Pitmilly  quam  Malisius  tenuit).”  John  de  Monypenny,  of  Pitmilly, 
swore  fealty  to  King  Edward  I.,  1296,  and  one  of  the  same  name  was  one  of  the 
ambassadors  from  the  Pope,  and  French  King,  to  solicit  Edward  III.  on  behalf 
of  the  Scots,  and  obtained  a  safe  conduct  to  pass  into  Scotland,  Jan.  22,  1335-6. 

David  Monypenny,  Esq.,  of  Pitmilly,  by  his  wife,  a  daughter  of  Majoribanks, 
of  Majoribanks,  had  as  son  Alexander  who  entered  the  army  and  was  promoted 
and  had  reached  the  grade  of  a  captain  in  the  54th  Regiment  by  Feb.  22, 
1757;  he  was  made  a  Major  in  the  22d  Regiment  Sept.  17,  1760. 

The  “.New  Hampshire  Gazette  "  of  July  21,  1758,  contains  a  letter  from  Albany 
which  stated  that  near  Ticonderoga  on  July  6,  during  an  engagement,  Lord 
George  Howe  was  shot  dead,  it  was  said,  by  a  French  officer,  who  was  immedi¬ 
ately  shot  by  Capt.  Money  Piney.  Through  the  exertions  of  Captain  Albert  A. 
Folsom  we  are  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  in  London,  under 
date  of  Feb.  24, 1899,  that  Lt.-Col.  Alexander  Monypenny  of  the  56th  Regiment  of 
'  Foot  retired  by  sale  on  Oct.  3,  1776. 

He  married  Margaret,  sister  of  Mr.  Justice  Chamberlain,  of  the  Court  of 
King’s  Bench  in  Ireland,  and  had  issue  David,  Alexander,  William  Tankerville, 
Margaret  Deborah. 
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will  probably  have  them  with  more  Exactness  from  other  Hands,  as  I  was 
generally  at  a  Distance  from  the  Siege,  which  was  the  principal  piece  of 
Service.  The  Army  landed  7th  June,  without  Opposition  near  Coxemar 
Castle,  which  The  Dragon  silenc’d.  Tis  about  a  League  from  The  Moro, 
which  commands  The  Entry  into  the  Harbour  on  one  Side.  On  the  84*1  The 
Army  took  Possession  of  the  Village  of  Guanavacua,  near  the  Havannah ; 
about  20  of  the  Enemy’s  Peasant  Cavalry  were  killed.  They  had  no  Intel¬ 
ligence  till  the  Fleet  appear’d  of,  &  only  knew  of  the  War  by  Reports  from 
Flaggs  of  Truce  from  the  Continent,  A  Spanish  Admiral  with  twelve  Sail  of 
the  Line  lay  in  The  Harbour;  a  strong  Boom  was  across  The  Entry,  &  five, 
&  afterwards  seven  or  eight  Ships  sunk  behind  it. 

9th.  Lord  Albemarle  2  &  the  Generals  &  Engeneers  reconnoiter’d  The  Moro. 


Colonel  Monypenny  died  22  Nov.,  1801,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  David, 
born  in  May,  1769,  who  was  sheriff  of  Fifeshire,  1807,  and  afterwards  successively 
Solicitor-General  of  Scotland,  1811,  and  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
1813-1815.  He  married  Maria  Sophia,  third  daughter  of  Sir  George  Aber- 
cromby,  4th  Baronet  of  Birkenbog,  but  died  Dec.  24,  1850,  without  issue,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  brother,  William  Tankerville  Monypenny,  who  died  10  Jan., 
1869,  without  issue,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  kinsman,  Rev.  James  Isaac  Mony¬ 
penny,  of  Pitmilly. 

Pitmilly  lies  in  the  northern  part  of  the  parish  of  Kingsbarns,  Fifeshire,  border¬ 
ing  on  the  German  Ocean,  and  on  the  Dundee  section  of  railway  from  Edin¬ 
burgh,  connecting  with  the  North  British  Railway. 

The  present  resident  at  Pitmilly  is  Mrs.  Charleston  J.  B.  Monypenny. 

2  George  Keppel,  third  Earl  Albemarle,  was  descended  from  an  ancient  family 
in  Guelderland,  one  of  the  United  Provinces,  the  Lords  of  Keppel.  Arnold- 
Joost  van  Keppel  attended  King  William  to  England  as  page  of  honor,  in  1688. 
For  distinguishing  himself  by  his  courage  and  fidelity,  he  was  created,  Feb.  10, 
1695-6,  Baron  Ashford  of  Ashford,  Kent,  Viscount  Bury  in  the  county  palatine 
of  Lancaster,  and  Earl  of  Albemarle,  a  town  and  territory  in  the  dukedom  of 
Normandy,  and  on  the  death  of  William  he  was  bequeathed  the  lordship  of 
Brevost,  and  200,000  guilders. 

His  only  son  was  William-Anne,  second  Earl  of  Albemarle,  who  among 
other  offices  held  that  of  governor  of  Virginia,  to  which  he  was  appointed  Sept. 
26,  1737.  He  married  Lady  Anne,  daughter  of  Charles  Lennox,  first  duke  of 
Richmond,  Lennox,  and  Aubigny,  and  had  eight  sons  and  seven  daughters. 

George,  third  earl,  was  born  April  8,  1724,  and  was  after  a  time  in  the  army 
appointed  captain-lieutenant  in  the  3d  or  Royal  Regiment  of  Dragoons.  April 
7,  1743,  he  was  appointed  to  the  same  office  in  the  2d  Regiment  of  Footguards, 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel  of  infantry,  and  on  June  4,  174S,  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  command  of  a  company,  with  rank  of  colonel. 

He  served  as  aide-de-camp  to  the  Duke  of  Cumberland,  at  Fontenoy,  and  was 
at  Culloden.  He  received  the  command  of  the  20th  Regiment  Nov.  1,  1749 
and  later  that  of  the  3d  Regiment  of  Dragoons. 

He  was  made  major-general  Feb.  1,  1756,  and  lieutenant-general  April  1, 
1759.  He  was  governor  of  Jersey  and  a  member  of  the  Privy  Council,  Jan.  28, 
1761. 

He  was  a  member  for  Chichester  and  succeeded  to  the  earldom  Dec.  22,  1754. 
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IIth.  The  Light  Infantry  were  order’d  to  attack  a  small  Redoubt  near  The 
Moro,  which  was  taken  with  an  inconsiderable  Loss 

12.  The  Disposition  made  for  The  Siege  of  The  Moro.  General  Keppell 
commanded  it.  He  had  the  Ist,  2d,  3d  &  5th  Brigades.  General  Elliot  3  & 


He  married,  April  20,  1770,  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Miller,  of  Troyle  Place, 
Hants,  and  had  one  son,  William  Charles,  fourth  earl,  who  succeeded  on  the 
death  of  his  father,  Oct.  13,  1772.  The  great-grandson  of  George  Keppel  is 
William  Coutts  Keppel,  seventh  Earl  Albemarle. 

Augustus,  second  son  of  William-Anne,  was  brought  up  in  the  sea  service 
and  was  with  Anson  in  the  South  seas.  He  was  made  a  captain  Dec.  n,  1744, 
and  was  commodore  in  1757  of  a  squadron  in  the  Mediterranean,  and  in  1758 
captured  the  island  of  Goree  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa.  He  was  nominated  in 
February,  1760,  colonel  of  the  Plymouth  division  of  marines,  and  in  1761,  with  a 
squadron,  assisted  in  the  siege  of  Belleisle.  On  the  surrender  of  Havana,  in  1762, 
he  was  given  the  rank  of  Rear  Admiral  of  the  Blue.  In  1765  he  was  chosen  one 
of  the  elder  brethren  of  Trinity  House.  On  July  20,  1765,  he  became  one  of  the 
Lords  of  the  Admiralty.  In  January,  1778,  he  was  made  Admiral  of  the  Blue. 

He  succeeded  his  brother  as  member  for  Chichester  in  1755,  and  was  returned 
for  Windsor  in  1761,  and  for  Surrey  in  1780.  March  30,  1782,  he  was  appointed 
First  Lord  Commissioner  of  the  Admiralty,  and  member  of  the  Privy  Council. 
In  April,  1782,  he  was  created  Viscount  Keppel,  of  Elvedon,  Suffolk,  and  died 
unmarried  Oct.  3,  1786. 

Another  brother,  William  Keppel,  fourth  son,  was  made,  Dec.  21,  1752,  a  cap¬ 
tain  in  the  xst  Regiment  of  Footguards  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  and  on 
July  20, 1760,  was  nominated  second  major  of  that  regiment  with  rank  as  colonel. 
In  January,  1762,  he  received  command  of  the  56th  Regiment  of  Infantry,  with 
which  he  embarked  in  March  for  Havana,  having  rank  as  major-general.  On 
August  14  he  took  possession  of  the  fort  La  Punta,  and  being  left  commander,  after 
his  eldest  brother  sailed,  he  redelivered  the  possession  of  the  city  to  the  Spanish 
troops  on  July  7,  1763,  according  to  the  articles  of  peace.  He  died  unmarried 
March,  1782.  Henry,  the  eighth  and  youngest  son,  was  also  an  officer  in  the 
British  army. 

s  Gen.  George  Augustus  Eliott,  born  Dec.  23,  1717,  was  the  eighth  and 
youngest  son  of  Sir  Gilbert  Eliott,  of  Stobbs,  Teviotdale,  Roxburgh,  Scotland, 
a  baronet  of  Nova  Scotia.  He  attended  Leyden  University  and  the  military 
academy  at  La  Fere,  Picardy,  and  entered  the  Prussian  army  as  a  volunteer, 
returning  to  Scotland  in  1735,  when  he  entered  the  23d  Regiment  at  Edin¬ 
burgh  as  a  volunteer.  In  1736  he  obtained  a  commission  in  the  engineer  corps 
at  Woolwich,  until  he  received  the  position  of  adjutant  in  his  uncle’s  troop  of 
horse  grenadiers,  from  which  station  he  rose  to  be  a  captain,  major,  and  lieuten¬ 
ant-colonel.  In  1739  he  formed  a  regiment  of  light  horse,  the  15th,  known 
as  Eliott’s.  In  an  expedition  to  France  he  led  the  cavalry  with  the  rank  of  brig¬ 
adier-general,  and  later  he  served  in  Germany.  At  the  capture  of  Havana  in 
1762  he  was  credited  with  much  of  the  success.  In  1773  he  was  appointed  com- 
mander-in-chief  of  the  forces  in  Ireland. 

Soon  after  he  resigned  this  position  and  was  appointed  governor  of  Gibraltar 
and  sustained  the  memorable  defence  of  that  fortress  for  three  years  seven 
months  and  twelve  days,  for  which  he  received  the  thanks  of  Parliament,  and 
remained  the  remainder  of  his  life  the  custodian  of  that  stronghold.  July  6, 
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Gen’ll  Lafouselle* * *  4  cover’d  it,  taking  Post  at  &  near  Guanavacua  with  the  4th 
Brigade  half  the  Light  Infantry,  &  The  four  Grenadier  Companies  of  the 
English  Regts. 

Colonel  Howe 5  sent  round  on  the  other  Side  with  the  two  Batallions 
American  Grenada  the  other  Division  Light  Infantry,  &  some  marines. 

The  Admiral  with  the  Fleet  lay  off  the  Harbour;  Commodore  Keppell 
with  his  Squadron  assisted  at  the  Siege,  &  I  dare  say,  never  Sea  Men  did 
more  on  a  like  Service.  The  Sea  Men  of  the  Enemy  were  the  People  that 
generally  did  their  Business,  both  in  working  their  Guns,  &  Sallys. 

The  Wood  was  left  standing  within  400  Yards  of  the  Fort,  which  was  a 
great  Advantage  in  making  Batterys;  but  the  Ground  being  rocky,  &  earth 
not  near  &  the  great  Distance  (three  miles)  the  Troops  employ'd  in  the  Siege 
had  to  bring  brackish  water,  made  the  works  go  on  slowly.  Coll.  Grant  6  of 
the  40to  was  appointed  to  superintend  the  Works.  He  put  it  in  some  Re¬ 
spects  in  more  Method  &  gave  Grogg  liberally,  which  had  its  Effect. 

28th  June.  The  Enemy  came  over  in  Boats  in  the  Night  about  400;  at¬ 
tack’d  our  Guards  &  Troops  carrying  on  the  Works,  got  some  Ground,  but 
were  drove  off,  with  great  Loss.  They  were  a  few  Moments  in  Possession  of 
some  of  our  Guns,  ready  to  be  drawn  on  the  Batteries,  but  spiked  none. 

1st  July.  Our  Batteries  opend  on  The  Moro,  at  the  same  time.  The 
Cambridge,  Dragon  &  Marlborough  laid  their  broad  sides  opposite  to  it. 
The  Stirling  Castle  had  Orders  to  sail  by,  &  draw  off  the  Fire,  whilst  the 
other  Ships  were  placing  themselves.  Tis  said.  She  did  not  obey  her  Orders. 
Capt  Campbell  (formerly  The  Nightingale)  is  now  trying  by  a  Court  Mar¬ 
tial  for  mis  behaviour.  The  Fort  was  too  high,  they  did  it  little  Damage, 


1787,  he  was  elevated  to  the  peerage  as  Baron  Heathfield,  of  Gibraltar,  and 
died  at  Aix-la-Chapelle,  July  6,  1790.  He  married  Anne  Pollexfew,  daughter  of 

Sir  Francis  Drake,  of  Buckland,  Devon,  by  whom  he  had  a  son,  his  successor,  in 

whom  the  title  became  extinct. 

4  Major  General  John  Lafusille  died  on  the  voyage  returning  from  Havana 
in  1763. 

5  Col.  William  Howe,  bom  Aug.  10,  1729,  was  the  son  of  Emanuel  Scrope 
Howe,  2d  viscount  Howe,  and  Mary  Sophia,  daughter  of  Baron  Kielmansegge, 
master  of  horse  to  George  I. 

His  brothers  were  Brigadier-General  George  Augustus  Howe,  3d  viscount,  who 
fell  at  Ticonderoga,  July  5,  1758 ;  Admiral  Richard  Howe,  4th  viscount ;  Baron  and 
Earl  Howe,  who  died  Aug.  5,  1799,  when  William  became  Sir  William  Howe. 

William  Howe  studied  at  Eton,  and  then  became  a  cornet  of  dragoons.  He 
distinguished  himself  under  Wolfe  at  Quebec,  was  made  lieutenant-colonel  of 
the  58th  Regiment,  Dec.  17,  1757,  and  a  colonel  Feb.  19,  1762,  and  of  the  46th 
Nov.  21,  1764,  a  major-general  in  1772,  and  general  in  1793. 

His  services  as  commander-in-chief  of  the  British  forces  during  the  Revolution 
are  familiar  to  all.  He  was  superseded  in  1778  and  returned  to  England,  where 
he  died  July  12,  1814,  without  issue;  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  privy 
councillor  and  governor  of  Plymouth. 

*  Lt.-Col.  James  Grant. 
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whilst  The  Enemy  plung’d  evry  Shot  into  the  Ships ;  Capt.  Goosetree,  &  a 
great  many  men  of  The  Cambridge  were  kill’d  :  The  others  suffer’d,  but  not 
so  much.  They  were  ordered  of.  The  Cambridge  could  set  only  one  Sail. 

5th  July.  Our  grand  Battery  burnt.  This  put  us  several  Days  back,  & 
The  Enemy’s  Fire  encreas’d  again. 

15th.  The  covering  Body  fell  down  incredibly  in  the  Fever  &  Ague. 
The  open  Country  is  very  swampy  &  unhealthy  at  this  Season.  General 
Elliot  was  oblig’d  to  abandon  Guanavacua  &  to  retire  about  two  miles,  tow¬ 
ards  the  Edge  of  the  Wood,  where  the  Army  lay.  Scarce  a  man  of  the 
above  body  escap’d  the  Sickness.  The  Army  kept  healthier  in  the  rocky 
wood,  notwithstanding  their  Distance  from  water,  &  the  badness  of  it,  whilst 
we  had  very  good  water  at  Guanavacua.  The  Sickness  grew  very  great  also 
in  the  Wood. 

The  Defences  of  The  Moro  being  ruin’d.  A  Sapp  was  carry’d  to  the 
Ditch,  &  two  Mines  made  under  the  Face  of  a  Bastion. 

22d.  Another  Sally,  the  Enemy  lost  above  200  men,  many  drownded. 
On  our  side  Brigdr.  Carleton  7  shot  thro  the  Arm,  but  is  recovering  so  well, 
that  tis  thought  he  will  not  have  a  stiff  Joint.  28  men  kill’d  &  70  wounded. 
Our  People  exposed  themselves  in  the  Pursuit  too  much,  to  the  Shipping. 

30th  July.  The  Mines  sprung,  had  a  good  Effect,  but  the  Breach  very 
difficult.  The  Troops  mounted  two  at  a  time.  The  Enemys  waiting  the 
Assault,  &  then  behaving  so  ill  seems  a  Contradiction.  The  first  part  was 
probably  owing  to  the  Governor  Don  Lewis  de  Valesco.  After  his  People 
were  drove  from  the  first  cover,  ’tis  said  he  form’d  them  at  a  second,  where 
he  was  shot  thro  the  Body,  &  dy’d  in  two  days.  They  made  no  further 
Resistance.  Many  were  drownded  130  kill’d,  320  Prisoners.  Our  Loss  12 
kill’d  28  wounded.  From  the  Town  &  the  Pointo  they  soon  made  a  Ruin 
of  the  side  of  the  Moro  next  them. 

1st  August.  Batteries  erecting  against  the  Pointo,  which  commands  the 
opposite  side  of  the  Harbour’s  mouth,  &  against  The  Governors  Battery 


7  Guy  Carleton,  bom  at  Strabane,  Ireland,  Sept.  3,  1724,  was  the  son  of  Chris¬ 
topher  and  Catherine  (Ball)  Carleton,  of  Newry,  and  a  descendant  of  Lancelot 
Carleton,  of  Brampton  Foot,  in  Gillesland,  Cumberland,  England,  who  was  slain 
in  the  service  of  Charles  I. 

He  entered  the  Guards  at  an  early  age,  and  became,  in  1748,  lieutenant-colonel 
of  the  72d  Regiment ;  he  was  aide  de  camp  to  Cumberland  in  the  German  campaign 
ot  1757;  was  under  Amherst  at  Louisburg  in  1758,  and  Wolfe  at  Quebec,  a 
quartermaster-general,  a  brigadier-general,  and  wounded  at  Belleisle. 

He  served  as  quartermaster-general  at  Havana.  In  1766  he  was  lieutenant- 
governor,  and  in  1774  Governor  of  Quebec.  A  major-general  and  colonel  of  the 
47th  Foot  in  1772,  a  lieutenant-general  in  1778,  commander-in-chief  of  the  forces 
in  America,  and  a  general  in  1793. 

Appointed  governor-general  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  Aug.  29, 1774,  he  was 
governor-general  of  British  North  America  from  1786  to  1796. 

•  He  was  created  Baron  Dorchester,  of  Dorchester,  County  Oxford,  Aug.  21, 
1786,  and  died  Nov.  10,  1808. 
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&c  in  the  Town.  Brigadier  Burton  arriv’d  with  part  of  the  Troops  from 
America.  A  seasonable  Reinforcement.  I  shall  not  attempt  an  account 
of  their  Disaster  at  Sea.  By  this  time  Col1.  Howe’s  command  were  almost 
all  sick. 

nth  Aug.  Our  Batteries  of  42  pieces  of  Cannon  open’d  at  Day  Break.  By 
eight,  The  Pointo  was  silenc’d,  &  at  Noon  The  Governor  sent  to  Lord 
Albemarle  to  capitulate.  14th  The  Terms  finished,  &  our  Grenadiers  took 
Possession.  Six  thousand  Tons  of  Shipping  order’d  to  carry  the  Prisoners 
to  Spain,  their  numbers  Sea  Men  &  Soldiers  computed  5000. 

I  suppose  Col1.  Hale  will  send  your  Excellency  The  Articles  of  Capitula¬ 
tion.  Tis  said  in  the  Army,  They  first  propos’d  that  they  should  keep  the 
nine  Ships  of  the  Line,  &  the  public  money;  but  that  the  first  Article  is, 
that  they  shall  be  deliver’d  up  bona  Fide.  Tis  said  there  is  a  million  &  a 
half  Sterling  in  Dollars. 

I  beg  Your  Excellency  will  excuse  the  length  of  this  Letter,  &  believe  me, 
with  the  utmost  Respect

11  Horatio  Gates,  born  in  Maldon,  Essex,  England,  in  1728,  son  of  a  clergyman 
and  godson  of  Horace  Walpole.  He  entered  the  army  and  rose  rapidly  to  a  cap¬ 
taincy,  Sept.  13, 1754,  of  one  of  the  four  independent  companies  of  New  York.  In 
1755  he  was  at  Halifax,  joining  Braddock's  expedition.  He  was  shot  through  the 
body  and  for  a  long  time  disabled.  In  January,  1762,  he  was  an  aid  to  Monckton 
at  Martinico,  and  was  made  major  of  the  45th  Regiment,  April  24,  1762,  and  of 
the  60th  (Royal  Americans),  Oct.  27,  1764. 

After  the  peace  he  purchased  an  estate  in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia.  When 
the  Revolution  commenced  he  offered  his  services  to  Congress,  and  was  made 
adjutant-general  with  the  rank  of  brigadier,  then  major-general  and  chief  com¬ 
mander  of  the  army  in  the  North.  After  various  services  he  was  relieved  of  com¬ 
mand  after  the  disastrous  battle  at  Camden,  Aug.  16,  1780,  when  he  retired  to 
his  farm.  He  was  reinstated  in  1782.  In  1790  he  removed  to  New  York,  where 
he  died  April  10,  1806.

13  Israel  Putnam  was  bom  in  Salem  Village,  now  Danvers,  Mass.,  Jan.  7, 
1717-18,  and  was  the  youngest  son  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  (Porter)  Putnam. 
The  father  will  always  be  remembered  for  his  opposition  to  the  witchcraft  trials. 

The  son  was  born  in  a  house  still  standing  near  the  eastern  base  of  the  hill, 
which  is  crowned  by  the  buildings  of  the  insane  asylum. 

His  father  dying  when  Israel  was  but  a  boy,  his  mother  married  Capt.  Thomas 
Perley,  of  Boxford.  His  early  education  was  meagre,  and  his  life  was  spent  in 
farming. 

He  married  July  19,  1739,  Hannah,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mehitable  (Putnam) 
Pope.  After  a  short  stay  in  Danvers,  where  one  child  was  born,  they  removed  to 
Pomfret,  Conn.  There  he  had  purchased  five  hundred  acres,  in  “  Mortlake 
Manor,"  afterwards  known  as  Brooklyn,  Conn. 

Here  he  became  foremost  in  advancing  the  welfare  of  the  community,  espe¬ 
cially  in  educational  affairs. 

In  1755  commenced  his  military  career  as  a  captain  of  a  company  in  the  Con¬ 
necticut  quota  and  participated  in  the  affairs  of  Fort  Edward  at  Lake  George  and 
Fort  William  Henry.  In  1757  he  was  promoted  to  be  major;  the  following  year 
he  was  taken  prisoner  and  subjected  to  brutal  treatment  until  his  release  was  pro¬ 
cured  by  Col.  Peter  Schuyler.  In  1759  he  was  made  a  lieutenant-colonel  and 
assisted  Amherst  at  Ticonderoga  and  Crown  Point,  and  in  the  next  year  at  Mon¬ 
treal.  In  1762  he  was  in  the  expedition  against  Havana,  as  shown  by  his  orderly 
book.  His  next  campaign  was  against  Detroit  in  1763,  as  colonel  at  the  head  of  four 
hundred  Connecticut  troops,  and  in  1764  returned  to  his  home  to  settle  down  to  a 
quiet  life  as  a  farmer,  which  was,  however,  rendered  less  peaceful  by  the  agitation 
which  occurred  in  the  decade  preceding  the  Revolution,  and  in  which  he  was  a 
prominent  figure.  In  1765  his  first  wife  died,  and  in  1767  he  married  Deborah 
(Lothrop),  widow  of  John  Gardiner,  fifth  proprietor  of  Gardiner's  Island.  She  was 
his  helpmate  and  companion  in  his  campaigns  of  the  war,  till  her  death  in  1777 
at  his  headquarters  in  the  Highlands  of  the  Hudson. 

During  the  years  preceding  the  Revolution  his  house  was  a  tavern,  and  he 
held  office  as  Selectman  and  Deputy  to  the  General  Assembly. 

In  1772-3  he  visited  on  the  Mississippi;  near  Natchez,  the  land  given  by  the 
English  government  to  those  who  had  participated  from  Connecticut  in  the  1762 
expedition  and  other  wars  against  Spain  and  France,  and  extended  his  travels 
also  to  Pensacola  and  Jamaica.

his  intention  to  side  with  the  colonists  was  plainly  expressed,  and  when  the  news 
of  the  Lexington  fight  arrived  at  Pomfret  he  left  his  plough  in  the  furrow  and 
started  at  once  for  Cambridge. 

As  a  major-general  his  participation  in  the  events  of  the  war  are  too  well  known 
to  need  recapitulation. 

In  the  winter  of  1779-80  he  received  a  stroke  of  paralysis  which  seriously 
affected  the  use  of  his  limbs  on  one  side. 

Notwithstanding  this  infirmity,  in  1786  he  rode  on  horseback  from  Brooklyn  to 
Danvers,  stopping  at  Cambridge,  at  the  college,  where  he  was  paid  much  atten¬ 
tion. 

In  May,  1790,  he  was  violently  attacked  with  an  inflammatory  disease  which 
proved  fatal  May  29, 1790,  and  he  was  buried,  June  x,  with  military  and  masonic 
honors.

14  Sir  George  Pocock,  K.B.,  born  Feb.  21,  1706,  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Thomas 
Pocock,  D.D.,  Chaplain  of  Greenwich  Hospital.  The  family  of  Pocock  is  one 
of  antiquity  in  Berkshire,  Eng.,  John  Pocock  being  possessed  of  the  manor  of 
Hampstead  Norris,  Berks,  and  there  interred  in  1493. 

Edward  Pocock,  rector  of  Childrey,  Berks,  a  learned  Orientalist,  was  brother 
of  the  grandfather  of  the  Rev.  Thomas. 

George  Pocock  adopted  the  naval  profession  under  the  auspices  of  his  uncle, 
Lord  Torrington,  and  after  advancement  to  rear  admiral  in  1755,  to  the  com¬ 
mand  of  a  fleet  in  the  East  Indies,  1757-1760;  obtaining  victories  over  the  French, 
he  was  invested  with  the  order  of  the  Bath,  and  made  Admiral  of  the  Blue,  retir¬ 
ing  in  1766.  He  represented  Plymouth  in  two  Parliaments  and  was  a  Master  of 
Trinity  House.  He  married  Sophia  Pitt,  youngest  daughter  of  George  Drake, 
second  son  of  Sir  Francis  Drake,  and  widow  of  Commodore  Digby  Dent.  His 
son,  Sir  George  Pocock,  1st  bart.,  succeeded  him  on  his  death,  April  3,  1792.

10  Gen.  Phineas  Lyman,  baptized  in  Durham,  Conn.,  March  6,  1715-16,  was  the 
son  of  Noah  and  Elizabeth  Lyman.  He  was  bred  to  the  trade  of  a  weaver,  but 
subsequently  prepared  for  college  and  graduated  at  Yale  in  1738  and  was  one  of 
the  Berkeley  scholars.  After  three  years  as  a  tutor  and  studying  law  he  settled 
in  Suffield,  as  a  member  of  the  bar,  and  also  kept  a  law  school. 

He  represented  Suffield  in  the  Connecticut  Assembly,  and  was  also  an  assist¬ 
ant.  In  March,  1755,  he  was  made  a  major-general  and  commander-in-chief  of 
the  Connecticut  troops  sent  against  Crown  Point.  In  1756,  1757,  1758,  17S9,  and 
1761  he  headed  the  Connecticut  forces  in  their  campaigns  at  the  northward. 

After  the  Havana  expedition  he  went  to  England  to  receive  the  portion  of  prize- 
money  due  him  and  his  associates ;  he  also  formed  a  company  of  “  Military 
Aduenturers  ”  who  had  served  in  the  different  wars,  whose  object  was  to  obtain 
from  the  British  government  a  tract  of  land  on  the  Mississippi  and  Yazoo  rivers. 
He  was  detained  in  England  by  delays  till  1772,  when  he  was  brought  back  by 
his  son,  a  wreck  of  his  former  self,  but  with  a  permit  to  settle  a  tract  twenty  miles 
square,  east  of  the  Mississippi  and  south  of  the  Yazoo.  In  the  winter  of  1773  he 
with  a  party  settled  near  Natchez,  but  he  only  survived  till  Sept.  10,  1774. 

He  married,  Oct.  7,  1842,  Eleanor,  aunt  of  President  Dwight,  of  Yale,  and  had 
eight  children,  the  two  eldest  holding  commissions  in  the  English  army,  which 
they  resigned  before  the  close  of  the  Revolution.

Lieutenant  Andrus  died  November  30.  Samuel  Wright  was  promoted  lieutenant 
September  15,  in  place  of  Hollister,  transferred,  and  Jesse  Belknap  appointed 
ensign.  —  91  men,  37  deaths. 

20  Captain  Stanton  died  September  13,  and  was  succeeded  by  Capt.  John 
Wheatley.  Lieutenant  Minor  was  succeeded  September  14  by  Francis  Hollister. 
Lieutenant  Brown  died  August  31,  and  was  succeeded,  September  7,  by  Jedidiah 
Hide.  John  Chamberlain  was  ensign  from  September  14.  —  90  men,  40  deaths. 

21  David  Johnson  was  ensign  of  this  company.  —  80  men,  24  deaths. 

22  James  Pitkin  was  2d  lieutenant.  He  died  November  25.  Ensign  Downer 
died  August  26.  —  59  men,  31  deaths. 

23  Lieutenant  Thompson  died  November  7.  —  91  men,  26  deaths. 

24  Robert  Durkee  served  as  captain  of  this  company.  Lieutenant  Thompson 
died  November  3. —  92  men,  37  deaths. 

This  company  did  not  go  to  Havana,  but  served  with  the  2d  regiment  at 
Crown  Point.  Josiah  Smith  did  not  act  as  lieutenant,  but  John  Avery  filled  that 
place  for  a  time. 

23  Captain  Spalding  died,  and  the  pay-roll  of  the  company  is  not  found.  Lieut. 
John  Avery  was  assigned  to  this  company,  but  on  account  of  sickness  did  not 
arrive  in  New  York  in  time  to  sail  with  the  regiment.  He  was  appointed  a 
recruiting  officer  to  raise  men  to  fill  up  the  regular  regiments.  He  joined  Colonel 
Whiting's  regiment  in  September.  There  were  89  men  in  this  company. 

27  Captain  King  died  December  23.  William  Barker  was  1st  lieutenant  of  this 
company,  and  William  Denison  succeeded  Moses  Park  as  2d  lieutenant,  Sep¬ 
tember  16.  —  76  men,  41  deaths. 

The  number  of  men  in  each  company  is  taken  from  the  accounts  of  the  cap¬ 
tains,  and  the  deaths  from  the  pay-rolls  preserved  in  War,  Vol.  X.  There  were  a 
few  deserters,  and  some,  who  for  various  causes  did  not  join  the  regiment,  were 
assigned  to  Colonel  Whiting’s  regiment.

On  Friday  last  the  General  Court  resolved  that  620  Men  should  be  raised,  at 
Seven  Pounds  Bounty  each ;  which  together  with  the  600  now  in  the  Service,  who 
are  to  be  reinlisted  at  Three  Pounds  ten  shillings  Bounty  each,  and  the  2000  Men 
voted  last  Session,  which  are  now  compleately  raised,  amounting  in  the  Whole  to 
3220  Men,  are  to  be  put  under  the  Command  of  General  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst,  to 
serve  until  the  last  Day  of  October  next. 

They  also  resolved  that  a  Bounty  of  Seven  Pounds  Lawful  Money  to  each  Man 
should  be  given  for  raising  Recruits  for  the  Regular  Service,  not  exceeding  893 
Men. 


Of  the  three  thousand  troops  of  Massachusetts,  five 
hundred  were  at  Cape  Breton  and  New  Foundland.  Two 
regiments  under  Colonels  Saltonstall  and  Ingersoll  were 
made  up  of  the  balance  of  the  quota  and  were  destined 
for  service  to  the  westward  in  Northern  New  York  and 
Canada. 

Those  whose  residence  was  at  Worcester  or  to  the  east¬ 
ward  made  that  town  their  rendezvous.  Those  west  of 
it  met  at  Springfield. 

The  proclamation  of  Governor  Bernard,  dated  March 
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4,  1762,  stated  the  force  were  to  serve  only  within  “  the 
Northern  District  of  North  America;”  consequently  no 
provincial  troops  from  Massachusetts  were  at  the  siege  of 
Havana. 

Before  the  provincial  troops  had  left  the  province  an 
order  of  the  governor,  dated  April  28,  1762,  for  recruit¬ 
ing  his  “Majesty’s  Regular  Forces  in  America,” 28  was 
published.  Among  the  recruiting  officers  were  those  of 
Maj.  Joseph  Gorham’s  Rangers,  an  independent  corps 
which  had  previously  been  recruited  largely  from  the 
Massachusetts  province. 

Among  the  treasures  in  the  manuscript  collections  of 
Harvard  University  there  is  a  collection  which  may  be 
called  the  Bourne  Manuscripts,  dealing  with  Barnstable 
County  matters.

2S  PROVINCE  OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  BAY. 

Deserted  from  Castle  WILLIAM,  the  Five  following  Soldiers  who  lately  in- 
listed  in  this  Province,  as  Recruits  for  his  Majesty’s  Regular  Regiments  in  North 
America,  Ebenezer  Nightingale  of  Stoughton ,  aged  39  Years,  by  Trade  a 
Farmer,  fairish  Complexion,  well  set,  has  brown  Hair,  blue  Eyes,  has  sore  Eyes, 

he  is  3  Feet  6  Inches  high, - Ebenezer  Allen ,  of  Stoughton  born  in  Norton, 

aged  21  years,  by  Trade  a  Husbandman,  of  a  dark  Complexion,  has  dark  Eyes, 
and  black  Hair,  he  is  5  Feet  5  Inches  high,  —  Lemuel  Kingman,  born  in  Bridge- 
water,  aged  29  Years,  by  trade  a  Farmer,  brown  Complexion,  black  Eyes,  dark 
brown  Hair  5  Feet  9  Inches  high,  and  slim  —  John  Bufington  of  Dighton,  born 
in  Killingly,  by  Trade  a  Fisherman,  dark  Eyes,  dark  Hair,  5  Feet  7  Inches  high 
—  John  Young,  born  in - ,  aged  25  Years,  by  Trade  a  Barber,  dark  Complex¬ 

ion,  grey  Eyes,  and  has  a  Cast  in  his  left  Eye,  black  Hair,  5  Feet  6  Inches  high. 

N.B.  Ebenezer  Nightingale  and  Lemuel  Kingman  have  been  heard  of  in 
Johnston  Town  in  Rhode  Island  Government  where  they  were  suspected  of  Steal¬ 
ing,  and  got  away  into  Scituate  in  the  same  Government ;  and  said  to  have  beat 
the  House  of  one  James  Perrigrew;  they  left  Perrigrew’s  House,  and  went  into 
the  Parish  of  Newent  in  Connecticut  Government  early  in  this  Month,  and  have 
since  been  heard  of  returning  from  Newent  to  the  said  Perrigrews.  The  said 
Nightingale  calls  himself  John  Spear,  and  the  said  Kingman  goes  by  the  Name 
of  James  Loring. 

WHOEVER  apprehends  any  of  the  said  Deserters,  and  will  deliver  them  to 
the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Troops  on  Castle  Island,  or  to  Lieut  ELLIOTT 
at  Mrs  Allens'  near  the  Town-House  in  Boston,  or  secure  them,  in  any  of  His 
Majesty’s  Goals,  shall  receive  SIX  POUNDS,  Lawful  Money,  Reward,  for  each 
Man.  June  17,  1762. 
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William  Sprague,  for  a  copy  of  an  interesting  account 
of  Major  Gorham,29  and  some  hitherto  unpublished  manu- 

20  Major  General  Joseph  Gorham  was  born  May  29,  1725,  in  the  “  Old  Gorham 
House,”  still  standing  in  Barnstable,  Mass.  He  was  next  to  the  youngest  son  of 
Col.  Shubael  Gorham  and  his  wife  Mary  Thatcher.  In  1745,  at  the  age  of  about 
nineteen,  he  went  with  his  father  and  brothers,  John  and  David,  to  take  part  in 
the  siege  of  Louisburg.  “  His  own  letter  of  May  3,  1761  (says  Mr.  Louis 
D’Aguilar  Jackson,  of  London,  the  author  of  his  Memoir) ,  is  the  authority  for  the 
statement  that  his  military  service  began  at  this  time.  He  was  a  lieutenant  of 
Rangers  under  Governor  Cornwallis,  in  1749,  and  served  in  Gorham's  Rangers  at 
the  second  taking  of  Louisburg,  in  1758.  The  Rangers,  as  regular  troops,  under 
Joseph,  as  Major  Commandant,  dated  from  Sept.  25,  1761. 

“  Latterly  Gorham  had  largely  increased  his  men  in  order  to  take  part  in  the 
Great  Secret  Expedition  of  Monckton,  which  eventually  conquered  and  occupied 
two-thirds  of  the  island  of  Cuba.  The  first  detachment,  under  Lord  Rollo,  in¬ 
cluded  115  Rangers,  with  other  troops,  sailing  from  New  York  May  3,  1761. 
They  took  Dominico  on  June  6 ;  but  the  mass  of  6,667  officers  and  men,  includ¬ 
ing  two  companies  of  Rangers,  left  New  York  Nov.  19,  1761,  under  Monckton 
himself.  In  June,  1762,  about  1,328  men  were  despatched  from  New  York,  as 
reinforcements,  besides  four  independent  companies  from  New  York,  and  a  few 
men  of  Gorham's  Rangers,  under  a  lieutenant  of  his.  On  Aug.  13,  1762,  the 
Massachusetts  recruits  were  the  last  troops  despatched,  except,  perhaps,  some 
few  for  maintaining  the  occupation  of  Cuba." 

The  writer  believes  that  Mr.  Jackson  was  mistaken  about  Massachusetts  troops 
being  sent  to  Havana,  as  the  date  of  their  departure,  as  given  by  him,  was  the 
date  of  the  capture  of  Havana.  According  to  the  Massachusetts  Archives,  troops 
were  sent  from  Boston  to  Nova  Scotia  at  this  time.  But  we  are  unable  to  find 
among  the  Archives  any  record  of  troops  sent  to  Havana. 

On  October  19  some  troops  left  Havana  for  New  York,  where  they  arrived  on 
or  before  Nov.  30,  1762.  Before  Dec.  16,  1762,  Major  Gorham  and  his  surviving 
officers  had  returned  to  New  York  from  his  successful  expedition,  but  his  men,  as 
well  as  those  of  other  companies,  had  been  drafted  into  other  corps  at  Havana. 
His  three  nephews,  Capt.  David  Gorham  (son  of  Col.  David  Gorham,  of  Barn¬ 
stable),  Lieut.  Christopher  Gorham  and  Charles  Gorham  (sons  of  Col.  John 
Gorham,  of  Louisburg  fame) ,  died  at  Havana  and  Grenada.  Other  Massachu¬ 
setts  men  who  were  with  Major  Gorham  were  Capt.  Sylvanus  Cobb,  of  Plymouth, 
Mass.,  and  Lieut.  Paine,  of  Cape  Cod. 

“  Apparently  much  of  the  enormous  expense  of  the  expedition,  due  to  high 
prices,  or  rather  famine  prices,  had  fallen  on  the  officers,  for  they  returned  in  a 
destitute  condition.  Such  was  the  war  on  the  English  side  —  a  perpetual  self- 
sacrifice,  a  dilatory  officialism,  combined  with  brutal  injustice  and  carping  jeal¬ 
ousy,  spoiling  everything  but  the  glory  of  the  achievements.”  Gorham,  however, 
went  to  Boston  at  once  to  raise  recruits  in  New  England  for  other  service. 

During  the  Revolution  (in  1776)  he  defended  Fort  Cumberland.  He  was 
always  a  loyalist,  and  lived  much  of  his  life  in  Halifax  and  in  England.  He  was 
described  as  taking  the  part  of  a  humane,  good  man  in  his  treatment  of  the  disaf¬ 
fected.  His  wife,  Ann  Spry,  was  an  English  lady.  They  had  ten  children,  but 
so  far  as  is  known  none  of  his  descendants  live  in  Canada  or  the  United  States.  On 
April  28,  1790,  he  became  a  major  general  in  the  English  army,  and  died  soon 
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script  relating  to  the  siege  of  Havana  and  the  part  taken 
by  Gorham’s  Rangers,  composed,  to  a  great  extent,  of 
Massachusetts  men. 

A  large  number  of  the  letters  among  the  “  Bourne 
Papers  ”  are  those  written  by  Joseph  Gorham  to  Melatiah 
Bourne.  They  show  that  Gorham’s  headquarters  for  re¬ 
cruiting  was  Boston.  One  of  these  papers  or  letters  states 
that  one  of  Gorham’s  officers  recruited  thirty-four  men 
in  Nova  Scotia,  and  fourteen  in  Boston,  and  that  those 
from  Nova  Scotia  were  sent  to  Boston. 


DIARY  OF  MAJOR  JOSEPH  GORHAM. 

“  His  Majesty's  Corps  of  Rangers,  Commanded  by  Major  Joseph  Gorham, 
Returns,  Occurences,  Casualtys,  with  some  extracts  of  Journal  and 
Remarks  from  Embarking  at  N.  York ,  to  their  return  from  Havana , 
to  North  America,  in  1762." 

Wednesday  June  30,  1762,  sailed  from  the  Hook,  N.  York  under  Convoy 
of  his  Majesty’s  Ships  the  Lizard,  Enterprise,  and  Porcupine. 

Wednesday  July  21,  Between  four  and  five  P.M.  was  separated  by  the 
French  Fleet,  which  fell  in  with  us,  consisting  70S8,  4  Frigates,  and  5  large 
armed  vessels,  took  several  Transports  of  the  58th  Regiment.  The  Trans¬ 
ports  on  which  the  Corps  of  Rangers  were  on  board,  escaped  very  narrowly 
and  by  being  only  about  common  shot  to  the  windward,  and  a  little  ahead  of 
the  enemy  with  the  night  to  favor  us.  We  were  soon  a  lone  ship,  and  had 
perplexity  of  being  marroon’d  and  chased  by  Privateers,  for  several  days, 
which  to  our  joy  turned  out  English,  however  proceeded  to  our  place  of  Ren¬ 
dezvous  and  from  there  for  the  Havannah, 

Wednesday  July  28,  1762,  saw  several  wrecks  on  the  Quays,  went  in  the 
boat  and  found  them  to  be  His  Majesty’s  Ship  ye  Chesterfield,  and  4  large 
Transports,  nigh  1500.  Troops  on  shore,  in  good  fear  of  wanting  water. 
Next  day  took  on  board  a  company  of  the  46th  Regiment,  and  proceeded, 
met  again  with  Privatersmen,  proved  English,  not  altering  our  course,  but  re¬ 
solved  to  board  and  fight  the  Enemy, 


after  at  the  age  of  about  sixty-five,  having  served  as  a  soldier  for  forty-five  years. 
Many  of  his  letters,  dating  from  1760  to  1774,  to  his  cousin  and  life-long  friend, 
Melatiah  Bourne,  of  Boston  and  Barnstable,  are  among  the  “  Bourne  Papers  ”  at 
the  Harvard  College  Library  and  with  them  is  the  muster  roll  of  the  officers  who 
accompanied  him  to  Havana.  On  the  back  of  this  muster  roll  is  his  diary  of  the 
expedition.  '  Frank  William  Sprague. 
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Friday  August  6,  1 762, 

Landed  at  the  Island  of  Cuba,  and  joined  the  Army,  was  posted  advance 
of  the  Army  at  a  place  called  the  English  Factory,  a  large  fine  building. 
Alarmed  and  visited  by  the  Enemy’s  Light-Horse  and  Foot,  who  on  the  ad¬ 
vance  of  our  Officers  &  30  or  less  would  retire  with  3  or  400  (for  men  yh  it 
seems  great  part  understood  the  use  of  arms)  never  any  behaved  so  unmili¬ 
tary, 

Friday  August  13,  1762. 

On  surrender  of  the  Havannah,  received  orders  to  march  in  the  country 
with  the  Corps,  and  a  reinforcement  to  see  that  the  Inhabitants  kept  in  sub¬ 
jection,  sent  in  proper  supplies  &c.  was  received  with  great  ceremony  and 
grandeur  in  the  different  villages  by  the  Magistrates,  and,  Principal  People, 
who  during  ye  seige  had  retired  in  the  country,  which  appeared,  extremely 
pleasant  and  fertile,  the  Habitations  of  the  Gentlemen,  rather  like  Palaces, 
having  10  or  12  rooms  on  a  floor,  The  better  sort  of  people  courteous  and 
civil,  but  seemingly  indolent  fond  of  rich  and  gaudy  furniture  and  apparel 
The  common  people  a  low  cunning,  deceitful  false  and  theiving  sett,  The 
Spanish  joyned  indiscriminately  in  Marriage  with  Negroes,  Mulattos  &c, 
which  produces  as  bad  a  Mongrel  Crew,  perhaps  as  any  on  Earth,  In  short 
the  deportment  of  the  inhabitants,  their  customs,  with  the  climate  of  the 
Island  rendered  it  the  most  disagreeable  to  the  Expedition  there,  as  any 
part  of  the  world  they  had  ever  been  in,  Though  the  soil  and  climate  is 
well  adapted  for  Gardens,  could  not  but  remark  that  very  few  appeared  in 
the  whole  country  and  scarce  any  thing  improved  but  the  Sugar  Works 
and  what  brings  in  an  immediate  gain, 

The  weather  is  so  hot  that  all  kinds  of  meat  must  be  cooked  the  same  day 
it  is  killed,  and  one  not  seasoned  to  ye  country  is  almost  sure  of  a  fit  of 
Illness  in  case  he  exposes  himself  to  the  sun  between  10  O’Clock,  and  4 
O’Clock, 

Wednesday  Aug  18,  1762 

Returned  (to  Havana)  and  was  taken  very  ill  with  a  high  fever  and  in  4 
or  5  days  there  was  not  an  officer  or  man  in  the  Corps,  able  to  help  himself, 
The  Surgeon  made  one  of  this  number,  so  we  were  in  a  most  wretched  con¬ 
dition,  and  had  it  not  been  for  some  Spanish  Negroes  I  got  of  a  Priest,  we 
must  some  of  us  perished.  The  46th  Regiment  and  several  Corps  near  us 
was  much  in  the  same  situation,  but  they  were  not  all  taken  down  at  once, 
And  they  were  posted  close  to  Headquarters,  the  stores  &c,  and  a  greater 
chance  of  assistance,  We  had  the  utmost  difficulty  to  get  a  visit  from  Sur¬ 
geons,  of  other  Corps,  and  sometimes  for  several  days  in  the  height  of  our 
Illness  without  any,  At  times  2  or  3  days  without  Provisions  from  the  store. 
The  Army  was  now  served  with  Fresh  Beef.  Fowls  from  &  dollar  to  2  dol¬ 
lars  and  very  difficult  to  be  had.  All  Poultry  price  in  proportion,  we  re¬ 
mained  in  this  situation  till  September  6th. 

I  was  able  to  wait  on  Lord  Albermarle,  who  ordered  us  removed  to  the 
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suburbs,  about  a  mile  from  the  town,  had  all  necessaries  handy  and  ur- 
geons  directed  to  attend,  but  scarce  had  one  prescribed  but  he  was  either  re¬ 
moved  or  taken  ill,  so  we  had  not  one  a  week  together,  and  the  Distemper 
was  so  settled  upon  most  of  the  officers  and  men  that  some  of  the  Surgeons 
immediately  in  seeing  them  gave  them  over.  In  fact  provided  we  had 
proper  assistance  at  being  first  taken  down,  I  don’t  think  we  should 
lost  above  one  or  two  Officers,  and  not  one  third  of  the  men  that  have 
been  lost.  From  the  18.  of  August  to  nigh  the  18  of  October  following,  I 
have  never  had  less  than  five  Officers  including  the  2  Volunteers  sick  in 
the  house  with  me,  besides  as  many  Servants  all  unable  to  help  themselves, 
and  depended  on  me  to  provide  in  this  Situation.  It  cost  me  not  less  (upon 
the  nighest  calculation)  than  12  dollars  a  day,  A  Calash,  or  Chaise,  and  man 
must  be  had  for  the  different  exercise  other  ways,  almost  a  miracle  for  one  to 
recover  and  every  other  thing  excessively  dear  in  the  housekeeping  way. 

After  my  first  severe  fit  of  Fever,  which  brought  me  very  low,  I  had  four 
relapses  at  every  one  so  weak,  that  at  the  height  I  could  scarce  stand  alone 
two  of  the  latter  ye  Surgeons  (almost)  give  me  over,  and  when  I  received 
orders  for  the  Corps,  to  be  draughted  and  the  Officers  to  return  to  America, 
I  was  in  a  high  fever  and  in  the  most  weak  condition,  Yet  inevitably  obliged 
to  receive  orders  and  give  directions  (if  even  life  left)  having  not  one  officer 
or  Non  Commissioned  able  to  do  it.  It  was  observed  by  the  Surgeons,  at¬ 
tending  me  that  if  I  had  not  the  most  active  turn  of  disposition  for  riding 
&c.  with  ye  business  I  had  solely  to  manage  of  the  Corps,  and  (which 
greatly  occasioned  the  relapses)  living  in  the  midst  of  an  epedemical  fever 
it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  surmount  ye  Sickness  I  went  through,  that 
the  Patient  has  the  greatest  aversion  the  expedient  which  chiefly  recovers 
him,  viz  exercise. 

We  embarked  the  19,  Oct.  (1762)  having  only  3  days  to  prepare  ourselves, 
accounts,  &c.  No  Officer  permitted  to  bring  a  Servant  upon  any  pretence, 
therefore  we  were  obliged  to  take  them  as  nominal  Sergeants,  or  Drummers, 
which  happened  to  be  vacant.  Those  several  young  Regiments,  that  were 
draughted  and  the  officers  sent  home  to  England,  were  under  the  same  re¬ 
striction. 

Embarked  for  N.  America  in  the  Kitty,  and  Vulture,  Transports  of  the 
Corps,  under  Convoy  of  his  Majesty’s  Ship  Intrepid,  John  Hale,  Commander, 
having  in  convoy  about  40  Sail.

THE  EXPEDITIONS  AGAINST  PORT  ROYAL 
IN  1710  AND  QUEBEC  IN  1711. 


In  the  spring  of  1709  the  Massachusetts  General  Court 
sent  an  address  to  Queen  Anne  praying  for  aid  to  an 
expedition  —  toward  which  they  professed  a  desire  them¬ 
selves  to  do  their  utmost  —  for  the  conquest  of  Nova  Scotia 
and  Canada.  The  proposal  was  favorably  received  at 
Court,  and  operations  on  a  large  scale  were  resolved  upon. 
Colonel  Vetch  brought  information  that  it  was  determined 
to  send  from  England  a  sufficient  naval  force  and  five 
regiments  of  the  regular  army.  Twelve  hundred  men 
were  to  be  enlisted  and  equipped  by  Massachusetts  and 
Rhode  Island.  These  united  forces  were  to  attempt 
Quebec,  while  fifteen  hundred  men  from  the  colonies 
further  south  were  to  make  a  movement  by  land  against 
Montreal. 

The  Massachusetts  troops  were  mustered  at  Boston 
before  the  end  of  the  spring.  The  southern  contingent 
proceeded  towards  Lake  Champlain,  and  lay  encamped 
at  Wood  Creek.  After  months  of  waiting  for  the  Eng¬ 
lish  fleet,  which  did  not  appear,  the  Colonial  forces 
disbanded. 

In  October,  1709,  the  New  England  governors  met  at 
Rehoboth  and  prepared  an  address  to  the  Queen  urging 
another  attempt. 

This  was  successful,  and  an  expedition  was  organized 
under  the  following  instructions  : 
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Instructions  for  our  trusty  and  well  beloved  Colonel 
Francis  Nicholson  whom  we  have  appointed  to  be 
Commander  in  Chief  of  our  fforces  to  be  employ'd  in 
Anne  R.  the  reduction  of  Port  Royal  and  other  places  in  Nova 
Scotia  Given  at  our  Court  att  St  fames's  the  18  th  of 
March  iy 09-10.  In  the  9th year  of  Our  Reign. 

Whereas  upon  the  several  representations  which  have  been 
made  to  us  by  our  subjects  of  New  England  and  other  parts  of 
North  America  of  the  great  Disadvantages  they  lye  under  by 
the  French  being  Masters  of  Port  Royal,  We  have  resolved  to 
fitt  out  an  Expedition  under  your  Command  for  reducing  that 
place. 

You  are  therefore  forthwith  to  repair  on  board  one  of  the  Men 
of  War  appointed  to  convoy  the  fforces  to  be  employ’d  in  this 
expedition  and  then  make  the  best  of  your  way  with  the  Trans¬ 
ports  and  fforces  on  board  them  to  Boston  in  New  England. 
Upon  your  Arrival  there  you  are  to  deliver  to  the  Govr:  of  New 
England  and  New  Hampshire  a  letter  from  us  &  immediately 
to  dispatch  these  to  the  Govr:  of  Connecticut  &  Rhode  Island 
and  you  shall  represent  to  them  in  our  Name  that  in  regard  to 
the  applications  which  have  been  made  to  us  by  our  subjects  in 
these  Parts,  We  have  sent  under  your  Command  500.  Marines 
with  a  Considerable  Quantity  of  warlike  stores  of  all  sorts  and  a 
Bomb  Ketch  for  reducing  Port  Royal  and  that  being  all  could 
be  spared  from  hence  from  other  Important  services.  We  do 
expect  that  what  is  further  necessary  for  accomplishing  this 
Design  shall  be  without  delay  furnished  by  these  Provinces  and 
that  in  such  Quotas  and  by  such  proportions  as  they  were  to 
have  ffurnished  last  year  if  the  designed  expedition  on  Canada 
had  taken  effect,  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  determined  in  a 
Council  of  War,  to  consist  of  yourself  the  Govrs.  Col:  Vetch 
the  eldest  Coll:  of  the  fforces  raised  there,  the  eldest  Capt.  of 
the  Marines  and  the  four  senior  sea  officers. 

You  are  also  to  signifie  to  the  said  Govrs.  Our  Pleasure  that 
they  doe  ffurnish  a  sufficient  number  of  Transport  ships  with 
such  a  quantity  of  provisions  as  shall  be  ffound  necessary  for 
transporting  of  the  fforces  and  stores  from  Boston  to  the  place 
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shall  be  most  proper  in  order  to  attacking  of  Port  royal  as  also 
with  a  sufficient  number  of  Able  Pilots  whereof  Capt.  Southwick 
is  to  be  one  and  to  goe  in  his  own  Galley  &  also  that  they  do  allow 
such  a  number  of  flat  bottomed  whale  boats  which  were  built 
last  year,  to  be  employ’d  in  this  Expedition,  as  shall  be  thought 
Convenient  for  landing  of  the  Troops,  And  you  are  further  to 
signifie  to  them,  that  We  expect  they  will  give  the  same  obedi¬ 
ence  to  wt :  shall  be  determined  in  a  Councill  of  War  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  services  aforesaid,  as  they  would  give  to  our  particular 
orders  and  Instructions. 

As  soon  as  the  Quotas  of  these  Provinces  are  in  readiness  you 
are  then  to  consider  in  a  Council  of  War  of  the  most  proper 
Way  of  attacking  and  reducing  Port  royal,  and  whatsoever  shall 
be  resolved  on,  you  are  without  loss  of  time  to  putt  in  Execu¬ 
tion. 

And  to  the  end  nothing  may  be  wanting  on  our  part  to 
encourage  the  Govrs.  aforesaid  to  act  with  the  utmost  Spirit  & 
Vigor  in  this  expedition  you  shall  assure  them  in  our  Name, 
that  such  of  them  as  contribute  to  the  reduction  of  Port  royal 
and  any  of  the  Country  and  Places  adjacent  belonging  to  the 
enemy,  shall  have  a  preference,  both  with  regard  to  the  soil  & 
Trade  of  the  Country  when  reduced  to  any  other  of  our  sub¬ 
jects,  &  when  they  shall  have  concerted  among  themselves  any 
reasonable  proposals  for  securing  to  their  respective  Colonies  the 
benefits  of  the  said  soil  and  trade ;  We  shall  not  be  wanting 
to  give  the  royal  sanction  for  the  same.  And  you  are  hereby 
empowered  to  give  all  fitting  encouragement  to  any  such  as 
shall  offer  themselves  to  go  Voluntiers  on  this  Expedition  Gentle¬ 
men  or  others. 

And  if  it  shall  please  God  to  give  such  success  to  this  Enter¬ 
prise  as  that  Port  royal  shall  be  reduced  to  our  obedience.  It 
is  our  pleasure  that  Coll:  Vetch  have  the  command  of  it,  with 
such  a  number  of  fforces  as  shall  be  thought  in  a  Council  of  war 
necessary  for  the  security  of  the  place  from  the  designs  of  the 
enemy. 

And  since  there  may  be  other  preparations  necessary  for  this 
expedition,  then  what  are  contained  in  these  our  Instructions,  & 
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which  by  reason  of  the  distance  of  Time  and  Place  could  not  be 
now  foreseen.  These  are  therefore  to  empower  you  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  said  Govrs.  and  Coll:  Vetch  to  make  any 
such  as  you  shall  judge  necessary  for  carrying  on  of  the  Expedi¬ 
tion  aforesaid.

Additional  Instructions  for  our  trusty  and  well  beloved 
Anne  R.  Col:  Nicholson,  Given  at  our  Court  at  St.  James 
the  15th  April  iyio.  In  the  gth  year  of  Our  Reign. 

In  case  there  shall  be  any  plunder  taken  from  the  enemy  on 
shore  by  the  land  forces  imploy’d  in  the  intended  expedition 
under  your  command  as  well  when  the  Marine  Soldiers  or  any 
part  of  the  seamen  belonging  to  our  ships  shall  be  imploy’d  with 
the  said  Land  Forces,  or  otherwise  if  the  same  shall  consist  of 
such  things  as  are  perishable,  it  is  immediately  to  be  disposed 
of  to  the  best  advantage  as  a  Council  of  War  shall  think  most 
proper,  but  you  are  to  take  care  that  no  dividend  be  made  of 
what  arises  from  it,  nor  of  any  other  plunder  taken  as  aforesaid 
which  can  be  preserv’d  till  our  further  Orders  —

The  following  account  of  the  expedition  is  taken  from  a 
journal  of  the  same  on  file  in  the  Public  Record  Office 
in  London : 

On  Saturday  the  15th  of  July  in  the  evening,  General 
Nicholson  arrived  at  Boston  in  New  England,  in  Her 
Majesties  ship  the  Falmouth,  a  Bomb  ship  and  Tender 
&  several  transports,  with  British  officers,  a  Regiment 
of  marines,  provisions  and  stores  of  War;  bringing  with 
him  Her  Majesties  Royal  Commands  to  the  Respective 
Governors  of  Her  Provinces  and  Colonies  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut  and  Rhode 
Island ;  namely  Colonel  Dudley  of  the  Massachusetts 
and  New  Hampshire;  Colonel  Saltonstal  of  Connecticut; 
and  Colonel  Cranston  of  Rhode  Island  to  be  assistant  in 
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the  Expedition  in  the  manner  Colonel  Francis  Nicholson 
should  propose  to  them  &c. 

In  obedience  to  Her  Majesty’s  said  commands :  the 
afore  named  Governors,  with  all  manner  of  application 
and  diligence  forthwith  rais’d  and  furnish’d  their  respec¬ 
tive  Quotas  of  good  effective  men,  well  clothed,  being 
armed  of  Her  Majesties  Royal  Gift;  with  transports, 
provisions,  stores  of  War,  pilots,  chaplains,  chyrurgeons, 
and  all  necessaries  and  utensils  proper  for  the  service, 
as  proposed  by  the  General :  who  with  unwearied  pains 
and  diligence  push’d  forward  the  preparations. 

And  Commadore  Martin  being  joined  by  Her  Majesty’s 
Ships  the  Loustaffe  and  Feversham  from  New  York  (or 
ordered  to  attend  the  service)  on  the  ninth  of  September. 

Upon  Monday  the  1 8th  of  September  the  General 
being  embarqued  on  board  the  Commadore,  set  sail  with 
the  fleet,  and  all  the  Forces  on  b'jard  from  Nantasket, 
Her  Majesty’s  ship  the  Chester  being  sent  some  time 
before. 

Her  Majesty’s  Ship  of  War  the  Dragon,  Commadore 
Martin,  The  Falmouth,  Captain  Riddel,  The  Lowstaffe, 
Captain  Gordon,  The  Feversham,  Captain  Poston,  The 
Province  Gaily,  Captain  Southack,  The  Star  Bomb  Capt: 
Rochfort  with  her  tender. 

Transports,  Hospital  and  Store  Ships  and  vessels, 
about  36  sail,  besides  a  number  of  open  sloops  for  carry¬ 
ing  of  lumber  and  other  utensils  for  the  cannon. 

Field  officers  of  the  land  Forces,  consisting  of  Five 
Regiments  of  foot. 

The  Honourable  Samuell  Vetch,  Adjutant  General 
of  all  Her  Majesty’s  Forces,  Colonel  Robert  Reading, 
Sir  Charles  Hobby,  Colonel,  Colonel  William  Tailer, 
Colonel  William  Whiting,  Colonel  Shadrach  Walton. 

The  winds  proving  favourable,  with  fair  weather,  the 
fleet  sailed  along  the  Shoar  until  Thursday  the  21st. 
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We  anchored  at  the  entrance  of  Passamaquoddy  Harbour, 
at  a  place  called  the  Wolves;  where  several  vessels  by 
the  extraordinary  currency  of  the  tyde,  fogg  and  bad 
weather  were  drove  from  their  Anchors,  and  several 
Anchors  and  Cables  lost.  Capt.  Mathpw’s  Brigt. 
which  we  met  that  day  coming  to  Boston  with  4  French 
Deserters,  and  one  of  our  Transports,  kept  on  their 
way.  And  on  the  23rd  they  arrived  at  Port  Royal 
River  and  entering  in  at  the  Gutt,  a  parcel  of  Indians 
fired  several  volleys  of  small  shot  at  them ;  and  they  on 
the  other  hand  fired  their  great  Guns  at  them,  and  fear’d 
them  away,  and  did  us  no  damage.  At  the  Wolves 
our  Fleet  stayed  till  the  Lords-day  the  24th  at  4  a 
clock  in  the  morning,  then  we  made  sail  and  past 
thro’  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  and  about  noon  came  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Port  Royal  River,  where  the  wind  slack¬ 
ing  in  with  a  Tide  of  Ebb,  we  came  to  Anchor:  Capt 
Jeremiah  Tay  in  the  ship  Caesar,  essaying  first  to  enter 
the  River  ran  to  near  the  Shoar  as  to  ground  his  vessel, 
to  whom  help  sufficient  was  tender’d,  but  he  not  being 
apprehensive  of  any  danger,  did  not  think  fit  to  accept 
of  it,  and  the  wind  rising  with  a  violent  swelling  sea 
bulg’d  the  ship.  In  the  evening;  Lieut  Col.  Ballantine 
and  his  Lieutenant  with  7.  more  got  into  the  Boat  and 
with  one  paddle  thro’  great  difficulty  they  got  to  Land, 
where  the  Boat  bulg’d  against  the  Rocks;  Seventeen 
others  of  the  Company  swam  to  Land;  26  remaining 
on  Board  were  drowned,  viz  Capt.  Tay,  his  Pilot  or 
Sailor  and  23.  Souldiers.  The  rest  of  the  Fleet,  the 
wind  proving  fair,  after  an  hours  anchoring  set  sail  again 
and  entered  the  River,  where  we  found  Capt.  Mathews 
in  Her  Majesty’s  Ship  Chester  and  his  men  all  in  good 
Health,  who  informed  that  they  had  8.  more  French 
Deserters.  The  whole  Fleet  sailed  above  Goat  Island, 
where  we  anchored  and  moored.  At  our  arrival  the 
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French  fired  their  Beacon  to  call  in  their  Inhabitants  to 
the  Fort.  The  General  this  night  call’d  a  Council  of 
War;  Two  Deserters  from  the  Fort  came  to  us,  and  three 
Irish  and  one  Dutchman  deserted  this  night  from  us  to 
the  Enemy. 

Monday  Sept  25.  A  Council  of  War  being  call’d 
last  night :  the  event  of  it  was,  this  day  being  clear  fair 
Weather,  That  some  Gentlemen  with  some  Detachments 
should  go  on  shoar  to  view  the  best  places  on  both  sides 
the  River,  where  to  Land  our  men  and  pitch  our  Camp ; 
Accordingly  very  early  in  the  morning  Col:  Reading 
Landed  on  the  South  Side  where  the  Fort  is;  Col:  Red- 
knap  being  with  him  with  a  party  of  50.  Marines,  Com¬ 
manded  by  Capt  Davinson,  who  having  posted  them, 
came  on  board  the  Dragon,  to  give  the  General  account 
of  it ;  they  were  very  soon  supported  by  another  party  of 
150.  Marines,  commanded  by  Major  Mullens  and  Capt. 
Cochran;  and  much  about  the  same  time  Col:  Vetch, 
Col:  Walton;  Major  Brown  and  Capt.  Southack,  and 
Engineer  Forbes  landed  with  Col:  Waltons  Company  of 
Grenadiers,  commanded  by  Capt:  Mascarene  on  the 
North  side  of  the  river,  at  Spurs  Point;  Col:  Vetch  hav¬ 
ing  posted  his  men,  also  returned  to  the  General,  who 
upon  the  report  made  by  the  abovesaid  Gentlemen  offi¬ 
cers,  he  gave  immediate  orders  for  landing  the  whole 
Army,  Col:  Tailors  Regiment,  and  the  rest  of  Colonel 
Waltons  landed  on  the  North  Side,  and  were  saluted  by 
Monsieur  Subercase  from  the  Fort,  with  three  Guns  and 
a  shell,  without  doing  us  any  damage.  The  General, 
Col  Reading,  Sir  Charles  Hobbey  and  Col  Whiting 
landed  on  the  South  side  about  one  of  the  Clock  &  the 
whole  Army  at  four.  Col:  Vetch  with  the  two  Battalions 
on  the  North  Side  drew  up  and  Marched  with  Drums 
beating,  and  colours  flying  to  the  camp  they  designed  to 
take.  The  French  then  began  to  fire  pretty  thick.  One 
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of  their  Cannon  shot  went  pritty  near  Col.  Tailer  as  he 
March’d  at  the  head  of  his  Regiment,  and  passed  be¬ 
tween  his  Ranges  but  did  no  harm.  Upon  our  landing 
the  other  part  of  our  forces  on  the  South  Side  the  Enemy 
from  the  Fort  fir’d  their  cannon  at  us,  and  beat  up  the 
Marsh  near  us;  but  did  no  other  damage;  the  Forces 
on  the  South  Side  Marched  up  near  to  the  Brick-Kilns  in 
a  single  file,  the  way  was  so  bad  that  in  many  places  they 
were  forc’d  to  cut  their  way,  and  in  the  Evening  we  en¬ 
camped  in  the  adjoining  Woods;  leaving  Capt  Pigeon 
with  a  party  of  60  Men  at  Petit  River  Point.  This  even¬ 
ing  our  Bomb  Ship  came  up  and  Saluted  the  Fort  with 
seven  Shells,  the  Fort  answered  with  both  Shot  and 
Shells  without  Execution. 

Tuesday  26.  At  Break  of  Day  the  General  Marched 
with  the  Army  on  the  South  Side;  The  Marines  in  the 
Front,  Col:  Reading  at  their  Head,  Col:  Whitings  Regi¬ 
ment  in  the  Centre,  and  Sir  Charles  Hobby’s  in  the  rear. 
Major  Livingston  with  a  party  of  Indians  flanking  the 
Body  in  their  March ;  after  passing  several  Defiles  and 
cutting  the  way  through  the  Woods,  about  ten  of  the 
clock,  we  came  to  the  Hill  near  Allens  Mill;  Major  Liv¬ 
ingston  with  his  Indians  being  below  the  Hill  was  call’d 
unto  by  the  French  and  Indians  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Marsh  to  come  over,  upon  which  the  General  ordered  a 
small  Detachment  of  Marines  to  follow  Major  Livingston 
who  passed  safely  over  the  Marsh  and  were  fired  upon 
by  two  of  the  Enemy,  after  they  passed  the  Mill,  but  re¬ 
ceived  no  damage,  which  occasion’d  the  General  with  the 
whole  Body  of  Grenadiers  to  march  down  the  Hill  and 
over  the  Marsh  in  sight  of  the  Fort  with  Drums  beat¬ 
ing,  and  Colours  flying,  and  immediately  on  the  Generals 
coming  upon  the  upland,  the  enemy  out  of  the  Woods 
fired  upon  Major  Livingston  and  his  Men,  and  they  on  the 
other  hand  fir’d  as  briskly  at  the  Enemy,  who  retired  into 
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the  Woods,  upon  the  General  &  Grenadiers  coming  up 
to  his  relief,  The  Indians  were  ordered  as  out  centinels. 
The  Grenadiers  were  drawn  up  in  a  Body  upon  the  Hill 
L’Cap  in  view  of  the  Fort  about  a  mile  distant,  here  we 
stayed  till  the  rest  of  the  Army  came  up,  and  we  dined. 
After  dinner  three  Marines  strayed  out  of  the  Camp  to 
hunt  for  some  pray,  one  of  which  was  kill’d  the  other  two 
mortally  wounded.  The  French  and  Indians  endeavoured 
to  take  our  centrys  and  fir’d  upon  them  whereupon  the 
General  ordered  a  Regiment  to  march  down  to  their  suc¬ 
cour,  upon  which  began  a  hot  skirmish,  the  French  firing 
upon  our  men  from  the  Fort  with  their  cannon.  And 
from  their  Houses,  Fences  and  Gardens  with  their  small 
Arms,  in  our  march  for  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile, 
in  which  our  men  shewed  agreat  deal  of  bravery  and 
undaunted  courage,  wherein  none  were  hurt,  only  two 
Marines  and  a  Connecticut  Soldier  kill’d  by  a  great  shot. 
The  General  ordered  Capt  Davison  and  Capt.  Bartlet 
with  a  party  of  Grenadiers  as  an  advanced  Guard  to 
march  on  within  400  paces  of  the  Fort,  which  they  did, 
Capt.  Powell  being  ordered  with  60.  marines  to  joy’n 
them  where  they  Intrench’d  ;  who  behaved  themselves  very 
well,  as  likewise  did  the  men  under  their  command,  and 
beat  the  Enemy  into  their  Fort,  and  stay’d  there  48  hours 
within  Gun  shot;  in  which  time  there  was  one  Connect¬ 
icut  man  killed  and  3.  marines,  other  three  wounded. 
This  night  the  Bomb  ship  threw  1 1  Shells  and  one  car¬ 
cass  into  the  Fort,  and  the  Fort  saluted  them.  Lieu. 
Blackmore,  and  Capt.  Thomson  with  some  of  our  Boats 
and  Artillery  past  the  Fort.  About  12.  o’clock  at  night, 
Col:  Vetch,  Col:  Tailer  and  Engineer  Forbes  went  down 
to  Spurs  Point  over  against  the  Fort,  with  a  Detachment 
of  100.  men,  commanded  by  Capt.  Riberton,  to  try  if 
their  Cochorn  Morters  could  reach  the  Fort.  The  design 
was  to  have  had  12  Cochorn  Morters  play  there  continu- 
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ally  in  the  night  to  cover  the  passing  of  our  Boats  with 
cannon,  &c  but  this  was  laid  aside,  the  Ground  not 
allowing  our  Trenches  Morters  to  play  there,  and  the 
small  ones  not  being  able  to  carry  across  the  River  and 
up  hill,  it  was  resolved  to  pass  with  our  Boat  the  next 
night;  &  the  Detachment  returned  to  the  camp. 

Wednesday  the  2jth.  The  enemy  Fired  warmly  to 
hinder  our  unloading  the  stores  of  War  that  came  in  our 
Boats  the  proceeding  night ;  ’twas  rainy  weather  in  the 
morning  about  noon  it  cleared  up,  and  the  enemy  shot 
violently  upon  our  men  from  the  Fort,  a  cannon  Bullet 
entered  into  a  House  and  killed  one  of  Captain  Thomp¬ 
son’s  Saylors  as  he  lay  a  sleep ;  after  Dinner  they  fired 
1 6.  Great  Guns  at  our  boats  down  the  River,  but  did  us 
no  damage.  This  day  we  mounted  some  of  our  Guns 
upon  their  carriages ;  this  day  also  Colonel  Vetch  De¬ 
spatched  Captain  Forbes  the  engineer  from  the  north 
side  camp  to  order  the  Flat  bottom  boats  to  take  in  the 
Artillery  with  the  ammunition,  &c.  Towards  evening 
our  Bomb  ship  came  up  again  and  play’d  very  warmly, 
and  threw  36.  shells  and  one  carcass  into  the  Fort.  The 
enemy  fired  two  which  fell  pretty  near  the  General’s 
camp  but  did  no  hurt.  As  soon  as  it  was  dark,  Captain 
Forbes,  Captain  Mathews  and  Captain  Southack  arriv’d 
at  the  Generals  camp  with  a  train  of  flat  bottom  and 
other  boats  loaden  with  Artillery  and  Stores  without  hav¬ 
ing  one  shot  fired  at  them,  &  captain  Mathews  &  Captain 
Southack  returned  for  more. 

This  night  Lieutenant-Colonel  Ballantine  with  his 
broken  company  from  the  Fleet,  &  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Goff  from  Colonel  Vetch’s  camp  on  the  north  with  four 
companys  came  to  the  General’s  camp.  This  day  some 
Indians  sent  from  the  Generals  camp  to  fetch  provisions 
from  the  Fleet  were  attacked  by  a  superior  number  of 
the  enemy  that  came  in  our  Livery,  one  of  ours  was  mor- 
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tally  wounded  and  is  since  dead.  A  centinal  was  killed 
by  an  Indian  that  came  out  of  the  Fort. 

Thursday,  28th.  A  cloudy  dark  morning,  our  men 
cheerfully  making  Preparations  for  further  attacks,  the 
day  prov’d  rainy,  the  Fort  continued  to  throw  their 
Bombs  by  day  and  night,  some  whereof  fell  very  near 
our  Generals  lodgings,  the  bad  weather  hinder’d  our 
Bomb  ship  to  play;  but  did  not  hinder  our  boats  from 
coming  and  going  safe  to  and  from  our  Camp,  for  20  of 
them  arriv’d  to  us  with  all  sorts  of  Warlike  stores,  &c. 

Friday  29th.  The  weather  wett,  the  Fort  threw  some 
Bombs  and  fired  several  Great  Guns  in  the  Forenoon 
but  did  us  no  harm,  the  weather  hindered  our  Bomb  ship 
from  doing  any  service,  we  had  boats  coming  and  going  all 
night.  This  day  some  of  the  Dragon’s  Saylors  went  on 
shore  to  get  some  Cabbage  on  the  north  side  and  were  fired 
upon  by  the  enemy,  of  whom  we  had  one  kill’d  and  two 
wounded  upon  which  the  Dragon  fired  upon  the  enemy, 
cleared,  the  Dragon,  brought  off  their  men  and  burnt  two 
houses  and  two  Barnes  in  retaliation.  After  Dinner  two 
French  officers  an  Ensign  and  Sergeant  with  a  Drummer 
came  out  of  the  Fort  with  a  Flag  of  Truce,  and  brought 
our  General  a  letter  from  Monsieur  Subercase. 

All  the  Cannon  were  landed,  Capt  Davison  was  re¬ 
lieved  by  Major  Abbot  with  200.  men  Lieut  Col.  Johnson 
with  300.  men  were  ordered  out  to  cut  Fascines;  and 
200  more  were  detached  from  Col.  Vetch’s  camp  to  join 
the  Generals,  commanded  by  Lieut  Col.  Goff,  the  Fort 
fired  18.  Guns  at  them  in  passing  the  River  without  any 
damage. 

After  two  days  of  diplomatic  correspondence  between 
the  French  and  English  commanders  the  following  arti¬ 
cles  of  Capitulation  were  adopted : 
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Articles  of  Capitulation  agreed  upon  for  the  surrender  of  the 
Fort  of  Port  Royal  6°<r.  Betwixt  Francis  Nicholson  Esq 
General  &  Commander  in  Chief  of  all  the  Forces  of  Fler 
Sacred  Majesty  Anne ,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  Great 
Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  Queen  Defender  of  the  Faith 
&=c.  And  Monsieur  D'e  Subercase  Kt.  of  the  Military 
order  of  St.  Lewis  and  Governor  and  Commander  in 
Chief  of  the  Fort  of  Port  Royal,  Province  of  La?  Accadie, 
and  the  Territories  thereunto  belonging,  for  his  most  Sacred 
Christian  Majesty. 

1 .  That  the  Garrison  shall  march  out  with  their  Arms  and 
Baggage,  Drums  beating,  and  Colours  flying. 

2.  That  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  Ships  and 
Provisions  to  Transport  the  said  Garrison  to  Rochell  or  Roch- 
ford,  by  the  shortest  passage  when  they  shall  be  furnished  with 
Passports  for  their  return. 

3.  That  I  may  take  out  six  Guns  and  two  Morters,  such  as  I 
shall  think  fit. 

4.  That  the  officers  shall  carry  out  all  their  effects,  of  what 
sort  soever.  Except  they  do  agree  to  the  selling  of  them,  the 
payment  of  which  to  be  upon  good  Faith. 

5.  That  the  Inhabitants  with  Cannon  shot  of  the  Fort  of 
Port  Royal,  shall  remain  upon  their  Estates,  with  their  Corn, 
Cattle  and  Furniture,  During  two  years,  in  case  they  are  not 
Desirous  to  go  before,  they  taking  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  & 
Fidelity  to  Her  Sacred  Majesty  of  Great  Britain. 

6.  That  a  vessel  be  provided  for  the  Privateers  belonging  to 
the  Islands  in  America,  for  their  Transportation  thither. 

7.  That  those  that  are  desirous  to  go  for  Placentia  in  New¬ 
foundland,  shall  have  leave  by  the  nearest  passage. 

8.  That  the  Cannadians,  or  those  that  are  desirous  to  go 
there,  may  do  so,  for  during  the  space  of  one  year. 

9.  That  Effects,  Ornaments,  Utensils  of  the  Chappel  and 
Hospital,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Almoner. 

10.  I  promise  to  deliver  the  Fort  of  Port  Royal  into  the 
Hand  of  Francis  Nicholson  Esq :  for  the  Queen  of  Great 
Britain,  &c  within  three  days  after  the  Ratification  of  this 
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present  Treaty,  with  all  the  Effects  belonging  to  the  King,  as 
Guns,  Mortars,  Bombs,  Balls,  Powder  and  all  other  small  arms. 

11.  I  will  discover  upon  my  Faith  all  the  Mines,  Fugasses, 
and  Cassinats. 

12.  All  the  Articles  of  this  present  Treaty,  shall  be  executed 
upon  good  Faith  without  Difficulty,  and  signed  by  each  other, 
at  Her  Majesty  of  Great  Britain’s  Camp,  before  Port  Royal 
Fort  this  second  day  of  October  in  the  ninth  year  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Reign,  Annoque  Domini  1710.

Subercase. 

Memorandum.  —  The  General  declared  that  within 
Cannon  Shot  of  Port  Royal  in  the  fifth  Article  above- 
said,  is  to  be  understood  three  English  Miles,  round  the 
Fort  to  be  Annapolis  Royal,  and  the  Inhabitants  within 
the  said  three  miles  to  have  the  benefit  of  that  Article. 
Which  Persons  Male  and  Female  comprehended  in  the 
said  Article,  according  to  a  list  of  their  names  given  into 
the  General  by  Mr.  Allen  amounts  to  487.  Persons. 

The  General  ordered  Major  Abbot  with  a  Detachment 
of  200.  men ;  5  Captains  and  8.  Subalterns  to  go  &  take 
possession  of  the  Fort;  Capt.  Davison  marched  first  at 
the  head  of  50  Grenadiers  &  Major  Abbott,  Capt  Masca- 
reen,  Capt  Bartlet,  Capt  Adams  &  Capt  Lyon,  followed 
each  in  his  proper  Station,  when  we  came  to  the  Gate  we 
opened  into  a  Line  and  the  General,  with  Col:  Vetch  on 
his  Right  and  Sir  Charles  Hobby  on  his  Left  hand,  with 
the  2  Hostages  Monsieur  Bonaventure  and  Monsieur 
D’Goutteu,  followed  by  all  the  Field  officers,  and  a  great 
many  others;  advanced  towards  the  Fort,  The  French 
Governor  met  them  half  way  on  the  Bridge,  with  our  two 
Hostages,  the  Hon:  Col:  Reading  and  Capt:  Mathews, 
attended  by  his  Officers,  and  complimented  the  General 
in  these  words ;  Sir,  Pm  very  sorry  for  the  misfortune  of 
the  King  my  master  in  Losing  such  a  Brave  Fort,  and  the 
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Territories  adjoyining;  but  count  myself  happy  in  falling 
into  the  hands  of  so  noble  and  generous  a  General,  and 
now  deliver  up  the  Keys  of  the  Fort,  and  all  the  maga¬ 
zines  into  your  hands,  hoping  to  give  you  a  visit  next 
Spring,  which  Keys  the  General  immediately  delivered  to 
the  Hon:  Col:  Samuel  Vetch,  according  to  Her  Majesty’s 
Instructions,  to  be  Governor  of  the  Place,  for  which  he 
had  a  commission  for  the  same.  The  Governor  his  Offi¬ 
cers  and  Troops  marched  out  of  the  Fort,  with  Drums 
beating,  Colours  flying,  and  arms  shoulder’d  &  each 
paying  their  respects  to  our  General,  by  saluting  him  as 
they  past  by  thro’  our  Lines,  to  the  Water  side,  the  place 
appointed  for  them.  Our  army  marched  into  the  Fort, 
hoisted  the  Union  Flag,  and  drank  the  Queen’s  Health, 
firing  all  the  Guns  round  the  Fort,  as  likewise  did  the 
Men  of  War  and  other  vessels  in  the  River.  Capt. 
Mascarene  mounted  the  first  Guard  with  60.  men  in  the 
Fort.  The  General  gave  the  place  the  name  of  Annap¬ 
olis  Royal.

INSTRUCTIONS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS  GOVERNMENT. 


As  to  the  Number  of  Men,  That  It  Exceed  not  Nine 
Hundred  (including  both  English,  &  Indians)  besides 
Commission  Officers 
And  as  to  the  Terms. - 

That  the  Commission  Officers,  Sent  by  her  Majesty’s 
especiall  flavour,  from  Great  Britain,  to  serve  in  the  present 
Expedition,  be  Disposed  not  more  than  one  to  a  Company, 
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that  they  may  be  the  more  serviceable  in  Disciplining  the 
fforces. 

And  it  shall  so  Please  God  to  Prosper  Her  MajtiM:  Arme*. 
for  the  Reducing  of  the  Port-Royall,  or  the  Expedition 
thither  be  Determined,  all  the  fforces  of  this  Province,  with 
their  officers,  Shall  be  Allowed  to  Return  immediately  for 
the  Defence  of  the  Province  now  extreamly  insulted  by  the 
Indians  throughout  our  long  extended  ffrontier,  except  such 
as  Shall  be  Volunteers,  for  any  after  Service  of  Garrisoning 
or  otherwise. 

That  for  the  Encouragement  of  Volunteers  His  Excellency 
be  Requested  to  Issue  forth  a  Proclamation,  that  all  Such 
Shall  have  a  Coat,  of  Thirty  Shillings  value  given  them,  one 
months  wages  Advanced,  &  Paid  to  them  before  their 
Embarquing.  And  be  exempted  from  all  Impresses,  for 
three  years  next  coming  (although  not  from  ordinary  musters 
or  Duty  of  the  Militia,  in  the  respective  Counties  whereto 
they  belong,  $.nd  none  but  Such  as  voluntarily  Offer,  & 
enlist  themselves  for  the  Service,  without  being  Detached, 
to  be  Intituted,  or  have  claim  to  these  Privileges  of  Coats, 
Advance  Wages,  &  Exemption  from  Impresses.  And  That 
all  such  as  were  in  the  Service,  the  last  year,  be  particularly 
&  Especially  Invited,  to  come,  &  Take  up  the  Army  they 
then  had,  &  Inlist  for  the  present  Expedition. 

That  His  Excellency  be  Desired  to  give  Direction  to  the 
Commanders,  of  the  Severall  Regiments  in  the  Province  to 
muster  them,  in  whole,  or  in  parts,  &  Communicate  to  them 
the  above  encouragements  to  offer  themselves  voluntarily  to 
the  Service. 

That  the  warrants  for  the  Draught  of  men,  Contains  the 
whole  Number,  the  Volunteers,  to  be  accounted  part  thereof, 
And  that  a  Direction  be  therein  Inserted,  to  the  comanding 
Officers,  of  the  militia,  to  Proceed  in  their  Draught,  in  the 
most  equell  indifferent  manner  that  may  be. 

That  the  Names  of  all  the  men,  both  English  &  Indians, 
of  the  Towns  they  belong  to  which  Shall  be  inlisted  or  Im¬ 
pressed,  as  well  Svch  as  Shall  upon  any  account  be  Dis¬ 
miss’d,  as  those  that  shall  Proceed  in  the  Expedition  be 
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returned  by  the  Commanding  officer  of  every  Company  of 
Militia  to  his  Colonel,  or  first  ffield  officer  &  by  him  laid 
before  his  Excellency  &  their  Court  at  their  next  Session 
after  the  Departure  of  the  fforces. 

And  that  the  Indians  Wages  be  paid  to  such  persons  as 
the  Governr.  &  Council  Shall  Direct,  to  be  Imploiod  for 
supply  of  their  ffamilies,  in  their  absence  —

During  the  winter  of  1710  General  Nicholson  returned 
to  England,  and  his  representations,  seconded  by  those 
of  Jeremiah  Dummer,  who  against  his  wishes  had  been 
appointed  as  the  agent  of  Massachusetts  to  succeed  Sir 
Henry  Ashurst,  lately  deceased,  prevailed  on  Robert 
Harley,  Earl  of  Oxford  and  Mortimer,  and  Henry  St. 
John,  Viscount  Bolingbroke,  to  favor  another  expedition 
for  the  year  171 1. 
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Sir  Hovenden  Walker,  made  an  admiral  in  1710  and 
created  a  knight  by  Queen  Anne  in  1711,  under  date  of 
6  April,  1 7 1 1 ,  in  his  journal  writes:  “This  Morning  a 
Messenger  from  the  Admiralty  Office,  brought  me  a 
Packet  with  a  letter  from  Mr  J  Burchett,  and  a  Commis¬ 
sion  for  commanding  in  Chief  a  Squadron  of  Her  Maj¬ 
esty’s  Ships  designed  upon  a  secret  expedition,  with 
Orders  and  Instructions  and  a  Warrant  for  holding 
Courts  martial :  ”  The  commission  was  issued  to  “  Hov¬ 
enden  Walker,  Esq.,  Rear  Admiral  of  the  White  Squadron 
of  Her  Majesty’s  Fleet,”  and  was  dated  3  Apr.,  1711. 
The  ships  of  the  squadron  were  the  “  Torbay,”  “  Edgar,” 
“  Monmouth,”  “  Swiftsure,”  “  Dunkirk,”  “  Kingston,” 
“  Mountague,”  and  “  Sunderland,”  and  the  bomb  vessels 
“  Basilisk”  and  “  Granadoe.” 

On  the  7th,  10th,  and  11th  of  April  Admiral  Walker 
waited  on  Mr.  Secretary  St.  John  for  particular  instruc¬ 
tions  as  to  the  expedition,  and  on  the  last  date  met 
Brig.-Gen.  John  Hill  (brother  of  Abigail,  Mrs.  Masham, 
the  Queen’s  favorite)  to  whom  was  intrusted  the  com¬ 
mand  of  the  land  forces.  At  seven  o’clock  the  same  day, 
in  the  evening,  the  two  commanders  waited  on  the  Queen 
at  St.  James  Palace,  and  received  her  instructions. 

On  the  morning  of  April  16  the  Admiral  proceeded  to 
Portsmouth,  and  on  the  24th  sailed  to  the  naval  rendez¬ 
vous  at  St.  Helen’s,  Isle  of  Wight.  It  was  not,  however, 
till  ten  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  May  4  that  the  signal 
was  given  off  Plymouth  for  the  fleet  to  weigh  anchor, 
and  by  twelve  o’clock  the  fleet  of  sixty-four  vessels  was 
under  sail. 

At  seven  in  the  morning  of  May  8  the  fleet  was  one 
hundred  and  twelve  miles  from  Scilly,  and  the  next  day 
sealed  orders  were  distributed  for  a  rendezvous  at  Boston, 
the  first  official  intimation  that  the  expedition  was  for  an 
American  destination. 
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On  June  5  the  weather  became  changeable  and  very 
cold,  and  ice  was  encountered  frequently;  soundings  gave 
forty  fathoms,  with  shells  and  fine  sand ;  and  foggy 
weather  continuing,  a  code  of  fog  signals  was  adopted  by 
firing  guns  at  intervals. 

At  four  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  the  14th  soundings 
gave  twenty-four  fathoms,  and  at  eleven  it  cleared  and 
Cape  Sable  Island  was  discerned  three  leagues  to  the 
north-east.  Standing  to  the  southward,  on  the  19th 
Acadia  was  sighted,  and  clearing  weather  showed  but 
thirty-three  sail  in  the  fleet. 

On  the  24th  of  June  Cape  Ann  was  sighted.

Judge  Samuel  Sewall,  in  his  diary,  under  date  of  June 
8,  states  that  while  a  hearing  was  in  progress  about  a 
new  precinct  for  Reading  to  the  northward  of  Ipswich 
River  “  drums  put  us  to  silence  and  oblig’d  the  Govr 
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to  break  oft.  At  dinner  at  Holme’s  in  the  lower  room, 
one  comes  in,  and  says  that  Col.  Nicholson  was  come ; 
Two  Men  of  War,  two  Transports,  eight  Weeks  pas¬ 
sage.  Comes  up  in  a  Barge  and  Lands  at  Butler’s 
Wharf,  where  the  Govr  receives  him  with  the  Council. 
Enters  the  Council  Chamber  between  5  and  6  P.M. 
Lays  the  Orders  for  the  Canada  Expedition  before  the 
Govr  and  Council.” 

June  12.  “This  day  the  Proclamation  for  the  War  is 
pass’d.  I  carried  it  to  the  Printer  at  Noon.” 

On  18  June  the  “Monmouth”  and  “Swiftsure”  of 
the  fleet  arrived  at  Nantasket. 

On  the  23d  the  “  Dunkirk  ”  arrived,  followed  by  two 
transports  and  later  others  of  the  fleet.  Sewall,  being 
one  of  a  committee  to  receive  the  commanding  officers 
of  the  expedition,  gives  the  following  account  of  their 
reception : 

“June  25,  1711.  Went  down  again;  Mr.  Secretary, 
Mr.  Comissary,  Borland,  Sewall ;  Mr.  Maryon.  At  the 
Castle  sent  for  Capt.  Tuthil,  who  told  us  the  Devonshire 
and  Dunkirk  were  arrived,  we  saw  a  Boat  going  up  in 
which  was  Col.  King,  Hail’d  him:  He  came  to  us,  who 
told  us  he  was  going  from  the  Gen1  to  the  Senat ;  we  told 
him  we  were  sent  by  them  ;  then  he  came  into  our  Boat 
and  sent  up  his  own.  Went  on  Board  the  Devonshire, 
saluted  and  wellcom’d  the  Gen1.  Gave  us  Bread  and 
Sack.  After  awhile  came  off  Gen1  and  Flagg  in  one 
Pinace;  we  in  our  own.  Finding  the  Tide  not  made,  we 
Land  at  the  Castle ;  eat  Rusk  and  drank.  Saluted  at 
Landing  and  Returning  with  21.  Guns.  By  Capt.  Tuthil]. 
Landed  at  Scarlets  Wharf,  went  into  Town,  Turn’d  by 
the  Dock,  and  went  up  King-street  in  the  Front  of  the 
Regiment  to  the  Council-chamber.” 

In  entering  the  harbor,  though  a  buoy  had  been  placed 
on  a  rock  at  the  entrance  by  Captain  Cooper  of  the 
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“  Swiftsure  ”  and  he  assisted  in  the  piloting  of  the 
“  Humber,”  she  ran  on  the  rock  and  rested  from  seven 
to  eleven  in  the  evening,  till  the  flood  tide  floated  her, 
sustaining  no  apparent  damage. 

The  fleet  found  at  Boston  the  “Sapphire”  and  “Leop¬ 
ard,”  which  vessels  brought  Colonel  Nicholson,  and  the 
“Windsor”  and  “Weymouth,”  with  a  rich  prize,  a  French 
man-of-war,  of  42  guns  and  300  men,  captured  off  Cuba. 

On  the  26th  the  soldiers  disembarked  and  encamped 
on  Noddle’s  Island ;  and  a  court-martial  was  held  on 
Captain  Soanes  of  the  “Edgar”  and  Captain  Butler  of 
the  “  Dunkirk,”  for  leaving  the  fleet  during  the  voyage, 
without  orders,  to  chase  the  enemy.  The  former  lost 
three  months’  pay;  the  latter  was  dismissed  from  his 
command. 

General  Hill  on  landing  took  up  his  quarters  at  the 
house  of  Mr.  John  Borland,  while  Admiral  Walker  lodged 
at  Capt.  Cyprian  Southack’s,  the  commander  of  the 
Province  Galley,  a  noted  pilot,  some  of  whose  charts 
of  the  North  American  coast  are  still  preserved. 

At  Plymouth,  England,  there  had  been  transferred 
from  the  “  Medway”  a  French  sailor,  at  his  own  desire,  to 
the  Admiral’s  ship,  as  the  seaman  had  professed  a 
knowledge  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  but  he  was  told  the 
destination  of  the  expedition  was  the  French  coast;  on 
the  arrival  at  Boston,  however,  he  was  brought  in  con¬ 
sultation  with  Captain  Southack,  who  pronounced  him  a 
better  pilot  than  could  be  obtained  in  Boston.  He  was 
therefore  ordered  to  be  placed  in  some  French  Protest¬ 
ant’s  house  and  well  entertained. 

The  first  matter  that  engrossed  the  attention  of  the 
leaders  of  the  expedition,  on  its  arrival,  was  the  obtain¬ 
ing  provisions  for  the  several  thousand  men  in  the  fleet. 
Andrew  Belcher,  of  Cambridge,  father  of  Governor 
Belcher,  held  the  position  of  commissary  from  1703  to 
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1708,  and  had  become  one  of  the  most  wealthy  mer¬ 
chants  in  the  Province.  He  refused  to  continue  furnish¬ 
ing  to  the  men-of-war  as  formerly,  presumably  as  they 
were  paid  in  bills  on  the  Victualling  Board  of  the  British 
Navy  instead  of  cash  ;  as  did  others,  who  refused  to  furnish 
meat  unless  paid  ready  money. 

The  provisions  desired  were  for  the  supply  of  9,385 
soldiers  and  seamen  for  four  months,  and  estimated  as 
follows : 

Bread,  1,051,120  pounds,  and  pints  of  wine  or  half¬ 
pints  of  rum. 

Beef,  150,160  four-pound  pieces. 

Pork,  150,160  two-pound  pieces. 

Peas,  4,692  bushels,  four  gallons. 

Oatmeal,' 7,044  bushels,  or  half  that  in  rice. 

Butter,  56,310  pounds,  or  pints  of  oil. 

Cheese,  112,620  pounds,  or  half-pints  of  oil. 

The  amount  of  provisions  available  was  summed  up 
in  the  following  estimate:  180  barrels  of  flour,  7,000  of 
bread,  and  900  bushels  of  wheat,  on  board  Mr.  Boucher’s 
brigantine  of  70  tons ;  2,600  bushels  of  wheat,  800  of 
rye,  on  Mr.  Belcher’s  brigantine  of  90  tons.  Mr.  New¬ 
bury  had  150  barrels  of  pork.  The  ship  “Taunton,” 
Captain  Merchant,  laden  with  wheat  and  flour.  Five 
hundred  and  ten  barrels  of  rice  in  Mr.  David  Jeffrey’s 
hands.  The  brigantine  “  Barbadoes,”  Captain  Rawlin, 
laden  with  grain  and  Indian  corn. 

Mr.  Belcher  explained  that  he  was  obliged  to  furnish 
provisions  for  the  New  England  forces,  and  if  they  did 
not  take  part  in  the  expedition  the  supplies  could  be 
used  by  the  forces  from  England. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Province,  Isaac  Addington,  fur¬ 
nished  the  information  that  owing  to  the  heat  of  the 
season  they  were  unable  to  kill  and  save  beef  and  pork, 
and  that  the  greater  part  of  the  bread,  flesh,  and  peas 
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provided  for  sea  service  was  brought  from  Connecticut, 
New  York,  and  Pennsylvania,  and  shipped  in  the  months 
of  March,  April,  and  May  to  the  West  Indies,  and  that 
shipment  might  have  been  prevented  if  the  Province  had 
been  directed  to  procure  stores  for  the  expedition.  To 
aid  in  procuring  provisions  Gov.  Joseph  Dudley  issued 
an  order  for  a  search  and  purchase  by  Belcher  of  the 
supplies  needed,  and  Capts.  Samuel  Gookin  and  Samuel 
Phips  were  appointed  to  attend  the  camp  and  oversee 
their  purchase. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Boston  selectmen  July  9,  1711: 

“  Ordered.  That  his  Excelcys  order  for  ye  Bringing  in 
Provissions  for  Supply  of  ye  Camp  at  Noddles  Iseland  be 
posted  up  at  Winisimit.” 

One  merchant  offered  to  furnish  rum  for  the  fleet  and 
take  bill  according  to  the  rate  of  exchange  to  be  settled 
by  the  government.  On  the  Admiral’s  stating  that  the 
people  of  New  England  should  be  glad  to  pay  by 
exchange  their  debts  in  Great  Britain,  he  was  answered 
there  was  no  need  of  such  opportunity,  for  New  Eng¬ 
landers  owed  nothing  to  the  Britains,  the  balance  being 
due  from  them  to  New  England,  since  they  had  more 
effects  in  Britain  than  the  returns  from  thence  answered. 

On  the  5th  of  July  General  Hill  reviewed  the  marines  on 
Noddle’s  Island,  of  whom  there  were  about  six  hundred, 
the  majority  of  whom  were  assigned  to  the  ships  before 
Admiral  Walker  assumed  command ;  thirty  had  been 
drafted  from  Brigadier  Borr’s  regiment  in  the  Isle  of 
Wight,  but  failed  to  embark ;  seventy  from  the  Queen’s 
Own  regiment,  commanded  by  Lieut.-Gen.  Henry  Holt, 
at  Chichester;  seventy  from  Colonel  Churchill’s  regiment, 
at  Plymouth. 

About  this  date  the  leaders  of  the  expedition  drew  up 
a  manifesto  to  be  distributed  among  the  people  of 
Canada,  which  claimed  rights  in  certain  lands  and  terri- 
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tories  by  priority  of  discovery  and  possession,  and  the 
intention  of  the  Queen  to  recover  such ;  that  all  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  those  parts  who  should  place  themselves  under 
the  laws  and  government  of  Great  Britain  would  be 
kindly  treated,  and  others  who  might  so  desire  could 
return  peaceably  to  France.  Those,  however,  who  took 
up  arms  would  be  treated  as  enemies. 

This  was  translated  by  the  French  Protestant  minister 
at  Boston,  Rev.  Pierre  Daille,  who  obtained  the  Gov¬ 
ernor’s  order  for  its  being  printed,  and  on  July  6  also 
presented  to  Admiral  Walker  Sir  William  Phips’  original 
journal  of  the  Quebec  expedition  of  1690.  Unfortunately 
this  manuscript  with  other  papers  was  lost  on  the  return 
to  England  by  the  blowing-up  at  Portsmouth  of  the 
Admiral’s  ship  “  Edgar.” 

Next  the  matter  of  provisions,  the  need  of  pilots  for 
the  several  vessels  was  the  next  question  to  be  settled. 

Capt.  John  Bonner,  known  in  these  times  through  his 
plan  of  Boston,  had  the  reputation  of  being  the  best 
pilot  and  best  acquainted  with  the  St.  Lawrence  River, 
but  had  never  been  there  except  in  a  sloop,  and  would 
not  venture  charge  of  a  man-of-war  or  large  ship,  and 
desired  to  be  excused  from  going  with  the  expedition 
and  pleaded  his  age ;  but  the  Admiral  insisted,  and 
assigned  him  to  the  flagship  “Edgar.” 

Other  pilots  for  the  expedition  were  summoned  by 
warrants  from  the  Governor  to  the  constables  of  the 
towns  where  they  dwelt,  and  the  ships  to  which  they 
were  assigned  are  given :

As  the  time 

drew 

near 

for  the  departure  of  the  fleet 

the  desertion  of  the  seamen  and  marines  became  more 
frequent.  It  became  necessary  for  Governor  Dudley,  at 
the  request  of  the  Admiral,  to  publish  an  order,  on  July 
16,  1 71 1,  to  enforce  an  act  passed  in  the  previous  May 
against  desertions.*  For  the  enforcement  of  the  same  the 
military  companies  of  Hull,  Hingham,  Weymouth,  Brain¬ 
tree,  Milton,  Dorchester,  Roxbury,  Dedham,  Medfield, 
Billings’,  Cambridge,  Charlestown,  Malden,  Lynn,  Marble¬ 
head,  Salem,  Bristol,  and  Pocasset  were  raised  and  formed 
into  four  divisions,  and  kept  guard  for  twenty-four  hours, 
while  the  troops  were  embarking,  thus  preventing  any 
from  leaving  Boston,  and  to  send  all  strangers  into  the 
town  for  examination. 

At  that  period  the  naval  and  merchant  marine  of 
Great  Britain  was  large  as  now,  and  the  frequent  naval 
expeditions  required  the  enlistment  of  many  seamen, 
which  was  sometimes  irregularly  accomplished  by  the 
press-gang,  and  many  landsmen  fell  victims  to  that 
method  of  recruiting.  Thus  many  on  the  expedition 
had  been  forced  from  their  homes,  families,  and  occu¬ 
pations  to  enter  an  uncertain  expedition,  and  early

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opportunity  was  eagerly  looked  for  to  escape  and  return 
to  England  or  enter  a  new  life  on  shore  in  the  New 
World. 

It  might  be  of  interest,  therefore,  to  present  the  names 
of  deserters  not  as  a  black  list,  but  rather  the  record  of 
men  who  felt  they  were  forced  into  an  illegal  imprison¬ 
ment  or  restraint,  and  carried  into  a  dangerous  and  un¬ 
certain  existence  against  their  will,  and  that  they  were 
justified  in  escaping  at  an  early  opportunity.  No  doubt 
many  of  the  names  represent  the  emigrant  ancestors  of 
many  citizens  of  this  republic  now  living.

After  this  disaster,  a  consultation  being  held  between 
the  leaders  and  the  captains  of  the  war  vessels  and 
colonels  of  the  regiments,  it  was  deemed  inexpedient,  by 
reason  of  the  ignorance  of  the  pilots  and  the  uncertainty 
and  rapidity  of  the  currents,  to  attempt  the  passage  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  River  as  far  as  Quebec. 

After  cruising  in  the  neighborhood  for  a  fortnight  and 
debating  the  advisability  of  attacking  Placentia  and  other 
strongholds  of  the  French  in  those  parts,  at  a  council  of 
war  on  the  8th  September  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that 
no  attempts  be  made  against  Placentia,  and  that  the  ships 
and  forces  that  came  from  Great  Britain  return  there, 
and  the  New  England  troops  and  vessels  return  to  Bos¬ 
ton.  * 

On  September  16,  after  having  taken  down  a  cross

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scription,  the  fleet  sailed  to  their  destinations,  and  at 
2  P.M.  on  9  Oct.,  1 71 1,  the  English  squadron  came  to 
anchor  at  St.  Helen’s,  Isle  of  Wight,  after  an  absence 
of  six  months,  without  accomplishing  its  object.  A 
week  after,  on  October  16,  news  was  received  by  Sir 
Hovenden  Walker  that  the  “Edgar”  had  blown  up  in 
Portsmouth  Harbor  with  the  loss  of  his  household  effects 
and  papers,  and  the  accounts  of  the  expedition  relating 
to  supplies  furnished,  etc.  Every  person  on  the  vessel 
at  the  time  lost  his  life,  not  one  being  saved. 

Attempts  were  made  in  England  to  throw  the  blame 
on  New  England  for  the  failure  of  the  expedition, 
inasmuch  as  the  Provinces  were  backward  in  furnishing 
supplies.  These  charges  were  refuted  by  Jeremiah 
Dummer,  agent  in  England,  in  pamphlets  written  by 
him. 

There  were  others  and  among  those  in  authority  who 
were  inclined  to  place  its  failure  on  the  admiral  in  com¬ 
mand,  and  he  was  ordered  to  furnish  papers  or  an  ex¬ 
planation  of  his  conduct  of  the  expedition.  This 
resulted  in  his  placing  before  the  public  a  journal  of 
the  expedition,  which  was  printed  in  1720. 

Disappointed  in  not  being  assigned  to  active  service, 
and  reduced  to  half  pay,  which  was  later  discontinued, 
ill-treated  by  the  government  of  Carolina,  where  he  at¬ 
tempted  to  settle,  and  forced  to  remove  to  Barbadoes, 
Admiral  Walker  died  broken  hearted  in  Dublin,  Jan¬ 
uary,  1726. 
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
